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In discharging the first duty which the city char- 
ter imposes upon me, I shall venture to depart some- 
what from the usage which has hitherto prevailed of 
entering upon a lengthy and elaborate discussion of 
matters of municipal interest, and shall briefly call 
your attention to some of the leading subjects which 
will demand your investigation and action during the 
present year. Such statistical information as you 
may need in the discharge of your important and 
varied duties will be furnished to you from other and 
more accurate sources. Any lengthy discussion of 
mere matters of detail would tend more to your 
weariness than your profit. 

There are subjects of great importance which will 
require your immediate attention. Some of them 
have been considered, but not determined, by preced- 
ing City Governments, and some of them involve 
new questions, which the rapid growth and the 


changing condition of the city are bringing into 
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prominence, and nearly all of them are matters which 
will involve large expenditures of money. Many of 
them will more or less affect private interests. I 
scarcely need say to you that while pursuing the 
paths of your duties you will be beset by the persist- 
ent solicitations of men who are seeking individual 
gain rather than the public good. 

Private interest will seek to alarm you by its 
threats, or to seduce you by its temptations. If you 
yield to either, you must necessarily become faithless 
public servants. 

The recent developments in one of our great cities 
illustrate the dangers which surround the adminis- 
tration of large municipal interests, and make plain- 
ness of speech and resolute and vigilant action else- 
where, imperative. 

I am gratified to believe that the corruption which 
in some other places has assailed governments with a 
terrible and destructive power, and with a melancholy 
and almost fatal success, has been comparatively 
powerless here; and while I entertain great respect 
for the intelligence and purity of preceding City Goy- 
ernments, I am constrained to say that very much of 
the success which has attended the administration 
of our municipal affairs is due to the zeal, integrity 
and intelligence of the heads of the various depart- 


ments, and of other gentlemen holding leading posi- 
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tions in the city service. The language of mere 
compliment would not befit an occasion like this, but 
I regard it as a duty to commend faithful public ser- 
vice, and to advise you to keep, at the important 
posts of municipal labor and duty, sentinels and 
servants like these. 

But however faithful and competent these officers 
may be, in order to attain success in our local gov- 
ernment, your zeal, vigilance and constant labor 
must be superadded to theirs. 

I have already alluded to the necessity for large 
expenditures of money. If expenditures, though 
large, are made with honesty and with wisdom, I 
think those who are taxed for them will be satisfied. 
I know it is easy to advise the practice of a wise 
economy, and I know that it is not always easy to 
attain the wise mean which lies between parsimony 
and profusion. ‘The fear of expending large 
amounts ought not to deter you from making those 
improvements which the unparalleled growth and 
progress of the city demand. A failure to meet the 
just requirements of such a growth and progress 
might be more fatal than even a too liberal ex- 
penditure. 

I fear that our previous municipal legislation and 
action has related too exclusively to the (then) 


existing demands, and has scarcely contemplated or 
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looked forward to the almost immediate future. We 
have arrived at a point in our history when it will be 
especially unwise and unsafe not to anticipate. 

The great expansion and increase of the city are, to 
my mind, so well assured, that I think it can scarcely 
be called prophecy to say, that in wealth, in com- 
merce, in manufactures, and in population, it is to 
take a much higher place than it even now occupies 
among the great cities of the country. 

The City Government will fail in its duty, if it 
do not recognize this fact, and if it do not, by the 
use of its legitimate functions, aid private enterprise 
in accomplishing this great result. 

I have promised not to weary you with details, but 
I think I ought not to omit the consideration of the 
financial condition of the city. During the past year 
there has been an increase of the city debt. This 
increase has been rendered necessary by the vigor- 
ous prosecution of enterprises commenced, and 
wisely commenced, more than a year ago. ‘The 
City Council of last year entered into contracts and 
commenced improvements which will require for 
their fulfilment and completion the expenditure of 
large sums of money; but these enterprises have not 
as yet reached such a state of advancement as to 
have involved large expense. 

In my address to the City Council of last year, I 
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referred to an ordinance passed in the latter part of 
the year 1870, creating a Board of Commissioners of 
the Sinking Funds for the redemption of the city 
debt. That ordinance went into operation during 
the past year. The benefits which were anticipated 
from the operation and effect of this ordinance, I 
think have thus far been fully realized. No taxation 
will be required during the ensuing financial year to 
meet the payments on account of the capital of the 
city debt, as the resources in the hands of the com- 
missioners will be ample for that purpose. ‘The 
commissioners have been enabled to purchase and 
cancel $419,000 of the city debt, before its maturity, 
from certain balances from the financial year of 
1870-71,— which, by the provisions of the ordinance, 
pass into the Sinking Funds. ‘They have also paid 
$70,000 of the debt from revenue derived by way of 
assessment on certain street improvements and from 
other sources. The practice inaugurated by the pres- 
ent Auditor of Accounts, and wisely followed by the 
City Council, for several years, of raising by taxa- 
tion a sufficient amount to pay the ordinary ex- 
penses of the government, and of borrowing only 
for extensive street improvements, for expensive pub- 
lic buildings, and for permanent public works, is one 
which I think is fully vindicated by the present satis- 
factory financial condition of the city.

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Forty-eight lots, containing 204,079 square feet, 
have been sold during the past year for $232,386 67. 

The territory known as the Suffolk-street Dis- 
trict, covering an area of about thirty-one acres in 
the heart of the city, was taken under the authority 
of a special act of the Legislature, on the 15th of 
July, 1870, for the purpose of abating the nuisance 
caused by impaired drainage. The proposed plan 
of improvement, by raising the grade of the land, 
raising and underpinning the buildings, and widen- 
ing and extending some of the streets, involved an 
expense to the city estimated at nearly two and a 
half million dollars. The work has been prosecuted 
with great energy, during the past year, by the 
committee having charge of it. Nearly two hundred 
and forty thousand cubic yards of earth and gravel 
have been deposited on the territory, and nearly all 
the substantial buildings have been raised and under- 
pinned. The work of settling with the former 
owners, who desire to have their estates reconveyed, 
will devolve mainly upon the present government. 
The time within which those who had an interest in 
the property taken, were required to file a bill in 
equity, has been extended to the 13th of July, 1872; 
and the city will probably be in a position to make 
an amicable adjustment of damages with the former 


owners before that date. 
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The loans made for carrying on the improvements, 
up to this time, amount to $1,500,000. The expen- 
ditures amount to about $1,330,000. The recent 
sales of estates on the District, at public auction, 
amount to over $400,000. ‘The greatly increased 
value of the land, on account of the raising and 
street widenings, as shown by these sales, will go 
far towards covering the expense of the work done 
by the city. It is evident, from the statements made 
by the committee having charge of the improvement 
during the past year, that the first cost to the city 
will be considerably less than the estimates upon 
which the work was ordered. 

The present condition of the water at Lake Co- 
chituate, now more than nine feet below high water 
mark, at a season of the year when it usually wastes 
over the dam, has caused much anxiety, and has 
convinced our people that measures for obtaining an 
additional supply cannot, with safety, be longer 
deferred. 

The City Government of last year made an appro- 
priation for the purpose of causing a survey to be 
made of the several sources from which a large sup- 
ply can be obtained. By the direction of the last City 
Council, an application will be made to the Legisla- 
ture for the passage of an act giving the power 
needed for the accomplishment of this important

work. Surveys are now being made by a competent 
engineer. The Water Board will present these 
surveys, when completed, to the City Council with a 
full report on the subject. It will become your im- 
perative duty to make such appropriations as may 
be necessary to carry this enterprise to its full 
completion. 

In view of the present limited supply of water, 
I trust the citizens will use every means in their 
power to economize in its use, as it will require care 
on their part to insure the continuance of a full 
supply during the coming season, unless we shall 
be favored with copious rains. 

‘I'he able and efficient Water Board have given to 
this subject much care and attention, and are doing 
all in their power to furnish an adequate supply. 

The main pipes have been connected with the 
Charlestown works, and the Commissioners also in- 
tend to have connections made with the works at 
Cambridge, so that if our supply should fail, to any 
considerable extent, water may be obtained, though 
necessarily to a limited amount, from both of these 
sources. 

As the existing mains from the Brookline Reser- 
voir are now taxed to their utmost capacity, the 
Commissioners intend to lay a new forty-eight inch 


main from the Chestnut Hill reservoir into the city. 
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An act authorizing the laying of such a main was 
passed by the Legislature of last year. You will 
doubtless be called upon to make the necessary 
appropriations for doing this work. 

In my address to the City Council last year I 
called their attention to an act, which had then just 
gone into operation, creating a Board of Street 
Commissioners. I then advised the City Council to 
ask the Legislature to amend or modify the act. I 
will not now repeat the reasons which I then 
gave for making such an application. Any person 
having any desire to know these reasons can easily 
ascertain what they are by a reference to that 
address. An attempt was made to amend the act. 
From some cause, of which I am ignorant, the 
amendment failed to receive the sanction of the 
Legislature. 

Subsequent reflection has convinced me more 
strongly of the absolute necessity of a modification 
of that law. IJ regard this subject as one of much 
importance, and earnestly invite your immediate 
attention to it. 

Very large sums of money have been expended 
for the redemption of certain districts in the city, 
which had, by the neglect of some preceding govern- 
ments, been suffered to be built upon and occupied 


before they had been raised to a grade necessary to 
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secure proper drainage. And yet while this work, 
involving very large expenditures, has been going 
on, other districts in the city where the grade is such 
that no drainage can be obtained, and almost within 
sight of the localities first referred to, have, as I 
think by a greater neglect, been suffered to be built 
upon and occupied, with the certainty that a large 
future expense for their redemption would become 
absolutely necessary. I trust that no future govern- 
ment will have cause to complain of your neglect of 
these districts. 

The subject of the public health will demand your 
early and earnest attention. In a densely populated 
community like ours, the utmost care and diligence to 
prevent and remove the causes of disease should be 
exercised during the entire year; but in the summer 
months especial energy and vigilance are required. 
In various sections of the city, nuisances exist which 
must be abated; neglect in this respect will be almost 
acrime. ‘The labors, the duties and the responsibili- 
ties of the Health Department are already great, and 
they are of increasing importance. The Board of 
Aldermen are by an ordinance constituted the Board 
of Health of the city. 

The labors of the Aldermen are so great and so 
manifold, that I think they cannot, if they faithfully 
perform their other duties, give to this subject the time 
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and attention which its great importance demands. 
In my judgment another and an independent Board 
should be created to take charge of this subject. In 
this view, the Committee on Ordinances of last year 
reported an ordinance to establish a Board of Health 
of this character. This ordinance was reported late 
in the year, and for that reason, I think, failed to 
receive the consideration to which it was entitled, and 
it was not adopted. 

By the annexation of Roxbury and Dorchester, a 
large extent of territory has been added to the city, 
upon which, on account of the rapid growth of popu- 
lation and the consequent demand for building lots, 
new streets are being rapidly laid out and built by 
the owners of the land. These streets, many of 
which will or ought to become important thorough- 
fares, are generally laid out by the owners of the 
land without reference to the public convenience, 
but solely with a view to the sale of building lots. 
There are lands in other sections of the city to which 
the same remarks will apply. If the practice to 
which I have referred shall continue, the streets in 
this territory will be constructed without any system 
or plan, and will be devoid of beauty or regularity. 
and will be comparatively valueless for public use. 
If the city should, at the present time, adopt a system 
of avenues and streets for these districts, it would 
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give to this great extent of now comparatively 
unoccupied territory, a character and a public as 
well as a private value, which it will never other- 
wise possess. I invite your attention to this sub- 
ject; and if the expense, when reduced by assess- 
ments for betterments, shall not be found to be too 
great, I respectfully recommend the adoption of 
some plan for carrying such an enterprise into 
operation. 

There is some danger that sections of the city 
which are remote from the centre may be neglected. 
They will soon become populous districts, and small 
outlays now may save large future expenditures. 

Among the objects of municipal concern, that of 
popular education has ever been regarded by this 
community as of primary importance. The expedi- 
ency and wisdom of making liberal provision for 
education at the public expense has been amply 
demonstrated by our experience for more than two 
centuries. ‘lo our system of free schools we are 
greatly indebted for our prosperity at home and our 
consideration abroad. It is a gratifying fact that 
these schools, which afford equality of education to 
an extent unsurpassed, are cherished and prized with 
increasing interest by all classes of our citizens. 
‘hey are watched over and managed with commend- 
able zeal and intelligence by the School Committee, 
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and the Superintendent of Public Schools, with whom 
you will doubtless be pleased to co-operate in their 
efforts to render them still more efficient and useful. 

The whole number of children in the city between 
five and fifteen years of age, as ascertained by the 
school census of last May, was forty-five thousand 
nine hundred and seventy. ‘The free schools main- 
tained by the city are five High Schools, thirty-seven 
Grammar Schools, three hundred and twenty-seven 
Primary Schools, two schools for Licensed Minors, 
one for Deaf-mutes, one Kindergarten, ten Evening 
Schools, —one of which is for instruction in the 
higher branches, and two Evening Drawing Schools. 
The average number of pupils belonging to the day 
schools, during the last school year, was thirty-six 
thousand one hundred and seventy-four; the average 
number belonging to the different evening schools 
being two thousand and forty-six. These pupils 
were taught by nine hundred and ninety teachers, of 
whom one hundred and forty were males, and eight 
hundred and fifty were females. The expenditures 
for school purposes, during the last financial year, 
were as follows: for teachers’ salaries, $816,344 66; 
for incidentals, including fuel and the care of 
buildings, $315,254 70; and for the purchase of 
lots and the erection of school-houses, $443,679 71. 


The bulk of the last-named sum was expended 
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during the municipal year preceding the last, the 
outlay for new school-buildings having been, within 
the last municipal year, unusually light. 

During the present year, however, considerable 
appropriations for this object may be found neces- 
sary, as it appears, from representations made by the 
School Committee, that an additional Grammar 
School-house is needed in Ward ‘Twelve, a new 
building to replace that now occupied by the Mather 
School in Ward Sixteen, and one or more Primary 
School-houses to meet the wants of other sections 
of the city. Besides, it is well known that the Latin 
and English High Schools are very poorly accom- 
modated in the buildings appropriated for their 
use. Buta great part of the expense of providing 
new and suitable quarters for these important insti- 
tutions might be met by the sale of the estates they 
now occupy, which have become very valuable for 
business purposes. It is worthy of consideration 
whether, in erecting school buildings, we have not, 
in some instances, exceeded in size the limit best 
adapted to economy, efficiency and convenience. 

It is highly desirable that the instruction afforded 
by our schools should be fitted, in all its details, as 
far as possible, for the special aims of practical life. 
For the promotion of this object, liberal provision 


has been made during the past year for teaching 
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industrial drawing, thus enabling apprentices and 
artisans in every department of skilled labor to 
acquire the power, so necessary to the highest success 
in execution, to conceive clearly and accurately in 
their own minds, and to delineate with the pencil, the 
shape of everything they may have to make or work 
with. 

While our tax-paying citizens cheerfully bear the 
burdens and make the sacrifices necessary for the 
maintenance of a complete and efficient system of 
free schools, it is their right and duty to hold all 
who are charged with its supervision and manage- 
ment to a strict account. 

There is an urgent necessity for a new Court 
House. The present structure is unfortunately situ- 
ated, and is not well adapted to the uses for which it 
was designed. It is no credit to the city or county. 
The subject of erecting a new building has been 
discussed for five years or more, and no progress 
has been made. Hach City Council has talked 
about or discussed it more or less, and has done 
nothing more. ‘The chief difficulty has consisted in 
the selection of a suitable site. J commend the sub- 
ject, not only to your early attention, but to your 
early and prompt action. Unless you act immedi- 
ately, you will be in danger of leaving the subject to 


your successors, to be taken up by them, not at the 
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point at which you may leave it, but at the point at 
which you may commence the investigation and 
inquiry. The demand for a new building is so 
urgent and imperative, that your action (if you take 
any action) must be very unreasonable, if it fail to 
meet with my approval. 

There are other proposed new structures which 
have been the subjects of lengthy discussion and 
inquiry. JI refer more especially to proposed new 
buildings for the poor and for the insane. It will be 
a public benefit, if you will take early and definite 
action upon these important subjects. 

There is one subject, which has attracted some 
attention, to which I dislike to allude, but I think I 
ought to refer to it. I mean the practice, which has 
to some extent prevailed, of feasting at the city’s 
expense. I am gratified to learn that there has been 
a great reform in this respect; but the reform has not 
yet accomplished its perfect work. The expense 
which this practice entails upon the city is not to be 
disregarded; but the amount of money improperly 
spent is not the chief evil arising from it. “Its worst 
consequences will not be found in the loss of the 
money wasted.” 

I think no one would object to any reasonable 
expenditure for the entertainment of members of the 
City Council, while engaged in their labors for the 
city, on committees or otherwise; but the calling of 
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meetings of committees, simply for the sake of 
dining, is a practice which does not consist with 
honor or honesty. 

By such a practice the members of the City 
Council will forfeit that respect which they ought to 
seek, and which I am anxious that they should 
receive. By last year’s appropriation bill, the 
amount which committees not having appropriations 
could expend was wisely limited; but some other 
committees unfortunately were not thus restrained. 
I respectfully and earnestly commend this subject to 
your attention. I think you will greatly satisfy 
yourselves, and gain in the public esteem, if you 
carry this reform to its full completion. 

During the last year, in pursuance of an act of the 
Legislature, a “ Department for the Survey and In- 
spection of Buildings” was created. This act, and 
the ordinance of the city on the same subject, will 
doubtless require important modifications. ‘The need 
of such an act has been long felt, and its great value 
has been shown, even in the short period during 
which it has been in operation. ‘The efficient 
officers who have been appointed under it have 
devoted themselves with much energy to their 
duties, and will need much of your counsel and aid 
to enable them to perfect this new method of labor 
in the public service. 
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During the last year an ordinance was passed 
creating the office of Superintendent of Printing. 
The office has been filled by a competent and skilful 
officer, under whose administration, as I have been 
informed, a considerable amount has already been 
saved to the city. 

In order to redeem the promise of brevity which I 
made at the outset, I must hasten rapidly over the 
remaining subjects to which I may invite your 
attention. If I confine myself within the limits 
which I have prescribed, I can only give a passing 
glance at each of these subjects. Upon most of 
them you will have reports from intelligent officers 
in the city service, whose statements and suggestions 
will be more accurate and valuable than any which it 
is In my power to make. 

Our Public Library occupies a very high rank 
among the libraries of the country. It is an insti- 
tution with which I am happy to say the citizens 
have, by the use of it, become very well acquainted. 
The alterations now in progress in the alcoves in 
the library building will materially increase its 
capacity for books. The wisdom of the policy of 
establishing branches in various sections of the 
city has been substantially vindicated by the success 
of the experiment at East Boston. During the 
present year arrangements will be made to found a 
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branch at South Boston, and when the Fellowes 
Athenzum shall be ready for occupancy a third 
branch will be established at the Highlands. 

The Fire Department and the Police Department 
are both under excellent management, and are per- 
forming with great success the duties for which they 
were created. ‘The public institutions of a reforma- 
tory and charitable character are under the manage- 
ment of gentlemen of high character, who bring to 
the service in which they are engaged ability and 
zeal. ‘The departments relating to public lands, pub- 
lic buildings, assessors, streets, lamps, and sewers, I 
believe are so well conducted, that they do not invite 
criticism. 

The Street Commission, and the departments of 
public service to which I have not alluded, are, as I 
believe, successfully accomplishing the purposes for 
which they were created. 

There are subjects which have attracted some 
public attention, to which [ have not alluded. Upon 
most of them I think the popular mind has thus 
far failed to arrive at any well-settled convictions, 
although some of them have been the subjects of 
legislative inquiry. I confess that upon many of 
them I have no such accurate information, and no 
such clearly defined and well-considered views, as to 
qualify me to discuss them now. 
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Although they are among the possible questions for 
your consideration, I have omitted their discussion for 
the reasons which I have already stated, and because 
I think that upon many of them the City Govern- 
ment should not take the lead. 

I have, perhaps too hastily, and, as I fear, quite 
imperfectly, performed the first duty of my office. If 
I have succeeded in giving you an increased interest 
and zeal in any of the matters of municipal policy to » 
which [f have adverted, I shall feel that my labor has 
not been in vain. 

I think that those of you who are not familiar with 
the duties and labors upon which you to-day enter, 
will find them to be of much greater magnitude and 
importance than you have anticipated. ‘he city in- 
cludes within its boundary lines more than a quarter 
of a million of people, but the figures of its census by 
no means disclose its full importance. ‘he adjoining 
cities and the populous towns in our vicinity furnish 
places of residence for thousands who find their 
places of daily labor and business within our limits. 

The amount of the valuation of real and personal 
estate made by the assessors for the purpose of taxa- 
tion, is six hundred and twelve millions of dollars. 
But this valuation is not the full amount of even our 
taxable wealth. Thereis a large amount of property 
which is subject to other forms of taxation, and is 


therefore not included in this amount. 
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The city seems to be advancing in all the paths of 
progress. Its institutions of charity and learning 
are assuming large proportions. Its manufactures, its 
trade and its population are daily increasing, and even 
its commerce, so long depressed by untoward events, 
and so long crippled by adverse legislation, is begin- 
ning to feel its old energy and vigor. The municipal 
‘government of a city of which this is but a meagre 
and imperfect description is today placed in your 
hands. Millions of dollars will be raised and will be 
expended under your direction. Interests which can- 
not be measured by money will be under your control 
and guidance. Such high duties as you now assume 
can only be well performed by those who with 
intelligence bring to the service honest hearts and 
industrious hands. 

If, gentlemen, you give to the work which now lies 
before you, this wisdom, integrity and industry, you 
will, at the conclusion of your labors, by the blessing 
of God, be enabled to look with satisfaction upon the 
abounding fruits of a faithful stewardship.

Szotion 1. The Mayor, and in his absence the 
Chairman of the Board, shall take the chair at the 
hour to which the Board shall have adjourned, and 
shall call the members to order, and a quorum being | 
present, shall cause the minutes of the preceding 
regular meeting to be read; and, in the absence of 
the Mayor and Chairman, the senior member present 
shall preside as Chairman pro tempore. 

Sect. 2. He shall preserve decorum and order;

The member of the Board of Aldermen first named 
on every Joint Committee of which the Mayor is not 
a member, shall be its Chairman; and, in case of his 
resignation or inability, the other members of the 
same Board in the order in which they are named, 
and after them the member of the Common Council 
first in order, shall call meetings of the Committee, 
and act as Chairman. 

Srot. 2. In every case of disagreement between 
the two branches of the City Council, if either Board 
shall request a conference, and appoint a Committee 
of conference, and the qther Board shall also appoimt 
a Committee to confer, such Committee shall, at a 
convenient hour, to be agreed upon by their Chair- 
man, meet and state to each other, verbally or in 
writing, as either shall choose, the reasons of their 
respective Boards for and against the matter in con- 
troversy, confer freely thereon, and report to their 
respective branches. 

Seot. 3. When either Board shall not concur in 
any action of the other, notice of such non-concur- 
rence shall be given by written message. 

Seot. 4. Hither Board may propose to the other, 
for its concurrence, a time to which both Boards 
shall adjourn. 

Sror. 5. All by-laws passed by the City Council 
shall be termed “ Ordinances,” and the enacting style 
shall be: Be it ordained by the Aldermen and Com- 
mon Council of the City of Boston in City Council 
assembled. 
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Sect. 6. In all votes, when either or both branches 
of the City Council express anything by way of com- 
mand, the form of expression shall be “Ordered; ” 
and whenever either or both branches express opin- 
cons, principles, facts or purposes, the form shall be 
“ Resolved.” 

Srot. 7. In the present and every future finan-— 
cial year, the specific appropriations for the several 
objects enumerated in the general appropriation bill 
shall be deemed and taken to be the maximum 
amount to be expended by the several Committees 
having the charge thereof, for the entire financial 
year, and shall be expended with a proper regard 
thereto; and, after the annual order of appropriations 
_ shall have been passed, no subsequent expenditures,

and avoid personalities; and shall sit down when he 
has finished. No member shall speak or vote eut of 
his place without leave of the President. 

Sror. 18. No member speaking shall be inter- 
rupted by another, but’ by rising to call to order, or 
for explanation. 

Secor. 19. When a vote has been passed, it shall 
be in order for any member who voted in the major- 
ity to move a reconsideration thereof at the same 
meeting, or he may give notice to the clerk, within 
twenty-four hours of the adjournment, of his inten- 
tion to move a reconsideration at the next meeting, 
in which case the clerk shall retain possession of 
papers until the next meeting, and when a motion 
for reconsideration is decided, that vote shall not be 
reconsidered. 

Szor. 20. No member shall be obliged to be on 
more than two Committees at the same time, nor 
Chairman of more than one. 

Srecr. 21. No member shall be permitted to stand 
up to the interruption of another, while any member 
-is speaking; or to pass unnecessarily between the 
President and the person speaking. 

Sect. 22. When any member shall be guilty of a 
breach of either of the Rules and Orders of the 
Council, he may be required by the President to 
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make satisfaction therefor; and, in such a case, he 
shall not be allowed to vote or speak, except by way 
of excuse, till he has done so, unless otherwise or- 
dered by the Council. . 

Sor. 23. No member shall be per mitted to vote 
or serve on any Committee, on any question where 
his private right is immediately concerned, distinct 
from the public interest. 

Srot. 24. Hvery member who shall be present 
when a question is put, where he is not excluded by 
interest, shall give his vote, unless the Council, for 
special reasons, shall excuse him; application to be 
so excused on any question must be made before the 
Council is divided, or before the calling of the yeas 
and nays, and such application shall be accompanied, 
by a brief statement of the reasons, and shall be de- 
cided without debate. 

Sect. 25. Hvery motion shall be reduced to writ- 
ing, if the President shall so direct. 

Sect. 26. Any member may require the division 
of a question, when the sense will admit of it. A 
motion to strike out and insert shall be deemed indi- 
visible; but a motion to strike out being lost, shall 
not preclude amendment, or a motion to strike out 
and insert. 

Sect. 27. No motion or proposition of a subject 
different from that under consideration, shall be ad- 
mitted under color of amendment. 

Srot. 28. Motions and reports may be committed 
or recommitted at the pleasure of the Council. 

Srot. 29. At every regular meeting of the Coun- 
cil, the order of business shall be as follows: — 
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1. Papers from the Board of Aldermen. 

2. Unfinished business of preceding meetings. 

3. Communications and reports from City Officers, 
Presentation of Petitions, Remonstrances, and Memo- 
rials. 

4. Reports of Committees. 

5. Motions, Orders or Resolutions. 


Szot. 30. When a vote is doubted, the members 
for and against the question, when called on by the 
President, shall rise and stand till they are counted. 

Srot. 31. All questions relating to priority of 
business to be acted upon shall be decided without 
debate. 

Srct. 32. When a motion is made to refer any 
subject, and different Committees are proposed, the 
question shall be taken in the following order: — 


A Standing Committee of the Council. 
A. Select Committee of the Council. 

A Joint Standing Committee. 

A Joint Select Committee. 


Snot. 33. The seats of the members of the Coun- 
cil shall be numbered, and shall be determined, in the 
presence of the Council, by drawing the names of 
members and the number of the seats simulta- 
neously; and each member shall be entitled for the 
year to the seat bearing the number so drawn against 
his name, and shall not change it except by permis- 
sion of the President. 

Sect. 34. No member shall call another member 
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by his name in debate, but may allude to him by any 
intelligible and respectful designation. 

Sror. 35. If the reading of any paper is called 
for, and any member objects thereto, it shall be de- 
cided by the Council. 

Sror. 36. Norule or order of the Council shall 
be dispensed with, altered or repealed, unless two- 
thirds of the members present consent thereto. 


PETITIONS, MEMORIALS, ETC. 


Sror. 387. All papers addressed to the Councit 
shall be presented by the President, or a member in 
his place; and shall be read by the President, Clerk, 
or such other person as the President may request; 
and shall be taken up in the order in which they are 
presented, except when the Council shall otherwise 
determine. , 


POWERS AND DUTIES OF COMMITTEES, ETC. 


Sror. 38. The rules of proceeding in the Coun- 
cil shall be observed in Committee of the Whole, so 
far as they are applicable. A motion to rise, report 
progress, and ask leave to sit again, shall be first in 
order, and shall be decided without debate, and the 
previous question shall not be moved. 

Sect. 39. Standing Committees on Elections, 
Police, Health, Paving, and Armories and Military 
Affairs, shall be appointed at the beginning of the 
municipal year, and shall consist of five members 
each. 
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Srot. 40. No Committee shall sit during the ses- 
sions of the Council without special leave. 

Snot. 41. All Committees of the Council, chosen 
by ballot, or consisting of one or more from each 
Ward, shall be notified of their first meeting by the 
Clerk, by the direction of the President; they shall 
organize at their first meeting, by a choice of a Chair- 
man, and shall report the same to the Council; and 
members, on the part of the Council of Joint Com- 
mittees chosen as aforesaid, shall choose a Chairman 
at their first meeting, and report to the Council in 
like manner. 

In all cases where the President appoints a Com- 
mittee, unless otherwise provided for, the member 
first named shall be Chairman, and, in his absence, the 
member next in order who shall be present shall be 
Chairman pro tempore. 

Snot. 42. All Select Committees of the Council: 
shall consist of three members, unless otherwise or- 
dered. : 

Sect. 43. No report of any Committee shall be 
entitled to be received, unless agreed to in Committee 
assembled. 

SeoT. 44. No meeting of any Committee shall be 
called upon less notice than twenty-four hours. 

Srot. 45. It shall be the duty of all Standing 
Committees to keep a record of their doings in books 
provided by the city for that purpose. 

Srot. 46. Committees of the Council, to whom 
any matter is specially referred, may be required to 
report within four weeks, or ask for further time. 
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ELECTIONS, ORDINANCES, ORDERS, ETC. 


Sror. 47. All nominations of officers to be elected 
by ballot shall lie over for one week after being re- 
ported, before action is taken thereon. All Ordi- 
nances, Orders and Resolutions shall have two sey- 
eral readings before they are finally passed; and no 
Ordinance, Order or Resolution imposing penalties, 
or authorizing the expenditure of money, — whether 
the same may have been appropriated or not, — and 
no Order or Resolution authorizing a loan shall have 
more than one reading on the same day; provided, 
however, that nothing herein contained shall prevent 
the passage of an order at any meeting of the Coun- 
cil, to authorize the printing of any document relat- 
ing to the affairs of the city. 


ELECTIONS, ETC. 


Szot. 48. In all elections by ballot, on the part of 
the Council, the number of blanks and ballots for 
ineligible persons shall be reported, but shall not be 
counted in the returns. 

Srot. 49. All salaried officers shall be: voted for 
by written ballots. 


DUTIES OF CLERK, ETC. 


Sect. 50. The Clerk shall keep minutes of the 
votes and proceedings of the Council; enter thereon 
such orders and resolutions as are adopted, by: their 
title or otherwise; shall notice Reports, Petitions, 
Memorials, and other papers which are presented; 
and shall enter all accepted Reports of Select Com- 
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mittees of the Council, at length, in a separate jour- 
nal to be kept for that purpose, and provided with an 
index; shall draw up all messages tothe Board of 
Aldermen and send them by the Messenger; and > 
shall attend the mectings of Committees of the Coun- 
cil, and make their records when required. 

Szor. 51. The members of the Council shall not 
leave their places on adjournment, until the Presi- 
dent shall declare the Council adjourned.

REGULATIONS. 


The baths will be open daily, from June 1 to September 
30, as follows : —

Sundays . . .». 5A.M. to9 A.M. Sundays. . . 6A.M.to9 A.M. 


All the bath-houses will be closed by the Superintendents 
at 10 o’clock P.M., on week days, and at 93 o’clock A.M. 
on Sundays. 

Each bather shall provide his own towels and soap. Fe- 
male bathers will be required to furnish suitable bathing 
dresses. Those desiring towels can obtain them of the Su- 
perintendent at three cents each. 
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Boys and girls under fifteen years of age shall not be ad- 
mitted to the bathing-houses after 6 o’clock P.M., and the 
decision of the Superintendent against admission shall be 
final. 

Each superintendent shall have full charge of his premises, 
and authority to withhold the facilities from all not conform- 
ing to these rules; and he will be required to render every 
assistance to applicants for baths, who, in case of insult or 
deprivation of privileges otherwise than as provided for in 
these rules, can appeal to the Chairman of the Bathing Com- 
mittee. 

No smoking, profanity, or noisy conversation will be 
allowed on the premises; and any person guilty of defacing 
the dressing-rooms, fences, or tanks, by writing, marking or 
cutting, will be excluded from the baths, or arrested, accord- 
ing to the nature of the offence. 

All questions of priority in bathing, or of use of dressing- 
rooms, must be referred to the Superintendent, whose de- 
cision shall be final. 

A police officer will be in constant attendance, for the pur- 
pose of preserving order and enforcing these regulations, in 
concurrence with the Superintendent.

BUILDINGS. 
SURVEY AND INSPECTION. 
[Stat. 1871, c. 280. Ords. July 8, and Dec. 30, 1871.] 


This department, in accordance with the laws of the Com- 
monwealth and ordinances of the city, has the complete 
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control and supervision of all buildings erected in this city. 
It regulates the foundations, walls, roofs, dimensions and 
materials of every structure. Among other restrictions 
imposed by the law and ordinances on the erection of 
buildings, it is provided that no wooden building shall be 
hereafter erected within the following limits : — 

Beginning at the intersection of the centre line of Dover 
and Albany streets, thence running eastwardly through the 
centre of Dover street to the Harbor Commissioners’ line; 
thence around the northerly portion of the “ City Proper,” by 
the said Harbor Commissioners’ line to a point on Charles 
river, opposite the centre line of Parker street, or cross dam ; 
thence through the centre of Parker street or cross dam to a 
point opposite the centre of Ruggles street; thence through 
the centre of Ruggles street to the centre of Washington 
street ; thence through the centre of Washington street to a 
point opposite the centre of Palmer street; thence through 
the centre of Palmer and Eustis streets to the centre of 
Hampden street ; and thence through the centre of Hampden 
and Albany streets to the point of beginning. 

The said district being shown by a shaded red line on a 
plan made by the City Surveyor, dated June 26, 1871, and 
deposited in the office of the City Surveyor.

A constant watch is kept at the office, City Hall, night and 
day, by the operators. Each operator serves two alternate 
terms, of three hours each, as principal, and the same as as- 
sistant operator; so that twelve hours’ service at the office, 
out of every twenty-four, is required from each operator. 
No operator is permitted to sleep during his watch, unless 
expressly relieved by some one else, and by consent of the 
Superintendent. 

Each operator is accountable to the Superintendent for any . 
mistakes that may occur at the office during his hours of 
duty. 

An accurate account is kept of the time of giving each 
alarm, and of the station from which it originates, and all 
other necessary information. 

Alarms are transmitted to the Central Office, from the Sig- 
nal Stations or Boxes, by pulling a slide in the Box. The 
police officers, and one other person resident near each sta- 
tion, have keys to the Boxes. 

ALARMS are sounded by striking the number of the box 
upon the Alarm Bells, and upon the Gongs in the Engine- 
Houses. 

ExAampies: To announce the existence of a fire near Box 
No. 41 (Old South Church), the bells will strike four, make 
a pause of a few seconds, then strike one, thus 4—1. This 
will be repeated at intervals of about one minute. 

For a fire near Box No. 145 (South Boston Point), the 
bells will strike one, make a pause, then-strike four, another 
pause, then strike jive, thus: 1—4—85. 
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Second Alarms are sounded by striking ten blows. Third 
Alarms are sounded by striking twelve blows twice, thus: 
~12—12. 

In cases where the entire department are required, alarms 
are sounded by striking twelve blows three times, thus: 12 
—12—12. 

In cases where Hook & Ladder Companies only are wanted, 
signal to be given by striking ten blows once, with the num- 
ber of the Company struck twice, thus: Hook & Ladder No. 
one, 1O—1—1. Hook & Ladder No. four, 10—4— 4. 
Hook & Ladder No. seven, 10 — 7 — 7. 

If more than one Hook & Ladder Company is wanted, the 
signal will be given thus: Hook & Ladder one and three, 10 
—1—1—3— 283. Hook & Ladder two and four, 10 — 2—2 
—4—4, Hook & Ladder five and seven, 10—5—5—7 
— 7. 

No person will give alarms for the same fire (after the first 
alarm has been given), without an order from an Engineer ; 
and the person so ordered will be sure to go to the same box 
from which the first alarm was given, and report the same to 
the Chief Engineer. 

Alarms are usually given about half a minute from the 
time the Box is operated.

At the suggestion of His Honor, Frederick W. Lincoln, Jr., 
Mayor of the city, in 1859, the City Council ordered a scien- 
tific survey of Boston harbor to be made; and, in accordance 
with the unanimous vote of the City Council, Gen. Joseph 
G. Totten,* of the U. S. Corps of Engineers, Prof. A. D. 
Bache,t+ of the U. S. Coast Survey, and Commander Charles 
H. Davis, of the U. S. Navy, weré specially detailed by the 
U.S. Government as a Commission to make the proposed 
survey of said harbor. ‘The results of these surveys will be 
found in City Doc. 97, for 1860; City Doc. 12, for 1861; 
City Doc. 62, for 1862; City Doc. 35, for 1863; City Doc. 
33, for 1864; City Doc. 28, for 1865; and City Doc. 50, for 
1866.

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CITY HOSPITAL. 
[Ord. p. 359.] 


The City Hospital is situated on Harrison avenue, between 
| Springfield and Concord streets, and was commenced in 1851 ; 

and consists of two pavilions connected with a central struc- 
ture. This Hospital is intended for the use and comfort of 
poor patients, to whom medical care will be provided at the 
expense of the city ; and it is also intended to provide accom- 
modations and medical treatment to others who do not wish 
to be regarded as dependent on public charity. 

The Hospital was suggested many years ago by ELIsHA 
Goopnow, who, by his will, dated July 12, 1849, gave prop- 
erty to the city, valued at $25,000, for the establishment of a 
Free City Hospital in Ward Eleven or Twelve. 

Another benefactor to the Hospital was the late LAWRENCE 
NicHOLs, who bequeathed tothe city, for the use of the City 
Hospital, the sum of $1,000. 

Hon. Ot1s Norcross has given to the city a fund of $2,000, 
to which has been added a bequest of $1,000 by the late Jo- 
nas Batu, the interest of which is expended annually in fur- 
nishing clothing to indigent patients when leaving the Hos- 
pital. 

Applications for admission of patients may be made at the 
Hospital on each day of the week, Sundays excepted, be- 
tween 9 and 11 o’clock, A. M. 

Whenever able, the patient should apply in person. When 
not able to appear in person, application may be made by a 
friend, and the patient will be visited by one of the resident 
graduates, or by some physician designated by the Trustees. 

Persons accidentally wounded, or otherwise disabled or in- 
jured, shall be received at all hours. 

On each day of the week, Sundays excepted, from 2 to 3 
o'clock, P. M., friends may be permitted to visit patients ; 
though no patient shall receive more than one visitor on the 
same day. 
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No visitor shall be allowed to give any article of food or 
drink to a patient, unless by permission of the nurse; and 
any article sent to the patients shall be left with the Superin- 
tendent.

Although the need of a public library had been for a con- 
siderable time felt and acknowledged, and a small number of 
volumes, of a miscellaneous character, had been sent to the 
City Hall with a view to the future formation of such an in- 
stitution, nothing definite in relation thereto was done until 
the fifth of August, 1850, when the Hon. Joun P. Biertow, 
then Mayor of the city, contributed the sum of one thousand 
dollars for the purpose of establishing a Public Library. 
This donation, being the first money that was given for the 
object, was received joyfully, and funded by the City Coun- 
cil; and the Committee on the Library were directed to 
“proceed, with as little delay as possible, to carry into effect 
the establishment of a free Public Library.” 

JosHuA Batss, Esq., of London, whose early life was 
passed in Boston, having offered to this city the munificent 
sum of fifty thousand dollars, towards the purchase of books 
for the Public Library of the city, if the city would erect a 

suitable building for that purpose, on the 24th of February, 
- 1853, an order was passed by the City Council, authorizing 
-the Committee on the Library, in conference with the Board 
of Trustees, to purchase a suitable site for the erection of a 
building, which should be fully adapted for the purpose of 
the library, including Mr. Bates’s donation. Accordingly, 
said committee purchased 23,380 feet of land on Boylston 
street, opposite the Common, upon which an edifice was 
erected, at a cost to the city, for land and building, of 
about $365,000. 
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This building was finished and delivered into the custody 
of the City Council, and by the City Council was transmitted 
to the care of the Trustees of the Public Library, with appro- 
priate ceremonies, on January 1, 1858. 

During 1871-2 extensive changes have been made in the 
building, thereby increasing its capacity by nearly one hun- 
dred and fifty thousand volumes. 

Besides the above-mentioned donations in money, the sum 
of ten thousand dollars was subsequently given by Hon. 
JONATHAN Puinirps, who, by his will bequeathed an addi- 
tional sum of twenty thousand dollars. Another sum of fen 
thousand dollars was bequeathed by the late Hon. ABBorr 
Lawrence. The executors under the will of the late Mary 
P. Townsrenp devoted to the library four thousand dollars 
of a sum to be appropriated at their discretion. The FRANK- 
LIN Cuus, at its dissolution, gave one thousand dollars. The , 
late GrorGE Ticknor bequeathed four thousand dollars. 

All of these sums have been funded by the City Council, 
and the annual proceeds are expended for the purchase of 
books of permanent value, in accordance with the special di- 
rections of the donors. 

The sum of one thousand dollars was given by the late 
SAMUEL APPLETON, Esq., and the same amount by Mrs. 
Sautty I. K. Saeparp, for the purpose of procuring books - 
for the immediate use of the public. 

Very valuable donations of books have been made by the 
late JosHuA Bares (in addition to his gift of money), the 
late Rev. THEODORE PARKER, the beirs of the Hon. NatrHan- 
IEL BowpitcH, GEORGE TIcKNoR, and others. 

By the munificence of THomas G. Appieton, Esq., of 
Boston, the very rich and valuable collection of engravings, 
formerly belonging to Cardinal Tosti, of Rome, now de- 
ceased, was purchased and presented to the Public Library. 
The collection contains nearly eight thousand prints, six 
hundred of which are framed.

EHextent of the Collections. —The Bates Hall has about 
142,000 volumes ; the Lower Hall, 33,000 volumes; the East 
Boston Branch, 7,000 volumes,—a total (including 7,500 sale 
duplicates) of about 190,000 yolumes, besides 97,000 pam- 
phlets. The South Boston Branch will have about 5,000 vols. 

The Central Reading Room has about 380 different period- 
icals ; the Kast Boston Branch Reading Room has 37. 


Persons admitted to use the Libraries. 


I. To use periodicals or books in the buildings. Any per- 
son above the age of 14 years may use the Reading Room for 
periodicals, and, if above 16, may make use of the books 
within the buildings, without previous registration. 

If. Yo take books away from the buildings. All citizens 
and residents of Boston above the age of 16 years; all non- 
resident Clergymen and Teachers having regular professional 
occupation in the city; all inhabitants, even if under 16, who 
have received certificates of graduation, medals, or Lawrence 
prizes, from the Public Schools; and all pupils attending the 
Girls’ High and Normal Schools, are entitled to a full use of 
the Library. All these must sign the application card, and 
give the name of a citizen, who may be consulted, if neces- 
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sary. The registration takes place in the Lower Delivery 
Hall of the Central Library, and at the several Branches. 
III. Non-residents. Non-resident members of educational 
institutions in the city and other non-residents (when spe- 
cially permitted, in consideration of the advancement of the 
public interests), may take books for home use, in accordance 
with the conditions imposed in each case by the Trustees. 


EAST BOSTON BRANCH LIBRARY. 


This Branch comprises two distinct collections of books, 
one begun by the East Boston Library Association in 1852, 
and merged in the Sumner Library in 1860, and presented to 
the City of Boston and made to form a portion of the East 
Boston Branch Library ; and the other of books taken from 
the Central Library, with additions by purchase, so as to 
give completeness and harmony to the whole. 

This Branch Library (in the old Lyman School-house, on : 
Meridian street) was opened to the public in November, 
1870, and was formally dedicated by appropriate services on 
March 22, 1871. 


SOUTH BOSTON BRANCH. 


By a vote of the Mattapan Literary Association, its Li- 
brary of about 1,500 volumes was made the nucleus of this 
Branch, and to these. have been added books either with- 
drawn from the Central Library, or procured by purchase. 
In this way a collection of about 5,000 volumes were ready 
for use, and this Branch was opened on May ist,1872. The 
rooms for the Branch have been hired in the new Savings 
Bank Building: on the corner of Broadway and E street. 


ROXBURY BRANCH.

mile of the meeting-house of the First Religious Society 
in Roxbury, on Eliot square. The will provides that $40,000 
shall be spent in the purchase of land and in the erection of 
the said building. The available fund now amounts to about 
$54,000, and the excess over the sum appropriated for the land 
and building, the Trustees are required to invest as a fund, 
the income of which shall be used for the purchase of books ; 
and to this will be added when the building is completed, 
a further sum of about $30,000, which will then be paid 
to them by the executors under the will of the late Mrs. Fel- 
lowes. As it has been deemed for the interest of all concerned 
that the advantages of these funds shall be joined, with such 
others as may accrue from the provisions to be made by the 
City Council for the benefit of the District of Roxbury, in the 
way of a Branch of the Public Library, the Mayor, authorized 
by the City Council, has signed an indenture with the Trustees 
of the Fellowes Atheneum, by which that institution will 
be united with the proposed Branch Library for the Highlands. 
The agreement in effect gives the citizens of the Highlands 
a library, the samein kind with the Bates Hall collection, 
though on a smaller scale, to be increased by the Fellowes 
funds, while the city will maintain a popular library in con- 
nection therewith, to be of the character of the Lower Hall 
of the Central Library and of the branches at East and South 
Boston.

The officers are required to take 
notice of all nuisances, street defects, obstructions, and 
openings, defective street lamps and water pipes; to give 
alarms and be present at all fires, and to have a general 
care for life and property and the preservation of the peace.

There were not less than eight sev- 
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eral ballotings by the citizens. At the eighth trial, on the 
twenty-first of February, Thomas A. Davis was elected. 

In the mean time, from January to February 27, 1845, 
William Parker, one of the Aldermen, having been elected 
chairman of the Board of Aldermen, performed the duties of 
Mayor. | 

On the sixth of October, Thomas A. Davis, being in declin- 
ing health, resigned the office of Mayor, which resignation, 
however, was not accepted by the City Council; and on the 
twenty-second of November he died, being the first Mayor 
who has died in office since the organization of the city gov- 
ernment in 1822. 

On the 11th of December, Josiah Quincy, Jr., was elected 
Mayor by the City Council, for the unexpired term of 1845. 

Benson Leavitt, one of the Board of Aldermen, acted as 
chairman of the board in the interval between the death of 
Mr. Davis and the election of Mr. Quincy. 

In 1851, Benjamin Seaver, having already been elected an 
Alderman of the city for 1852, was afterwards chosen Mayor 
for said year. 

At the commencement of the ensuing municipal year, 1852, 
he resigned as an Alderman, and accepted the office of Mayor. 

The election of Mayor for 1854 was continued through three 
ballotings, from December 12, 1853, to January 9,1854. In 
the mean time, the duties of Mayor were performed by Ben- 
jamin L. Allen, chairman of the Board of Aldermen. 


ALDERMEN. 


Nathaniel P. Russell, Daniel Baxter, Joseph H. Dorr, re- 
elected; and Thomas B. Wales, and Redford Webster, 
elected 1825, declined. 

George Blake, re-elected for 1826, declined. 

John Stevens, elected for 1832, died prior to the organiza- 
tion: 

James Savage, elected for 1834, declined. 
In 1845 William Parker resigned. 
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In 1848 George E. Head resigned, and was atverwarde 
chosen one of the Principal Assessors. 

In 1853 Lyman Perry, Esq., who had been duly elected an 
Alderman, died before his qualification. 

In 1856 Levi B. Meriam, Esq., died while in office. 

In 1858 Rufus B. Bradford resigned, and was afterwards 
appointed Measurer of Grain. 

In 1859 Timothy A. Sumner, Esq., resigned on account of 
illness, and soon afterwards died. 

At the municipal election in 1852, nine Aldermen had a 
majority of ballots; but in accordance with the statute, the 
eight who had the highest number of votes were declared 
elected. | 

The Municipal Government for 1855 was the first one that 
was organized under the new or revised City Charter, which 
provided for the annual election of ¢welve Aldermen. 

For reports of contested seats in the Board of Aldermen, 
see City Document No. 7, for 1861, and City Document No. 
16, for 1862. 


COMMON COUNCIL. 


William Bowes Bradford, Ward 3, elected 1822, did not 
qualify himself, declining to be sworn, there being then no 
provision for affirmation, except for Quakers. 

Lucius Manlius Sargent, Ward 6; elected for 1827, 
declined. 

Henry D. Gray and Isaac Harris, Ward 1; Eleazer 
Howard, Ward 2, and Joseph H. Thayer, Ward 9, elected 
for 1828; also, Holmes Hinckley, Ward 11, for 1845, de- 
clined prior to the organization. 

Samuel Thaxter, Ward 6, elected for 1830, declined. 

William Foster, Ward 6, elected for 1831, declined. 

John Boles, Ward 3, re-elected for 1838, declined. 

The Junior of George Morey, omitted 1829. 

Asa Adams, Ward 3, took the intermediate name of 
Perry, 1830. 
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Henry Andrews, Ward 2, elected in 1833, afterwards took 
the intermediate letter R. 

The Junior of Joshua Seaver, Ward 6, omitted 1833. 

The Junior of Henry Fowle, Ward 2, omitted 1837. 

The Junior of Francis Brinley, Ward 10, omitted 1838. 

The Junior of Ezra Lincoln, omitted 1851. 

The Junior of William B. Fowle, omitted in 1865. 

Ezra Forristall, Ward 6, resigned in May, 1853, and was 
elected Superintendent of Health. 

Daniel J. Coburn, Ward 5, resigned in April, 1855, and 
was thereafter appointed Chief of Police. 

Edward F. Robinson, resigned in May, 1861, and was 
elected a Principal Assessor. 

Charles J. McCarthy, Ward 7, resigned in March, 1862, 
and was appointed Paymaster of Relief Funds to Families 
of Soldiers in the United States service from Boston. 

There have been 15 successfully contested elections. 

The first, February 22, 1830, vacated the seat of a mem- 
ber from Ward 6, on the ground that “closing the poll be- 
fore the hour at which the voters were notified it would be 
closed, was a violation of the rights of the voters.” 

The second, May 7, 1835, vacated the seats of the mem- 
bers of Ward 38, who were returned as having been elected 
at an adjourned meeting, December 11, 1834, on the ground 
of irregular proceeding, to render the whole number of 
votes certain by taking the highest number of votes for can- 
didates on each opposing ticket; adjournment of the meet- 
ing by the sole authority of the Warden, and other irregu- 
larities, at the annual election December 8. 

The third case, March 7, 1830, vacated the seats of three 
members of Ward 12, on the ground that a number of ille- 
gal voters, sufficient to affect the choice, voted at the polls. 

The fourth, February 9, 1843, vacated the seats of three 
members from Ward 1, returned as elected at the adjourned 
meeting, December 14, on the ground that four votes for 
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non-resident candidates (after having been first thrown out 
by the ward officers)* were counted at the annual election, 
December 12, thereby preventing the choice of two other 
candidates, who, by excluding the said four votes, were by 
the decision of the Council declared elected, leaving one 
vacancy. 

The fifth, February 27, 1851, vacated the seats of two 
members from Ward 3, on the ground that they were chosen 
at an adjourned meeting which was illegally held. At the 
subsequent trial the same members were again returned to 
the Common Council. 

The sixth, January 20, 1853, vacated the seats of three 
members of Ward 3, on the ground that they were chosen at 
an adjourned meeting which was illegally held. 

The seventh, February 3, 1853, in accordance with the 
Report of the Committee on Elections, vacated the seats of 
three members from Ward 11, on the ground that the Mayor 
and Aldermen had no right to issue warrants for election of 
members of the Common Council, after the annual election, 
and before the organization of the government elect. But 
inasmuch as the elections in question were conducted bona 
jide, and no other informality was apparent, and as this 
custom of supplementary elections had been in vogue for 
twenty years, the members thus elected were by the votes 
of the Common Council declared entitled to their seats. 

The eighth, March 19, 1863, in accordance with the 
Report of the Committee on Elections, vacated the seat of a 
member from Ward 3, on the ground that at the time of his 
election he was not an inhabitant of that Ward. Before ¢ 
decision was reached on this point the member in question 
resigned. 

The ninth, April 9, 1863, vacated the seats of the entire 


delegation from Ward 10, on the ground that more votes 


*This fact was admitted, though not stated in the report of the committee. 
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were returned than there were persons who voted in that 
Ward at the municipal election, — occasioned by mistake, 
probably, in the counting of the ballots, — the variation be- 
ing so great as to affect the election of the whole delegation. 
At the subsequent trial the same members were again re- 
turned to the Common Council. 

The tenth, January 24, 1867, vacated the seat of a mem- 
ber from Ward 8, who was chosen at an adjourned meeting 
(held on account of a tie vote at the regular meeting, Dec. 
10, 1866), on the ground that the polls, at said adjourned 
meeting, were not kept open the same number of hours as 
were required by the original warrant. At a subsequent 
election the.,same member was returned to the Common 
Council. [See City Doc. 12, for 1867. ] 

The eleventh, January 16, 1868, vacated the seat of a | 
member returned for Ward 10, because by the count of the 
original ballots cast in said Ward, it appeared that another 
person was chosen. 

The twelfth, January 6, 1870, vacated the seat of a mem- 
ber returned from Ward 18, for the same reason as recited 
above. 

The thirteenth, January 5, 1871, vacated the seat of a 
member returned from Ward 15, for the same reason. 

The fourteenth, January 18, 1872, vacated the seat of a 
member returned from Ward 7, for the same reason. 

The fifteenth occurred as follows : — 


At the annual municipal election in 1871,Frederic S. Risteen 
was declared elected as a member from Ward 10. This 
election was contested by J. Q. A. Brackett, and a recount 
of the original ballots showed that said Brackett was elected 
by a plurality of one ballot over F. S. Risteen, and said 
Brackett was accordingly declared, by the Common Council 
of 1872, to be entitled to the seat. Subsequently Mr. Ris- 
teen contested this decision on the ground that his name was 
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erased from a number of ballots by some one of the Ward — 
officers after said ballots were deposited by the voters. After 
a protracted inquiry the Common Council sustained this view 
of the case, and Mr. Risteen was again returned to his for- 
mer seat, and was again duly qualified on February 1, 1872.

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Hearings have been given by the Commissioners in nearly 
all the matters alluded to in the tabular exhibit herewith sub- 
mitted, and in a great many others, brought before them by 
petition. 

In addition to the streets laid out by the Commissioners, a 
great number have been constructed in the more sparsely set- 
tled portions of our newly accquired territory, over private 
property. 

Many petitions have been presented, asking that streets 
may be laid out, where it is difficult for the Commissioners to 
see how the public is to be immediately benefited. Doubt- 
less at some future time the public convenience may require 
many of these streets, but if the Commissioners were to lay 
them out now, it would be difficult, if not impossible, to build 
them within two years, and unless they are worked within 
that time the city would forfeit its right to assess betterments. 

The Commissioners would respectfully suggest that some 
alteration in the existing law should be made, whereby the 
city should be authorized to lay out streets in certain locali- 
ties, and build them when they are actually required; thus 
preventing private parties from laying out streets without 
regard to system or,the future wants of the public. 

A great number of street improvements have been asked 
for in nearly every direction, and it has been the constant en- 
deavor of the Commissioners to discriminate properly, and to 
recommend first those which the public safety and conveni- 
ence needed most. 

The Commissioners have entirely exhausted their appro- 
priation of $150,000, for laying out and widening streets, for 
the financial year 1871-2. 


WIDENING AND EXTENSION OF PORTLAND STREET 


The widening of Portland street, and its extension to Dock 
square, was recommended by the Commissioners, but failed 
to receive the sanction of the City Council. This improve- 
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ment was intended as a portion of the plan to open a direct 
avenue from one extremity of the City to the other, Portland 
street sixty fect wide, extended to Dock square, opposite 
Wilson’s lane, which it was intended to widen to fifty feet to 
State street, opposite Devonshire street, thus making a direct, 
commodious, and level communication from Causeway street 
at the North end, through Portland, Devonshire, Kingston 
and Albany streets, to the extreme South end, thereby re- 
lieving Washington street, by diverting from it much of the 
heavy travel which now goes over that crowded thoroughfare. 
A revival of this subject was requested by the Council, and an 
estimate of the widening of Portland street was again submit- 
ted by the Commissioners, on which no subsequent action was 
had. Petitions are before the Commissioners asking that this 
subject may be again brought to the attention of the Council, 
which will receive their early attention. 


EXTENSION OF SOUTH MARKET AND COMMERCE 
STREETS. 

The orders for this improvement did not reccive the sane- 
tion of the City Council. It seems evident that it is 
demanded by the absolute requirements of business in that 
locality, and for the development of the valuable tract of land 
lying inside Atlantic avenue, between Long and Com- 
mercial wharves, and delay only enhances the cost of the 
work. 

The judiciousness of this work was not questioned by the 
Council, but it was feared that the time allowed by law in 
which it must take definite action, or leave the matter exclu- 
sively to the Commissioners, was insufficient to allow full in- 
vestigation, and, if blind action must be taken, it were safer 
to reject the order. A revival of the order was suggested 
by the Council, and it was again submitted by the Commis- 
sioners, but no further action was taken by the Council. 
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WIDENING OF DUDLEY, STOUGHTON, PLEASANT AND 
COMMERCIAL STREETS. 


The widening of these streets from Hampden street to Dor- 
chester avenue is considered by the inhabitants of the Six- 
teenth Ward as a very important improvement, opening as it 
does a commodious avenue, sixty feet in width in a direct 
line from the southerly boundary of the City proper to Com- 
mercial point, through which there is a large and rapidly in- 
creasing travel, it being the most convenient route from the 
City proper to Harrison square, Commercial point, and the 
south shore towns beyond. Some portions of these strects 
prior to the widening were not more than twenty-nine feet in 
width, and entirely inadequate for the accommodation even of 
the present wants of the public in that busy and _ thriving 
portion of the City. 


_ WIDENING OF KNEELAND STREET. 


This improvement was commenced by the Board of Alder- 
men in 1870. It seemed to be absolutely necessary in the 
judgment of the Commissioners, in order to utilize the 
widening of Eliot street, which had been made ata large cost, 
that it should be completed. One building had been set back 
to the contemplated line of widening, leaving those on either 
side of it projecting some ten feet beyond that line, which the 
owner of the building contends was a serious injury to his 
property. The widening of this street seemed inevitable at 
no distant day, and the Commissioners, in view of the fore- 
going facts, decided to finish at once that portion of it between 
Washington street and Harrison avenue. 


EXTENSION OF COLUMBUS AVENUE. 


The Commissioners, after long and repeated hearings, de- 
cided to run this avenue straight from Church street to Park 
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square, on the northerly line. <A deflection from this line was 
urged most strenuously by those owning estates on Boylston 
street, which would be cut in the rear by the straight line, 
while others, owning estates on the avenue south of Church 
street, contended that it was always understood by them that 
the line was to be a straight one, and that inasmuch as the 
city had expended so much money to make it straight as far 
north as Providence strect, the additional expense of a 
few thousand dollars, or the inconvenience which it would entail 
on the few abutters on Boylston street, should by no means 
induce the Commissioners to deflect the line. The City Coun- 
cil sustained the decision of the Commissioners. 


WIDENING OF WASHINGTON CORNER OF MILK 
STREET. 

The Commissioners widened Washington street at the cor- 
ner of Milk street at an expense of a fraction over eighty- 
five dollars per square foot for the land, buildings, and dam- 
age to owners and occupants. This was the narrowest part of 
the street, being only forty feet in width, where the volume of 
travel is perhaps as large as at any other point on the whole 
street. ‘This street had been already widened to within a few 
feet of Milk street, leaving a jog in the line unsightly and 
inconvenient. The Commissioners, being notified of intention 
to build near the corner, availed themselves of the oppor- 
tunity to carry outthis much-desired and long-needed improve- 
ment.

PARKER STREET WIDENING. 


The attention of the Commissioners has been called to the 
necessity of widening Parker street to fifty or sixty feet from 
Ruggles street to Heath street, and it would seem that the 
prospective advantage of this ought not to be disregarded. 

The future extension of Huntington avenue will, in all 
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probability, carry it into Parker street, which, if widened, as 
suggested, will make a wide and direct street from the City to 
the vicinity of the West Roxbury line. Every year’s delay 
will greatly increase the cost of this work. The main ave- 
nues leading from the city have not been overlooked by the 
Commissioners, and they regard it of the utmost importance 
that they should be kept up to a proper width, and not be 
curtailed of their dimensions withiu the limits of Boston. 


WIDENING OF SOUTH STREET. 


Another important matter brought to the attention of the 
Commissioners is the widening of South street. A hearing 
was given the petitioners for this improvement, at which 
quite a number of large tax-payers and active business men 
advocated the widening. The increase of travel through this 
strect to and from the railroads, together with the expansion 
of business in that direction, make it about as certain as any- 
thing in the future can be in relation to such matters, that 
the time is at hand when this widening will be absolutely 
demanded by the increasing business of that locality. 


HUNNEMAN STREET. 


The City Council, by an order, requested the Commission- 
ers to consider the expediency of accepting Hunneman street 
as 2 public highway, which they did at considerable length, 
and issued an order of notice, setting forth that the safety 
and convenience of the public required such acceptance. 

At the hearing on the order, objections were made by sey- 
eral abutters. 

The Commissioners made a number of examinations of the 
strect and its surroundings, and were convinced that its ac- 
ceptance at this time would necessitate the expenditure of a 
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large amount of money, as most of the territory through which 
it runs is much below the proper grade, and many of the 
streets in the vicinity would need to be raised. Most of the 
territory lying between Washington and Albany streets, and 
Northampton and Webber streets, is far below the grade es- 
tablished by the City, for the Church and Suffolk street dis- 
tricts, and if it should be covered with buildings at its present 
grade, a difficulty similar to that experienced at Suffoll 
street may be apprehended. 

There are now but few buildings on the territory, and they 
are mostly of a cheap character; and the Commissioners re- 
spectfully suegest that the City Council take measures to 
raise the territory in question in a manner similar to that 
adopted on the Church and Suffolk street districts. 


ATLANTIC AVENUE. 


Among important matters brought before the Commission- 
ers is the extension of Atlantic avenue north and south. 
The Legislature has authorized the City to extend it in a 
southerly direction over tide waters by diverging from the 
line of Broad street at Packard’s wharf, and crossing the 
wharves and docks at the option of the City; provided the 
outer line be not within three hundred feet of the Harbor 
Commissioners’ line on the northerly side of Fort Point 
channel, intersecting Federal street just north of the bridge. 
Or the City may extend the avenue by widening Broad 
street from its present junction with the avenue, to Summer 
street. The owners of wharf-property prefer that the 
avenue should be extended across their wharves, rather than 
that Broad street should be widened on the easterly line, 
which would seem to be the proper line if the avenue be 
extended through that street; for the reason that in the 
event of the avenue crossing the wharves, the Legislature 
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has authorized the extension of such wharves to the Com- 
missioners’ line. Doubtless the Legislature would grant 
leave to extend such wharves to the extent that they may 
be curtailed by the widening of Broad street, should the 
City elect to extend Atlantic avenue by such widening. It 
has been proposed to extend it also in a northerly direction 
to Causeway street. A hearing was had on this subject 
when the Boston Gas Light Company strenuously objected, 
claiming that it would damage their property to the amount 
of $340,000.

SURVEY OF ROXBURY DISTRICT. 


This survey was commenced in July, 1869. There has 
been expended on it $13,153.87 to January Ist, 1872. 

A larger force has been employed on it during the past 
year than was employed the previous year; and the work 
has progressed as satisfactorily as could be expected, — one 
party having been frequently interrupted and taken off the 


regular work to make special surveys and plans for the 
Street Commissioners. 


a 
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Three parties of surveyors, consisting of three persons 
each, were employed until September; and since then four 
parties ; the average number of persons employed during the 
year has been about ten. 

The survey is being plotted on sectional plans 40 x 52 
inches, — the scale being twenty feet to an inch. 

The condition of the work at the present time is as follows, 
Viz. :— 

46 plans finished. 

32 ** plotted to be transferred to mounted paper. 

22 ** surveyed, but not plotted. 

Portions of sheets, amounting to about fifteen more, have 
been surveyed and partially plotted. It is estimated that 
the progress of the work to the present time is equivalent to 
the completion of one hundred plans. The first estimate 
was, that one hundred and thirty plans would complete the 
survey; but this will be increased by about twenty addi- 
tional sheets, on account of the laying out of new streets 
through land that was vacant at the time the estimate was 
made. This will make the whole number of sectional plans 
about one hundred and fifty. Most of the remainder of the 
surveying is through sparsely settled districts, where more 
rapid progress will be made. 

If the work progresses as fast as anticipated, the survey 
will be completed by midsummer. 

Upon the completion of the survey of the streets and 
sectional plans, however, the most difficult part of the work 
will be left incomplete, — that is, the determining and 
fixing the street lines. As the streets in the Roxbury Dis- 
trict are very irregular, and but few of the lines established, 
it will require a long and tedious investigation to complete 
this part of the survey. But I would recommend that at least 
one party be continued, after the completion of the survey 
and plans, upon this part of the work, till all the street lines 
have been satisfactorily determined and fixed. 
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And I would further recommend that after the completion 
of the general survey, profiles of all the streets, where they 
are not already made in the Roxbury District, be made, for 
the purpose of fixing upon a system of grades to be estab- 
lished hereafter. 


SURVEY OF DORCHESTER DISTRICT. 


The survey of Dorchester was commenced under the 
direction of the City Surveyor, by order of the Selectmen, in 
November, 1869. 

The cost of the survey (including the amount expended by 
the town) to January 1, 1872, has been $10,200.46. 

A less force has been employed on this survey during the 
past year than in the Roxbury District; only two parties, 
averaging three persons each, have been employed. 

The out-door work is now nearly finished, and a large 
amount of office work has been accumulated during the past 
season. 

As there has been no draughtsman regularly attached to 
the office until recently, the number of finished plans has not 
been largely increased; but a draughtsman having been 
added to the force employed within the past month, it is 
expected that the whole number of plans, about one hundred 
in all, will be completed early in the summer. 

The number of plans now finished is twenty-two, and 
eighteen are in process of completion. 

The plans are being made in sections of the same size as 
the Roxbury plans; but they are drawn to a different scale, 
being forty feet to an inch. 

The progress of the survey has been somewhat retarded, 
as in the Roxbury District, by the parties having been | 
employed, during a considerable portion of the time, on 
special surveys, for the Street Commissioners, of proposed 
widenings and extensions of streets in this district. 
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A large number of new streets which have been recently 
laid out by private owners, in different parts of the district, 
have not been included in the survey. As many of them are 
but partly completed, and new buildings are being rapidly 
erected, it has been thought best to leave them until the 
survey of the accepted streets is finished. 

Upon the completion of the general survey, the lines of 
the streets in this district should be defined and established ; 
the same as has been recommended in the Roxbury District. 

It has been found necessary, during the year, to station one 
party of four persons at Fields’ Corner, to do the current 
work of the Paving Department in the Dorchester District, 
making surveys, plans, and profiles, giving grades, and 
making estimates for that department. 


THE TRUE MERIDIAN LINE. 


The true meridian line was established for the County of 
Suffolk, during the early part of the year, on the “ Parade 
Ground” on Boston Common; a description of which was 
given in my last annual report. 

By an order of the Board of Aldermen, passed Oct. 2, 
1871, the City Surveyor is required to keep a book of rec- 
ords, “in which any surveyor, having adjusted his compass, 
shall enter therein the variation of his compass from the true 
meridian, whether east or west, and shall subscribe his name 
thereto.” 

Only eight entries have been made in this book of records ; 
showing that the surveyors in Suffolk County have not gen- 
erally complied with the law; probably for the reason that 
the needle is but little used in surveying, in this county ; 
and on that account, surveyors who do not use it, except to 
get a “north point” for plans, do not consider that they vio- 
late the law in not “adjusting” their transits or compasses. 

The average of the variations recorded, is 10° 53/37” west of 
north. 
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GENERAL REMARKS. 


The foregoing statement of surveys, plans, etc., shows 
only a portion of the work performed during the year in this 
department. As much of the work is of a miscellaneous 
nature, it cannot be classified, such as the giving of grades 
and lines of streets, surveys and levels, and, plans for the 
Paving, Public Buildings, Public Land, and other depart- 
ments, measurement of contractors’ work for the Paving De- 
partment, drawing plans, and writing descriptions of land for 
the City Solicitor, ete. 

The amendment to the City Charter, made by the Legisla- 
ture, Chapter 337 of the Acts and Resolves of 1870, estab- 
lishing a Board of Street Commissioners, provides, section 
7:— 

“ All surveys and plans required by said Commissioners 
shall be furnished by the City Surveyor, and he shall per- 
form such other duties for said Commissioners as they may 
require.” 

This Board came into office January 1st, 1871. 

The Commissioners require a very much larger amount of 
work by this department than was required under a former 
system of a Committee on Laying out and Widening Streets. 
And it must necessarily be so, for a much larger number of 
new street improvements are projected and asked for, under 
the present system, than under the former system. The 
Commissioners, as a general rule, feel. obliged to hear the 
various parties, and examine into the merits of the proposed 
improvements asked for; and this they cannot do without a 
survey and plan of the streets proposed to be laid out, wid- 
ened, or otherwise improved. This they call upon the 
City Surveyor to furnish, in compliance with the act before 
mentioned. Hence it will be evident, for this reason alone, 
that the work and expenses in this department must be 
largely increased. 
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Besides, the City Surveyor still acts as Secretary of the 
Committee on Streets of the Board of Aldermen, as required 
by ordinance. 

But in consequence of the general growth of the city, the 
large amount of street and other improvements, and the an- 
nexation of Roxbury and Dorchester, the duties of the City 
Surveyor have increased to such an extent, during the past 
few years, that he cannot continue to act as Secretary of that 
Committee without taking much of his time from his legiti- 
mate duties, which require more of his personal attention 
than can be given them under the present system. And 
besides, the laying out and widening of streets has been 
transferred to the Street Commissioners, which limits the 
duties of the Committee on Streets of the Board of Alder- 
men to the settlement of damages and betterments. On this 
account the services of the City Surveyor are not so neces- 
sary to that Committee as they were before. 

I would therefore recommend that the ordinance relating 
to this department be changed so as to relieve the City Sur- 
veyor from being required to act as Secretary of that com- 
mittee, which would allow him to devote more of his time 
and attention to the general work and details of his depart- 
ment.

There are also many plans deposited in this office, which are 
not indexed, being for the most part sectional and engraved 
plans, among which are a complete set of plans of the streets 
of East Boston, fifty-two in number, drawn upon a scale of 
forty feet to an inch, which exhibit the survey lines and 
measurements, lineal and angular; the front lines of all 
buildings, fences, and other structures, with offset distances 
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indicating their exact position by figures, in relation to the 
true line of the streets; the widths of all the streets; the 
dimensions of all the blocks; the wharves, docks, and the 
location of the harbor lines as at present established. These 
plans, and the surveys required to prepare them, were made 
by John Noble, Esq., of East Boston. A similar set of plans 
of the streets of South Boston, forty in number, and drawn 
upon the same scale, were prepared by Henry W. Wilson, 
Esq., of South Boston, under the direction of the Commis- 
sioners on South Boston Streets. These plans, like those of 
East Boston, indicate the line of the streets — except the 
twenty-foot ways—as determined and agreed upon by the 
said Commissioners, and the encroachments, and the location 
of granite monuments or bounds, put down by order of the 
Commissioners to preserve and indicate the lines, and facili- 
tate the labor of giving them. In addition to these sectional 
plans of South Boston is a general plan of the whole, ona 
scale of two hundred feet to an inch, drawn in this office, 
which is the official plan of the streets, signed by the Com- 
missioners, and referred to in their report and description of 
the lines of the streets. There are also large plans, on roll- 
ers, of South Boston, made from surveys by Mr. Wilson. 
These are on a scale of forty feet to an inch, were authorized 
by an order of the Board of Aldermen, passed March, 1858, 
and served as a basis for the subsequent plans above referred 
to. 

There are also plans of the twenty-foot streets in South 
Boston, made from surveys in 1869, by order of the Com- 
mittee on Laying out and Widening Streets. 

The number of bound volumes of plans and profiles has 
been much increased by the addition of copies of official plans, 
and by the annexation of Roxbury. The number of volumes 
at present in the custody of this department may be divided 
into two classes, old and new, and are as follows: —

CHAPTER 181 OF THE ACTS OF 1869. 


An act for the prevention of a nuisance in the docks inclosed by the 
building and filling in of Atlantic avenue, in the City of Bos- 
ton. 

Be it enacted, etc., as follows: — 


Section 1. The City of Boston, to prevent the nuisance which 
will be created by the sewers discharging into the docks, and from 
stagnant water in said docks inclosed by the building of Atlantic 
avenue, may fill up said docks with earth from Fort Hill, and shall 
have a lien on the land made by said filling, for the cost of doing 
the same, as hereinafter provided. 

Sect. 2. The said city may extend the sewers now dis- 
charging into said docks, and such other sewers as in their judg- 
ment will be required, so as to discharge the same into deep water 
below Atlantic avenue, or from the ends of the wharves, as they 
shall deem most convenient or conducive to public health, and 
assess the cost of doing the same in the manner now provided by 
law in relation to the building of sewers. 

Srecr. 3. The said city shall file for record in the Suffolk Registry, 
a description of the boundaries of the docks so filled, together 
with their claim for the cost of filling the same, and also the por- 
tions of such assessments for sewers as shall apply to lands filled 
as before named, and such amounts for filling and for constructing 
sewers so filled as aforesaid, shall constitute a lien on said lands, 
which may be enforced and collected in the same manner as is pro- 
vided by law for the collection of taxes upon real estate; and 
when the different claimants to the lands so filled shall settle the 
boundaries of their several claims, the said city shall discharge 


their lien on the record in said registry, on the land of any owner,

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on the said owner paying to the said city the proportion of said 
cost for filling and construction of sewers due on his land, to- 
gether with interest on the same from the date of said expendi- 
ture by said city. 

Sect. 4. Nothing in this act shall be so construed as to prevent 
any owner from filling his own lot of land, provided he does it in 
season to prevent a nuisance, and the filling be done with suitable 
and wholesome earth, to be approved by said city. 

Secr. 5. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

To the City Council: — 


GENTLEMEN :— The Annual Report of this department 
for the past municipal year is respectfully submitted, 
agreeably to the requirements of the Ordinance of the 
City. 

Besides general information relative to the department, it 
contains tables showing the monthly expenditures of the 
department in detail for the past year, a table showing the 
comparative expenditures for five years, etc., etc. 

The rapid growth of the city, and the consequent laying 
out of new streets in recently acquired territory, and the 
replacing of the gas mains on the Suffolk-street District have 
contributed largely to increase the expenditures for the 
year over those of the preceding one, and appearances would 
seem to indicate that the year upon which we have just 
entered will be fully equal to the past one for activity in 
this department. 

All streets in the City Proper and South Boston, in which 
gas mains are laid, are now lighted with gas; in Hast 
Boston there has recently been a main laid in one street, 
and in Roxbury and Dorchester, through quite a number of 
streets in which public lamps should be located as soon as 
the season is sufficiently advanced as to allow of the work 
being accomplished thoroughly and with economy. All of 
this work would haye been accomplished in the latter part 
of the past year, but for the fact of the early freezing of the 
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ground, preventing effectually any further prosecution of 
werk of this character, except in cases of accident. 

The gas main on the Dover-street bridge belonging to the 
city, and extending from Foundry street to the draw, is ina 
very bad condition, and should be relaid at once; that upon 
the Federal-street bridge must be renewed its entire length 
whenever the rebuilding of the bridge is proceeded with, it 
having been for a long time in very bad order, and only 
allowed to remain in anticipation of the early rebuilding of 
the structure. 

The contracts with the several Gas Companies have re- 
mained during the year without change, except in the 
reduction in price charged by the Boston Gas Light Com- 
pany, from one cent per hour to eleven-twelfths of one cent 
per hour for the gas consumed commencing from May last, 
which reduction has amounted in the aggregate for the eight 
months past to six thousand four hundred ninety-eight and 
forty-one one hundredths dollars (6,498.41). 


PRICE PAID FOR GAS FOR PUBLIC LAMPS. 


City Proper. Eleven-twelfths of one cent per hour, or 
$2.30-2; per thousand feet, including the government tax. 

South Boston. One cent per hour, or $2.50 per thousand 
feet, to which is added the government tax of 25 cents per 
thousand feet. 

East Boston. One cent per hour, or $2.50 per thousand 
feet, to which is added the government tax of 25 cents per 
thousand feet. 

Roxbury. One cent per hour, or $2.50 per thousand feet, 
to which is added the government tax of 25 cents per thou- 
sand feet. 

Dorchesier.. One and one-fifth of one cent per hour, or 
$3.00 per thousand feet, including the government tax. 
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GAS BURNERS, ETC. 


The burners in use are what are known as Tufts’ Regu- 
lators, by which the consumption is fixed at four feet per 
hour. 

The lamps are burned every night during the year, and a 
total of about three thousand eight hundred hours each. 


EMPLOYES. 


There are employed in lighting the public lamps _ninety- 
five men. 

The men who light the gas lamps are paid at the rate of 
two and one-fourth cents per night, for each lamp, and have 
an average of about seventy-five lamps, except in the 
Roxbury and Dorchester districts, where they have a less 
number of lamps, but longer routes, where they are paid by 
the day; in the former at the rate of $1.67 per day, and in 
the latter of $1.50 per day. 

The duty of these men is to light and put out the lamps in 
their charge promptly, at the time designated; to keep the 
lanterns clean at all times, and report at this office in 
writing, promptly for immediate repair, every defect, either 
of the lantern or fixtures; to keep the fixtures properly 
cleaned and oiled, the burners in perfect order, and the pipes 
clear from water and frost; they are also required to make a 
statement in writing, on each Monday morning, of all the 
duty performed the previous week. 

_ The men employed to trim, clean and light the fluid-lamps 
are paid at the rate of three cents per lamp per night. 

There are in Dorchester about seventy “ kerosene” lamps, 
for which the city pay for trimming, cleaning, lighting, and 
oil consumed, at the rate of twenty dollars per annum for 
each lamp. 

All the men employed to light both gas and fluid lamps 
are supplied with the necessary ladders, hooks, cans, ete., 
etc., by the city. 
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FLUID. 


The price paid for fluid for use in the streets, where gas is 
not in use, is at the rate of one-tenth of one cent per 
hour, with the exception of about forty patent lanterns, in 
which naphtha is burned, which is purchased at sixteen cents 


per gallon. 
GAS LANTERNS. 


All of the gas lanterns made for the City of Boston are 
made of copper, and all made during the past year have the 
Schmedlin and Driscoll patent arrangement for placing the 
names of the streets in them, —an arrangement which has 
been greatly appreciated by the public. 

A considerable number of lanterns have been condemned 
as unfit for service during the past year, mostly from the 
Roxbury section of the city, having so far gone to decay as 
to render the repairing of them impossible. 

There are now in use in the Roxbury and Dorchester 
districts quite a large number of lanterns, composed in part 
or entirely of tin, and they must soon be replaced by new, as 
they cannot be repaired; the chemical effect of the gas 
being such as to destroy the material of which they are 
constructed. 

The number of lanterns which have been reported broken, 
during the past two years, has been as follows : —

It will be noticed by the above table that there has been a 
steady decrease of oil and fluid lamps for the past five years, 
except in the year when Dorchester was annexed, at which 
time the net increase was only twenty-five, while the addi- 
tion from that source was seventy-two.

The causes which have contributed to the above results 
may be stated as follows: A conviction on the part of the 
committee that lamps of this description were almost value- 
less for lighting the streets, giving but an indifferent light on 
pleasant nights, and being almost worthless when most 
needed, they have steadily declined to locate any new lamps 
of this description, and wherever the Gas Companies have 
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laid mains in street where such lamps have heretofore been 
located, gas lamps in suflicient numbers to properly light the 
thoroughfares have been substituted. 

The department has continually urged upon the attention 
of the Gas Companies the importance of laying mains in all 
streets where the safety and convenience of the citizens 
require it; there being no provision in the charters of these 
corporations by which the public are able to demand any- 
thing from them, success has been limited. 

In a few instances, however, the requests have. been 
promptly met by the Gas Companies, and assurances have 
already been given, by two or three of them, that main pipes 
shall be laid the coming season on some of our most impor- 
tant thoroughfares, viz.: Dorchester avenue, Second street, 
Norfolk street, Blue Hill avenue, and Harrison avenue. 

The Brookline Gas Light Company propose to extend the 
mains of that corporation so as to supply that part of Beacon 
street and the Milldam covered by their charter within the 
City of Boston, say from St. Mary’s street to the sluice-way. 

The placing of gas lights on these streets will further 
reduce the number of fluid lamps in use, and also add greatly 
to the safety and convenience of the public. 

The department has also urged upon citizens having rear 
passage-ways upon which fluid lamps were located, and in 
which the Gas Corporations have declined to lay mains, for 
the reason that no consumption would follow other than 
street lights, to procure the laying of such mains at their 
own expense, so that the ways could be properly lighted 
with gas; and this plan has in a number of cases been so 
successful, that there are at the present but sixty-one fluid 
lamps in the city proper north of the Boston and Albany 
Railroad; and the day cannot be far distant when all public 
lamps of this description will go out of use, if the policy of 
past committees is continued.

The Central Office, City Prison, and eleven Police Districts, — 
the several districts embracing all of the territory within the 
limits of the city, each district having a Station House, with 
a detail of officers for that particular locality, the house, men 
and district being under the supervision of a Police Captain. 

The Central Office is located at the City Hall, in Court 
square, and is open for the transaction of police business 
from 8 o’clock A. M. till 6 o’clock P. M., after which time, 
during the night, the business of the office is transacted at 
Police Station No. 2, in Court square.

The force is now reduced to 468 men, divided as follows: 
At Chiefs office, Superintendent’s room, City Prison, and 
City Hall watch, 24 men; officers of rank at stations, 60 
men; patrolmen at stations, 384 men, including 4 men who 
are permanently disabled. 

The duties of officers of rank at stations are as follows: 
The Captain has the general supervision of his district, and 
all subordinate officers at his station, and is in charge of the 
Station House during the day. The Lieutenants have 
charge of the Station House, and are on duty in turn, alter- 
nately, each night. The Sergeants have charge of the 
patrolmen of their respective divisions when on duty. 

The Patrol force at each station is in three divisions of 
about equal number, one for day and two for night duty. 
The day force is on duty from 8 o’clock A. M. till 6 o’clock 
P. M., being then relieved by one night’ division, who are 
themselves relieved. at 1 o’clock A. M. by the other night di- 
vision, this last remaining on duty until relieved in turn by 
the day force at 8 o’clock A. M. Each night division goes 
on duty at 6 o’clock P. M., alternately, every other night, 
and each night-patrolman does day duty at his Station House 
once in every six days.

The work of issuing licenses for dogs in the city, formerly 
done by the City Clerk, was, by action of the Legislature of 
1870, transferred to the Police Department. The licenses 
have been issued by the Police Captains, for the dogs owned 
in their respective districts, and the work is believed to have 
been well done. 

Since April Ist, 1871, we have collected for dog licenses 
the sum of $10,048.00, and paid out for injury done by dogs 
the sum of $73.00; the balance, $9,975.00, has been paid to 
the City Treasurer. 
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EXPLANATORY NOTE TO TABLE OF CRIME. 


In the year 1864, the Police had orders to book as lodgers 
all persons taken into custody for drunkenness, who were 
discharged when sober. An account of such arrests was kept, 
however, and the number was added each year in making up 
the aggregate of arrests,and also the arrests for drunkenness 
alone, as shown in the table, although it is not added in 
the synopsis of the yearly work. 

During the year 1871 the practice has been abandoned, 
and those persons arrested for drunkenness, and discharged 
when sober, have been recorded as disorderly in the synopsis, 
but they are added in the footing, as seen in the table. 

There are also some two thousand persons who have been 
in the Station Houses as lodgers during the year, who were 
more or less intoxicated, and about two thousand more who 
were assisted home drunk, neither of whom appear in the 
total of arrests for drunkenness, either in this table or in the 
yearly report.

It has often been no easy task to discriminate correctly 
between the necessities of the builder and the convenience of 
the public; .but he has generally found builders and con- 
tractors gentlemanly and obliging, and no accident or damage 
has been reported or caused by their neglect; while it has 
been necessary to make complaints at court on only ten 
occasions during the year. 
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He again calls attention to the necessity of an ordinance 
requiring builders to lay the sidewalk as soon as the walls 
reach the level of the street. ,

The drivers are generally courteous and obliging, and 
although numerous instances have been reported of the loss 
of baggage, yet every dollar’s worth reported has been 
recovered, except a small amount in one instance. The 
superintendent also has the charge of the city flags, and the 
ropes and stakes used for shutting off streets and holding 
crowds in check on public days; these have been often in 
requisition during the past year. He has, by consent of the 
Mayor and Police Committee, been called four times to 
assist in other cities on public occasions. His services are 
often required at weddings and funerals; and he is in 
attendance almost every evening at places of amusement, to 
direct carriages, and prevent confusion, He has on many 
occasions had the assistance of the Assistant Superintendent 
of Trucks, who has rendered very efficient aid. 

This office is a very important and laborious one, requir- 
ing a great amount of night work, and the constant attention 
of the superintendent. 


The Superintendent of Trucks and Wagons, who has one 
assistant, reports : —

BOSTON POLICE RELIEF ASSOCIATION.

Members of the Boston Police Department become mem- 
bers of the Association by signing the constitution and 
by-laws, and paying into the Treasury the sum of five 
dollars. 

Members are required to pay an annual assessment of 
three dollars. 

On the death of a member, an assessment is made on the 
surviving members, of one dollar per man; and this sum is 
paid to the widow of the deceased. On the death of the 
wife of a member, a similar assessment of twenty-five cents 
for each member is made, which sum is paid to the husband 
of the deceased. Sick benefits are paid after the first 
seven days’ sickness, at the rate of one dollar per day, for a 
term not exceeding twenty-six weeks. 

It is the duty of the Secretary to receive all moneys due 
the Association, and pay the same to the Treasurer, taking 
his receipt therefor. 

It is the duty of the Treasurer to receive all sums from 
the Secretary, giving him a receipt for the same, to pay out 
all sums authorized by the directors, and to pay over all 
unexpended sums to the Trustees for investment. 

It is the duty of the Trustees to cause all funds of the 
Association to be safely invested; to cause all notes, bonds, 
certificates of stock, or other securities belonging to the 
Association to be marked with the following words: “The 
property of the Boston Police Relief Association, transfer- 
able only by the written approval of fwo of the Trustees ;” 
and to report to the Board of Directors, at each monthly 
meeting, where and how all funds are invested. 
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The bank books of the Association are now deposited in 
the safe of the Chief of Police.

A committee of the Association have made arrangements 
fora grand ball, which will be given at the Music Hall, 
January 25th, 1872, and the net proceeds of which will be 
added to the fund of the Association. 

The officers who have had the directionof the affairs of the 
Association during the year tender their thanks to the City 
Government, and to the many good friends who have lent 
their aid and encouragement, and express the hope that the 
good work may be continued. 


CITY PRISON. 


The City Prison remains in about the same condition as 
reported last year. The room is sufficient for present pur- 
poses, but the whole prison, being in the basement, is damp 
and very poorly ventilated. 
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STATION HOUSES. 


The Station Houses on Districts No’s One, Two, Four, Five, 
Six, Seven and Ten are convenient, and in good condition. 
The house on District No. Three is large and cold, and should 
be heated by furnaces, or steam apparatus, by either of which 
the house would be much better warmed, and at less cost, 
than by the stoves now used. 

The house on District No. Eight is very well arranged for 
the business, but it stands so low that the water is often a 
foot deep in the basement at high tide. The house should be 
raised without delay, as soon as the season will permit. 

The house now being erected for District No. Nine will be, 
when completed, one of the best in the city, and will occupy 
the most convenient locality on the district. When com- 
pleted, it will become necessary to change the boundary 
line between this district and No. Ten, and also between 
this and No. Eleven. 

The large territory and rapid increase of population on 
District No. Six (South Boston) will soon require a divis- 
ion of that district, and the location of another Station House 
somewhere not far from the intersection of Broadway and K 
street. 

The temporary house fitted up in the yard of the old Alms- 
house, Dorchester, for the use of District No. Eleven, is 
much too small for even present use, and there will soon be 
a necessity for a new house on this district, which should be 
located near Field’s Corner. 

A lock-up has been fitted up at Neponset during the past 
year, which will meet the wants of that locality for some 
time to come, and similar ones are much needed at the Lower 
Mills, and at Mattapan. 


HARBOR POLICE BOAT. 


The Government has, the past year, wisely disposed of the 
old Harbor Police Boat, which had been for some time only a 
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bill of expense, and was altogether too slow a coach for the 
service required. I am still of the opinion, however, that 
the lower harbor, the islands, and the shores of Dorchester 
should not be left wholly without police protection, and this 
work can be well done only with a small-size, light-draft 
steamer, and such an one would also be of great service in 
the upper harbor. 


POLICE TELEGRAPH. 


The Police Telegraph has been completed, and the Central 
Office is now in full communication with each station in the 
city. - This telegraph is all that could be desired, and with 
the privilege of the Fire Alarm Telegraph, kindly granted 
us by that department, furnishes a perfect and instantaneous 
control of the whole force, which in case of an emergency 
would prove of value beyond estimate. 


CARRIAGE OF PRISONERS. 


The work of conveying prisoners from the several Station 
Ilouses to the City Prison, now done by the Health Department, 
has become quite a large item, and although well done, yet 
in the course of transportation every prisoner passes out of 
the hands of the officers of this department, and often into 
the custody of those who are not even civil officers. I would 
suggest the propriety of this work being done by members of 
this department, believing that the custody of persons arrested 
by the police should be retained by them until such persons 
are delivered to the officers of the court; and believing also 
that the work can be done at less expense. 


POLICE PISTOLS. 


I would again call the attention of the Government to the 
matter of suitably arming the police with a uniform pattern 
of pistol or fire-arm, to be used only in case of great emer-

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At the commencement of the present year the department 
numbered five hundred men, but during the summer it became 
reduced, by death and retirement from office, to four hundred 
and sixty-eight men, the present number: This force will 
perhaps be sufficient for the present winter, but the increase 
of population and business will demand a considerable addi- 
tion to the department during the coming year. 

It has been the practice, for some years, to reduce the force 
on beats during the summer months, for the purpose of in- 
creasing the force on the Common, Public Garden, Public 
Squares, and at Bath Houses, and other places requiring 
special protection during that season, thereby leaving many 
beats vacant, or making them of double size, at a time when 
fruit and flower gardens require special care, when school- 
houses and many dwellings are left unprotected, and when 
great public gatherings invite thieves to the city; in fact, 
weakening the force on beats at the very time when a full 
quota is most needed there; and as these special details 
usually take off the most active and efficient men, the actual 
strength of the force remaining is reduced much more than 
the proportional number of men withdrawn. 

During the past summer the patrol force on beats was thus 
reduced some twenty-five men, which, with the retirement 
from service of about the same number, made it necessary to 
double or leave unprotected about fifty beats, so that while 
we were doing the best we could, citizens may have had just 
cause for complaint that they and their property were not 
properly cared for. 

The city cannot afford to pursue this course, as it must 
become either costly or dangerous, — costly, if the regular 
force is made large enough to cover all the work in summer, 
as we then have many more men than are needed during the 
rest of the year; dangerous, if the patrol force is to be re- 


duced one-fourth at the very time when the largest number 
is required. 
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The policy of allowing the department to become reduced 
to any considerable extent, and then filling the quota at one 
appointment, is objectionable, as such occasions always pro- 
duce a sensation among the thousand applicants and their ten, 
thousand friends, which not only causes serious embarrass- 
ment to the appointing power, and lessens the chances of 
securing the best men; but invariably creates a disaffection 
among the large number of disappointed ones, that works uo 
good to the government or department. If the regular force 
were full to its maximum, and kept so by filling each vacancy 
as soon as it occurred, thus giving a quiet opportunity to select 
the best man from among all the applicants; and if a special 
force were appointed for the extra summer work on the 
Common, Public Garden, and Squares, and at the Bath Houses, 
to serve as long as, and no longer than, that extra work is 
required ; and if kind-hearted gentlemen, who are ever ready 
to lend their names to those secking position, would 
recommend to the appointing power such men only as they 
would themselves choose to watch over their own property 
and lives, we might secure a better and more satisfactory 
service at less cost. The life and perpetuity of our depart- 
ment, not less than its efficiency, depends greatly upon the 
appointment of young, healthy, industrious, temperate and 
intelligent men; and there are plenty such in Boston who will. 
accept the trust. 

Notwithstanding the numerous calls upon us by other de- 
partments for help, the time spent in working up cases, and 
in attendance at court, and the unusual number of great 
public gatherings, have caused a great amount of extra ser- 
vice, during the year, and the constant exposure by day and 
night in our changeable climate requires the service of men 
possessing the strongest constitutions, yet the force has been 
weakened by sickness of the members much less than usual. 

To provide temporary aid in sickness, the Police Relief Asso- 
ciation kas beenestablished by voluntary membership, and the 
the report of the President, found in another place, is highly 
encouraging. 


ae 
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But there is another class of men in the department who 
have been permanently injured, or are worn out, in long 
and faithful service, who cannot be provided for with the 
means at the command of the Association, but who should cer- 
tainly not be neglected. At the commencement of the year 
we had six men, who, by injuries received in the service, or 
‘stricken down by sickness, could never again go on duty; 
two have since died ; one receives full pay, and two half-pay 
from the Police appropriation, and one gets nothing. There 
are others who are fast wearing out in service, who, with — 
families to support on the income of their salaries only, have 
done well to live and keep out of debt. When they can no 
longer work, what will become of them? Our government 
cannot afford to forget them, nor have they. The generous 
policy of setting apart the witness fees earned in the Muni- 
cipal Court by members of the department as a fund, the 
interest of which shall be appropriated for the benefit of dis- 
abled officers, is well worthy the kind hearts ever to be found 
in our City Government ; but it will be a long time before the 
interest of that fund would meet even present necessities, 
and I’can but hope that not only our City Government, but 
also benevolent citizens, who have plenty and to spare, will 
aid in providing additional means for so worthy an object. 

In reviewing the work of our department for the past year, 
for the purpose of reporting a brief synopsis to the City 
Council, I am confident that the result will compare favora- 
bly with that of any former year; and notwithstanding the 
perplexing, long-protracted, tiresome hours of duty the offi- 
cers have been continually called on to perform, very few 
complaints have been made of ungentlemanly conduct or in- 
efficiency, and no case has come to my knowledge where any 
officer has not promptly and cheerfully responded to the call 
of his superior officer; and I take an honest pride in beliey- 
ing that the character, discipline, and efficiency of the de- 
partment is creditable to the city.

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INTEMPERANCE IN DRINK. 


The voluntary use of intoxicating drink to excess is so 
common among our people, and the evil has become of such 
deep interest, that the regulation by law of the manufacture, 
sale, and use of the article has entered into the political ques- 
tions of the day; and it may, perhaps, be said that a subject 
of that nature should not be discussed in a municipal police 
report; nor is it intended here so to do; but the evil result 
of drunkenness, falling continually under the immediate 
notice of the police, while requiring and consuming so large 
a portion of their time and labor, seems to suggest that the 
record of a few facts, gathered while in the discharge of our 
duties, may not be considered out of place. The captains of 
police report the number of places where intoxicating liquors 
are sold in the city, to be 2,952; the character of the places, 
divided as near as practicable into four classes, is as follows:

During the year 1871, measures was taken to ascertain as 
far as practicable at what class of places the persons sent to 
court for drunkenness obtained their liquor. This informa- 
tion could only be obtained from the victims themselves, and 
may not have been reliable in every case, but in the aggregate 
it is believed to be very nearly correct. 
_ The following will show the number of each class of places 
where liquor is sold in the city, together with the number of 
drunks traced to each class : —

Thus showing that 76 hotels made but 57 drunks during 
the year, while groceries average 1; bar-rooms about 6; and 
jug-rooms nearly 11 drunken persons to each place in their 
respective class of trade. In tracing the 17,000 intoxicated 
persons, who were in the custody of the police during the 
year, to the different classes of places where they obtained 
their liquor, the following average is believed to be a fair 
estimate: for each hotel, 1; for each grocery, 1}; for each 
bar-room, 84; and for each jug-room, 17. 

The foregoing facts may lead to no practical good, but they 
seem to indicate where most of the immediate mischief comes 
from. 

By reference to the monthly table, it will be seen that the 
amount of drunkenness, for each of the first seven months of 
1871, was larger than for the corresponding months of the 
year previous ; those taken into custody during the month of 
July in this year numbering 1,627 persons, being more than 
inany one month at any former time. 

Of the July arrests 880 were discharged when sober, 211 
were helped to their homes, and 1,026 were complained 
of at court. Of those complained of, taking their own state- 
ments, they procured their liquor as follows: At hotels, 
5; at groceries, 61; at bar-rooms, 626; at jug-rooms, 334. 

About one-fifth of the whole number were females and one- 
tenth minors, several being mere children. 

If the record is correct, it would seem that, from the com- 
mencement of the year up to the first of August, drunken- 
ness had been on the increase, notwithstanding the court 
records show the applications of law to the trade to have been 
quite as numerous as formerly. There are persons engaged in 
the liquor traflic who will not sell to drunken men and women ; 
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but there are others who for a few paltry pennies will put the 
poison cup to the lips of the already intoxicated father or 
mother; there are those even, men and women too, who will 
entice inthe little child passing their door and give her rum, 
taking therefor the last few pennies sent by her to purchase 
bread. 

Is there any difference in these two classes of the trade? 
If there is no legal is there no moral difference in account- 
ability, between him who furnishes his guest at the hotel 
table, and him who takes the bread money of the little child? 
The laws now make each alike amenable, and, if convicted, 
both are equally liable to the same penalty. With the facts 
and figures of the month of July before us, what was our 
duty? What efforts could we put forth to stay the evil, that 
would meet the approbation and secure the support of good 
men and women, irrespective of sect or party? It was re- 
solved to take the risk and aim a blow at the most hideous 
part of the monster, and on the fourth day of August the 
following order was issued to the several police captains : — 

“ Captain: — If you have on your district places where 
thieves and drunken men are harbored, and where liquors are 
sold to drunken men and women or to children, make nui- 
sance cases in court against the proprietors at once.” 


A short time after there were forty-two nuisance cases at 
court in one day, and men of high position and respectability 
began to call at the central office to know what it all meant. 
They were frankly shown the order, and the record that called 
it out, and it was said to them, “ Gentlemen, if this order is 
wrong, it will be revoked at once. If right, will you lend us 
your influence against this wicked part of your trade?” Asno 
gentleman said it was wrong, we hoped for their influence. 

About this time the courts began to notice the increase in 
drunkenness, and, looking about for a remedy, entered upon 
the experiment of giving persons charged with drunkenness, 
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the opportunity and benefit of the Jaw, upon their disclosing 
the names of parties who sold them their liquor. 

But the rule of court, to hold disclosing parties to bail with 
sureties as witnesses, consigned the poor victim to jail for 
months, while a conviction for drunkenness held them for 
weeks only, and spoiled the experiment. 

However, the order given in August has not been revoked, 
and a comparison of the last five months of 1871 with cor- 
responding months of the year previous, as seen in the table, 
shows a little improvement; whether caused by this peculiar 
application of law, the public must judge. 

The experience of former years has taught us that no 
police force can undertake a great reform with any hope o 
success, unless their efforts are sustained by public sentiment. 

In the pursuit of our duties in this matter, the inquiry with 
us has been, not how many bar-rooms can we close up in 
front (it is the back door, the little bar or jug-room ” around 
the corner” that does the mischief) ; nor how can we put the . 
most money into the public treasury, but how can we best stay 
this evil and do the most good. 


SOCIAL RIGHTS AND WRONGS. 


The character of our institutions, and of all our associa- 
tions, whether civil, political, religious, or social, of what- 
ever magnitude, or however small, is principally made up 
from the character of the individuals connected with them ; 
and as individual character is formed from the first in the lit- 
tle social family circle, the character of that circle becomes 
at once of vital importance; and however limited the circle 
may be, each member owes to the others certain duties that 
cannot be neglected with impunity. If, then, character 
formed around the family hearthstone enters into and controls 
the associations that constitute the very life of our nation, 
what are the duties, what the responsibilities, resting upon the 
father and upon the mother of that little family circle? 
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what are the rights and demands due each member from the 
others? and what are the wrongs and the evils to be avoided? 

Does that father devote his leisure hours to teaching his 
sons the principles of industry, economy, sobriety, and jus- 
tice ; does he teach them the proper use of the faculties that 
God hath given them, and the importance of cherishing the 
manly virtues; does he teach them the value. of time, and 
their duties to God and man; and does he enforce these pre- 
cepts by his own daily practical example? Does that fam- 
ily find in him an instructor, to correct when wrong, and en- 
courage when right, and a friend to sympathize with and 
strengthen them in sorrow? In a word, does he respect the 
claims that family have a right to make upon him as a hus- 
band and father? Or at the close of his day’s labor does he 
forget his family to seek more congenial spirits at the club- 
room, the bar-room, the prop-room, or some other room 
which he would not care to have known, neglecting the du- 
ties devolving upon him as a husband and father, and acquir- 
ing habits that will unfit him for the business of life, leaving 
his children to the influence of those whom they may chance 
to meet, while his half-deserted wife, by his constant neglect, 
becomes gradually estranged, and perhaps eventually seeks 
the society of others? Let that husband and father beware 
how he tramples upon the rights of that little social circle. 
Let him beware how he scatters thorns by the wayside. If 
he cares not for them, he may, ere long, reap for himself a 
harvest of deep, bitter tears. 

And how is it with the wife and mother? When the hus- 
band returns from his day’s toil at the office, the counting- 
room, the shop, or elsewhere, perhaps weary and careworn, 
is he met at the threshold with the smile of welcome that 
ever makes home happy and pleasant, or does a frown drive 
him away to the club or bar room? And her daughters, are 
they initiated into the mysteries of the kitchen, the Jaundry, 
and the wardrobe, that when they become wives and moth- 
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ers they may be competent at least to direct the affairs of 
their own household, nor be liable to become dupes to their 
dressmakers, or novices beside their own cooks? Are they 
taught the use of their hands as well as their feet, that, should 
reverses come, they may still possess a fortune in their own 
practical knowledge? Or are those daughters educated for 
the drawing-room only, fitted expressly for exhibition at the 
opera or assembly ? 

Amusements are blessings in their places, but the draw- 
ing-room is a poor school in which to fit young ladies for the 
cares of life, or to prepare them for the duties of a wife and 
mother; and amusements have very little part in the educa- 
tion of a sensible woman. 

A proper respect for the rights, and a faithful performance 
of duty by each member of the family to the other, lays a 
sure foundation for the prosperity and happiness of that fam- 
ily, and prepares them to become useful members of society 
in whatever circle they may move; but the wrongs that may 
creep in there may end in innumerable and incurable evils ; 
and can we discuise the fact that the great “ social evil,” sur- 
rounded with its better recollections and its blasted hopes, 
calling into being for a cure, its homes, its unions, its mis- 
sions, and its asylums, can in part be traced to these social 
wrongs? In our own good city, where peace and order ever 
prevail, and where the intelligence, benevolence, and high 
moral standing of its people will compare favorably with any 
other, it might be supposed that such an evil could not ex- 
ist; yet is there not a tide of licentiousness stealthily creep- 
ing in upon us, that may, ere long, wash away the very 
foundation of the whole social structure ? 

What are the facts? Shall we shut our eyes and stop our 
ears; shall we close our mouths and lend our aid in disguis- 
ing an evil well calculated to destroy the dearest interests 
of our people; or shall we, delicate and dangerous as is 
the task, meet it as faithful servants and accountable beings ? 
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The number of houses of ill-repute, where female board- 
ers are to be found, are very few compared with the number 
found here ten years ago; prosecution has made them scarce, 
but the quiet houses where strange couples meet are becom- 
ing quite too numerous, and can seldom be reached by the 
present law. Who are their landlords? who their patrons? 
who are the men who hire single rooms in certain localities 
to visit them with a latch-key once a week? who, like vul- 
tures seeking their prey, are seen hovering about railroad 
stations, places of amusement, lecture rooms, and even 
churches, for some unexplained purpose? Who that has vis- 
ited our beautiful Common, or Public Garden, on a pleasant 
afternoon, that has not seen the same figure loitering along 
the paths or upon the seats? And who that walks our 
thronged thoroughfares by gas-light has not noticed the same. 
shadow by the lamp-post, on the corner, or in the doorway? 
Who are they? The practised eye of the guardian of the 
public peace is not deceived, but the word “ seduction” is 
not found in the index to our statutes, and the officer’s arm 
is powerless. 

Ten years ago gentlemen rarely came to the Police Office 
to complain that. their wives or daughters had been insulted 
on the streets; such complaints are more common now. 

We have a statute law which subjects woman to arrest 
without a warrant, and sends her to prison for what is called 
* night-walking.” One year ago there was presented to the 
assembled wisdom of the State a petition praying for a law 
alike applicable to man; but the only response was that such 
a law “ought not to pass.” Ought not to pass! Why not? 
There are two males to one female of that class, to be found 
in the streets, and the male is generally the aggressor. If a 
crime, why protect man and punish woman? Are such 
laws creditable to our good old Commonwealth ? 

There are thousands of intelligent and virtuous women in 
this city, who are performing the same amount of labor as 
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men, for about one-third the pay, and there are hundreds 
who toil from early morn to midnight, for a mere pittance, 
hardly sufficient to sustain life. 

Is this the boasted equality of this land of Christianity and 
freedom? What more could be done were it the policy to 
drive these women into the streets for a living? Do our mer- 
chants, our tradesmen, our manufacturers, ever think of this? 
If so, what have they done about it? Thank Heaven there 
are some honorable exceptions to the general rule. 

The Police have taken many young girls from the streets 
during the past year, and sent them to their homes, or pro- 
cured for them honorable employment, but we have sent very 
few to prison. If we could have reached the seducer, our 
work would have been better done; the very fact that a law 
punishing him equally with his victim was engrafted on our 
statutes, would of itself prevent much of the evil, for did 
the man-walker know that he too was equally liable, he would 
not so often expose himself to punishment. It sometimes 
happens that we are called upon to drag away some poor 
frail victim, while the destroyer stands by laughing at her 
feeble resistance, and when she inquires, “ Why not arrest 
that man, that libertine, who has caused my ruin, and left 
me no alternative but to come out here or starve?” our only 
answer is patent, “ All men are born free!! A law to punish 
him like you ‘ought not to pass.’ ” 

What of the “social wrongs” that end in so many family 
quarrels, separations, and divorces, with a growing disincli- 
nation on the part of young people to marry? What of the 
increasing evils of illegitimate births, abortions and midnight 
infant murders? What of the brutal violations of female 
chastity that so often shock the sensibilities, not to call up the 
harrowing recollections of the “ ghoul fiend” of Western 
Avenue or Bussey’s Woods? 

Is the picture too finely drawn? Is it merely a fancy sketch, 
or does it represent a truthful, fearful reality? If a reality, to 
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what source shall we trace its origin, by what means shall we 
circumscribe its limits? 

It is said that a license for these social errors, as in the Old 
World, might work a reform. 

What! has American society, too, become so corrupt that 
intelligent Christian men of any city in this Union are pre- 
pared to make legal merchandise of the virtue of their wives, 
their sisters, or their daughters, or of the wives, sisters, 
or daughters of other men? A curse on the deed! Shame 
onthe thought! Better that the name of our country perish, 
and the nation cease to be. 

Where, then, is there ground for hope? Where the opportu- 
nity for reform? If the agents of our homes and our mis- 
sions would meet at the prison gate the poor repentant vic- 
tim as her term of sentence expires (when, if ever, she is 
ready to be saved), and convey her to some quiet industrial 
home, prepared for her condition, where, with employment 
for hand and mind, she may earn the necessaries of life, 
where, a little away from the temptations that first led her 
astray, she is surrounded with objects and associations that 
lead to higher and holier thoughts; if our wise men would 
frame laws, just and equal, subjecting the seducer as well as 
his victim to a felon’s cell; if the people would hold in 
derision and disgrace, and regard as a serpent in disguise 


the vile libertine and destroyer, be his rank what it may; if 


laboring women were allowed their rights with laboring men, 
and were paid for their toil a compensation equal to the labor 
they perform, rather than a paltry sum that must force them 
to crime or starvation? if fathers and mothers would faith- 
fully respect the rights of the family circle, — by precept and 
example teach their sons and daughters habits of industry 
virtue and chastity, —encourage them to marry, and in- 
struct them how to live; if the good men of every faith, who 
teach the gospel of peace and good will, would by their 
powers of eloquence bring this subject home to the hearts of 
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the people, — then this evil might become less. Where else is 
there hope? 

It may be said that this subject of social wrongs is so deep, 
and so delicate, that it should hardly find a place in this 
report; but the question has been deemed of that importance 
to call forth special legislation in other cities; was discussed 
with the deepest interest at the United States Police Conven- 
tion, held recently at St. Louis; must eventually involve 
questions of public policy in our own city, and should not be 
overlooked by the guardians of the public welfare. 


SECURITY OF LIFE AND PROPERTY. 


Self-preservation is the first law of nature, and a residence 
in a community where life and property are most respected 
is ever most desirable. 

It is a well-established rule to hold the chief executive of 
a government responsible for the peace, safety and good 
order of the jurisdiction over which he presides, and to that 
end his administration should have the power to organize 
and maintain such police regulations as will best secure the 
desired result ; otherwise the executive is left without means, 
and is powerless to meet the responsibilities imposed upon 
him by the constitution and his oath of office. | 

The organization of a police force, with a system best 
calculated to protect life and property, and preserve the peace 
in a city containing two hundred and fifty thousand inhabitants, 
is no unimportant task. It has been a practice in all countries, 
wherever and whenever a Police Department has been organ- 
ized, to set apart a portion of the force for the especial 
purpose of detecting criminals, and long ago it was said, on 
high authority, that “the detective stands in a very different 
position from the ordinary policeman.” True, the dark deeds 
of evil-doers often put to the test or bid defiance to the best 
efforts of the most shrewd and experienced “ detective,” and 


a success with him is often worthy of the highest commmen- 
5 
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dation; but is he entitled to more credit than the “ ordinary 
policeman,” who has quietly prevented a like intended crime ? 
People have been accustomed to look upon the “ detective” as 
possessing some magic art, some superhuman power, until the 
word itself seems to be surrounded with a charm that cannot. 
be understood by common men. The imaginary exploits 
of a Vidocq, a Levy, a Hays, and others of later time, — for 
imaginary many of them are, — have been written and sung to 
the wonder and astonishment of the world, and it is not 
strange that a reputation, so much to be desired by men of 
sanguine temperament, should be sought after with an infatu- 
ation that, together with the corrupting influence of large re- 
wards, might, unless properly guarded, become dangerous as 
wellas useful. It is by no means intended to speak ill of indi- 
viduals engaged in any profession or calling, nor to attempt to 
detract from the good name of any class of useful men, for 
if there is an evil in this matter, it is the fault of a system 
that has created that evil; a system that has been long estab- 
lished and cherished by the public, who, in the abundance of 
their good nature, and admiration for the marvellous, have 
made benefactors and heroes of men who have been so shrewd 
or so fortunate as to detect the perpetrators of a great crime, 
while no kind word or even thought has been left for him 
who prevents a similar one. ‘The man who detects and brings 
to justice the robber, the burglar, or the midnight assassin, 
has done a deed worthy of all praise; but he who stands at 
his post, and successfully puts forth a hand to prevent a like 
crime, has not only saved the life or property of the intended 
victim, but he has also saved the would-be criminal from the 
fearful penalty of his own deed; although, in so doing, he 
has deprived his brother officer, the “detective,” of an oppor- 
tunity to display his talent, and to add to his reputation 
another laurel. 

If one thousand brave and determined men, at the peril 
of life, could have stayed the terrible conflagration, and 
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saved the lives and the property of the suffering people who 
dwelt within the limits of the ill-fated city of Chicago, 
their names would justly have been handed down to pos- 
terity with reverence. 

But the single police officer, in his lonely rounds and silent 
midnight watches, who, with a single cup of water, extin- 
guishes the little flame that would have ended in a like fear- 
ful calamity, and saves hundreds of lives, and millions of 
property, is never thought of — never known. 

In our own good city, during the past year, our “ Ordi- 
nary Policemen” on their deserted night beats, have discov- 
ered and extinguished nearly two hundred fires that were 
just entering upon their work of destruction; and that, too, 
without sounding the alarm of danger to wake the people 
from their slumbers. They have only done their duty; but 
had they not, what might have been the consequences? 
What more important service could be rendered? Yet who of 
our citizens has given it a thought? 

The very nature of the service, witnessed by no interested 
or admiring multitude to herald the deed, but performed in 
the dead hour of the night, unseen by others, admitting of no 
display to attract public attention, if ever known, is soon 
forgotten; and thus it is ever with the simple act of prevent- 
ing casualty or crime. 

Who that possesses the talent and ingenuity to “detect” 
and bring to light the dark deeds of shrewd, wicked men,— 
a talent which alone would suffice to command independence, 
and secure a name that all ambitious men would covet,— 
would voluntarily relinquish his superior advantages, and 
contentedly sit down to his scanty meal, uncared for and 
unknown, solaced only by the silent satisfaction that he 
could and would “prevent” evil, at a sacrifice of a popular 
name, and all the luxuries of life? 

There may be many such men, but the encouragement they 
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too often receive, will hardly serve to increase their num- 
bers. 

Early in the history of the city of Boston, and years be- 
fore a regular police system was established, she had her 
“detective constables,” and soon after the organization of a 
regular Police Department, in 1838, a portion of the force was 
set apart as a “ detective ” police. 

At the union of the Watch and Police Department in 1854, 
the “detective” force was increased, the system was con- 
tinued up to February 14, 1870, when the Boston Police 
* detective ” system was abolished, the force disbanded, and 
the protection of life and property, and the preservation of 
the peace, was left to an experiment with ‘‘ordinary police- 
men.” 

As we were then without a “ detective” force, the rest of 
the department were at once reorganized, for the purpose of 
uniting our whole strength to prevent crime, which, if success- 
fully carried out, would supersede the necessity of employing 
“ detectives ;” and this system we have since endeavored to 
carry into practice. 

A rule of the department makes three divisions of the 
whole force, about one-third only being on regular patrol 
duty at a time. 

The rules also require all officers, when on duty before the 
public, or at court, to wear the uniform, unless by permis- 
sion of a superior officer; but a man may at any moment 
be transferred in citizen’s dress to’ the secret service, and such 
transfers are continually being made from such stations, and 
in such numbers as the service requires; and, in fact, that 
part of the force who are not on patrol duty for the time 
being, numbering at all times more than three hundred men, 
who, in citizen’s dress, are passing and repassing through all 
parts of the city continually, are also virtually on detail, as 
a part of the special “secret service.” 

Believing that every advance made to thieves gives them 
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vantage-ground, that they are sure to improve ata greater 
cost to the public, and acting upon the theory, that the best 
way to prevent stealing in Boston is to keep thieves out of 
it, men, unknown as officers, are detailed at railroad stations, 
places of amusement, all places where crowds gather, and in 
many other localities where men of evil deeds are likely to re- 
sort. Known thieves are “ shadowed,” and pointed out; sus- 
picious persons are put under surveillance ; and, when circum- 
stances will justify, rogues are brought in, shown up to the 
public, and their photographs taken for future use; and if 
hardened criminals who are arrested, and sent to court, es- 
cape the severest penalty of the law applicable to their case, 
it is no fault of the police. 

In a word, no pains have been spared to make Boston an 
unsafe, unprofitable, and uncomfortable place for rogues of 
every name, class, or character. 

Since the union of the Police and’ Watch Departments, in 
1854, there has been kept at the Central Office, a daily record 
of all property reported stolen in the city, and also of all prop- 
erty recovered by the police, whether stolen in or out of the 
city. 

During the last nine years’ work under the “detective” 
system, from 1861 to 1869 inclusive, the smallest amount 
reported stolen in the city in any one year was in 1861, 
when, with a population of 180,000, the amount was $109,- 
085; amount recovered, $75,623. 

The largest amount stolen in any one year was in 1864, 
when, with a population of 185,000, the amount was $943,- 
000; amount recovered, $90,195. 

In the last year under the “detective” system, in 1869, with 
a population of 235,000, the amount stolen was $434,234 ; 
amount recovered, $200,607. Under the preventive system 
in 1870, with a population of 250,000, the amount of property 
reported stolen in the city was 94,901; amount recovered, 
$75,163. 
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For the year 1871, with a population fast increasing, the 
amount reported stolen is $60,018, amount recovered, stolen 
in and out of the city, $71,159.39, for all of which we have 
vouchers ; eleven thousand more than was reported stolen in 
the city. 

During the year there have been six public occasions on 
which very large numbers of persons have visited our city, 
who, together with our own population, have filled our streets 
with people. These occasions were the laying of the corner- 
stone of Odd Fellows’ Hall, June 13th; the visit of the New 
York Ninth Regiment, June 17th; Independence Day, July 
4th ; the laying of the corner-stone of the Soldiers’ Monument, 
September 18th; the laying of the corner-stone of the Post 
Office, October 16th ; and the seven days’ visit of the Russian 
Grand Duke Alexis, December 7th to 14th; on either of 
which occasions nearly or quite one hundred thousand persons 
were crowded together in our streets; as fine an opportunity 
for the light-fingered profession as ever was offered; yet, on 
four of these great gatherings, no case of pocket-picking 
or street larceny was reported to our department; on the two 
other occasions four cases only were reported to have occurred, 
and in two of these the thieves were caught in the act by our 
secret service men, the property recovered, and the thieves 
sent to prison; the whole amount reported stolen being less 
than three hundred dollars. The truth is, thieves were scarce 
in Boston on those days; the police were prepared with 
masked batteries to give them a warm reception; the thieves 
were well aware of the fact, and did not choose to take the 
risk. Neither was there, on either of these days, any 
tumult or disturbance to mar the pleasure of the occasion. 

Although the records plainly show that offences of any 
considerable magnitude, against property, have been compara- 
tively few during the past year, yet fines imposed on persons 
arrested by officers of this department for crime amount to 
$60,370; and the aggregate number of years’ imprisonment 
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is 1,131. This, together with the fact that we have recovered 
and restored to owners more stolen property than the whole 
amount reported stolen in the city, will serve to show that 
while the officers have spared no effort to prevent crime, they 
have not been unmindful of the interests of those who have 
lost their goods by thieves, nor idle in contributing their full 
share toward bringing wicked men to justice. 

Such, then, is the system of prevention on which we have 
been endeavoring to practise for the past two years. It is for 
the government and the people to say whether they are satis- 
fied with the result thus far, and whether the system shall 
continue. 


In concluding this report, I desire to acknowledge the val- 
uable aid rendered me by our Deputy Chief, Capt. James 
Quinn, who, with his genial manners, sound judgment, and 
ready tact, is ever at his post to assume his share of the bur- 
den. 

To the captains of stations, the heads of the different 
branches of the department, and the attachés of the Cen- 
tral Office, who, with their experience, have ever been 
prompt and ready to lend me their aid and counsel in the 
execution of duty; to the officers detailed for secret service, 
who, with untiring energy, have done so much to prevent 
crime, and ensure the security of life and property, and to 
the lieutenants, sergeants, and patrolmen, who have faithfully 
discharged their own duties in a manner to render mine 
pleasant and agreeable, do I return my cheerful and hearty 
thanks. 

To His Honor the Mayor and the Committee on Police 
am I under the deepest obligations; to their experience, 
generous forbearance, and timely counsel, am I indebted for 
much of whatever success has been secured. ‘To them, and 
to the many kind friends who have so warmly sustained me 
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in my efforts to faithfully serve the city, do I tender my 
most grateful acknowledgments. I have the honor to be

A WORD TO POLICEMEN. 


You have been appointed to an office in which the respon- 
sibilities and duties which you have assumed are more varied 
and difficult, and in which the trust reposed in you is of 
more importance to the public and to yourself than is gen- 
erally admitted. 

You have undertaken the work of an executive officer of 
criminal law, and of the ordinances of a great commercial 
city; and asa conservator of the public peace, your acts 
will at all times be subject to the observation and the criti- 
cism of the public; and upon the stand-point which you as- 
sume, and the course which you pursue, depends not only 
much of the welfare of the community in which you move, 
but the credit of the department to which you belong, and 
your own success as an officer and a man. 

At the commencement do not forget that, in this business, 
your health and your character are your capital ; and remem- 
ber that your muscle will be of little avail, unless you carry 
with it a moral power; deal honorably with all persons, and 
hold your word sacred, no matter when, where, or to whom 
given. If you are entrusted with the care of a beat, do not 
play the idler by lounging in door-ways, on corners, or 
against lamp-posts, nor make long calls in stores and shops, 
but patrol your beat continually ; make it your business to 
know what is doing on every part of it, as far as practicable 
without unnecessary interference; let no person or circum- 
stance escape your notice; and be able at all times to give 
information respecting any circumstance of importance oc- 
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curring thereon; and if anything requiring your attention 
happens thereon when you are not present, always inquire of 
yourself, “ Where was I?” 

Learn the people residing or doing business on your beat ; 
protect their property ; make yourself useful, and aid them 
in all their lawful pursuits, as far as practicable, without neg- 
—lecting your other duties; and by an upright and straight- 
forward course, and a close attention to duty, try to merit 
the good-will of all good citizens. You know not how soon 
you may need their aid, and their favor will add much to 
your power and influence to do good. But in the pursuance 
of your duties, as much as possible avoid laying yourself 
under any special obligation to any one; let your service 
rather place others under obligation to you. You know not 
how soon your duties may peremptorily compel you to act in 
opposition to some individual interest. Lend a willing ear 
to all complaints made to you as an officer ; the most unwor- 
thy may have cause to complain, and a right to be heard; 
while a word of comfort to the afflicted, or advice to the err- 
ing, will cost you nothing, and may do much good. In or- 
dinary cases, when you are at a loss how to act, better do 
too little than too much; it is easier to excuse a moderate 
course than an overt act; but if an act of great violence has 
been committed, secure the offender at the first possible mo- 
ment; there are always plenty of willing hands to care for 
the party who may be injured. Whenever it is necessary to 
make an arrest, and you attempt it, don’t fail in your pur- 
pose, but use no more force than is actually necessary to pro- 
tect yourself and secure your man. If you have a prisoner 
in custody, keep him before you, do not trust him behind ; 
he might escape, or he might injure you, or bystanders 
might mistake you for him you being in his place. 

To deprive a person of liberty, and confine him in a cell, 
is one the most important and responsible duties en- 
trusted to an officer ; a responsibility never to be lost sight of. 
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If an arrest is necessary, so is caution, good judgment, and 
discretion; the case may ere long perplex the mind of the 
ablest judge. 

A warrant directed to the “Police Officers of the City of 
Boston” may be legally executed by you. Such a warrant 
gives you a right of forcible entrance to reach your man; but 
before executing such warrant, or acting by any written in- 
struction, read your document and understand it, always 
fully executing its directions. When your warrant is exe- 
cuted, have your prisoner at the first sitting of the court, and 
make your return on your warrant over your own official 
signature ; else you may be liable to punishment for a false 
arrest. 

Arrests for felony, and a very few other offices of less magni- 
tude, may be made without a warrant; also a well-grounded 
suspicion of crime may be a just cause of arrest, but 
such cases always require much care and discrimination. If 
you are called to the witness stand, give in your evidence 
clearly and distinctly, and loud enough to be heard by the 
court and jury, and as briefly as the whole facts can be told. 
On no account let any personal feeling creep into your testi- 
mony, nor ever prejudice your case, and disgrace yourself 
in the eyes of the court, by a show of malice, or an attempt 
to color the facts; and never give as one reason for an arrest, 
that “he was saucy.” 

No officer can be efficient or successful in the execution of 
his duties without possessing a general knowledge of the 
Jaws and ordinances, and of rules and regulations made for 
the government of the department; spare no pains in 
“posting ’’ yourself in these matters, and recollect that, by 
virtue of your office, and by the rules, you cannot act in mat- 
ters of civil business, nor serve a search-warrant, without 
permission of your superior officer. Every officer should un- 
derstand fully the criminal law which he is to execute; 
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and he should know enough of civil law to distinguish 
between the two. 

Visit the courts as often as practicable, and make yourself 
familiar with their rules and practices, that when you have 
business there you can readily perform your duty without 
annoyance to the court or its officers. Carry with youat all 
times a memorandum-book, and let it contain a record of 
your work each day; it will be of great value as a reference. 

Let promptness mark all your acts; don’t be the last man 
at roll-call, or at your post of duty, nor leave your post with- 
out orders; never keep a person waiting for you one moment 
after the appointed time. In whatever duty you engage, set 
your mind and your face to the work; while on duty never 
suffer yourself to appear like an idle spectator. 

School yourself en all occasions to keep perfectly cool, 
maintain a perfect control of temper, come what will; he 
that can govern himself can control others. Never degrade 
your position by placing yourself on a level with a drunken 
man, or a man in a passion, by suffering his abuse to get you 
into a passion also. 

Take care of your health; keep your feet warm, and your 
head cool. Remember that in your official duties you are 
exposed to the ten thousand snares and temptations of a city 
life. As you value the character of the department to which 
you belong ; as you value you own reputation and happiness, 
and the fondest hopes of your family and friends, beware! be 
on your guard; be not deceived nor led into temptation ; 
“put not an enemy into your mouth, to steal away your 
brains ;” you can’t afford the loss. Don’t trust your reputa- 
tion in unsafe hands, lest you become bankrupt. Select 
your associates with care; men are known by the com- 
pany they keep; you so judge others, others will so judge 
you. Don’t put off to till-morrow what should be done 
to-day ; you have no control of to-morrow. Treat all per- 
sons kindly; avoid discussions in politics or religion; pay 
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your honest debts; and finally, whatever position you oc- 
cupy, or in whatever duties you engage, either in public or 
private life, let all your acts be guided by a common-sense 
view of men and things that surround you. |

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During the year, 1.366 permits have been given to construct or 
repair house drains, 79 manhole-covers renewed with iron, and 91 
manholes cleaned, containing 89 loads of sewage matter. 

During the month of August it was discovered that the tide- 
gates of the Dover-street outlet had broken so badly as to be 
beyond repair, and to threaten that district with an irruption of 
the tide. After much difficulty the outlet was completely closed, 
the drainage diverted through Tremont into Dedham street at 
some temporary inconvenience to the lowest cellars, the lower end 
of Dover-street sewer pumped out, and a double system of im- 
proved tide-gates put in; and there have been no further com- 
plaints from this section. 

No measures have been taken towards converting the upper 
part of the channel of Stony Brook into a sewer, except to take 
some evidence relating to the probable damages which will be 
claimed from the city for destroying the purity of the water. 
It is to be hoped that the policy of the city toward this proposed 
improvement may be defined and acted upon before its necessity 
becomes any greater, or the settlement of damages more com- 
plicated. 

During the coming year the lower part of this channel, now an 
open and offensive ditch, from the foot of Rogers street to Parker 
street, should be covered over, and a cause of nuisance removed 
from a neighborhood rapidly filling with houses. 

Within a few years many experiments have been made among 
most civilized nations in utilizing the valuable constituents of 
sewage by returning them to the soil; and, from time to time, 
articles in the public prints have called attention to the necessity 
for some action of this kind in this city. A condensed statement 
of some of the facts and conditions pertinent to this question 
may not be out of place. 

The arguments for utilizing the sewage of Boston, have been 
stated to be : — 

The injury to navigation from the formation of shoals in the 
harbor by sewage matter, 

The injury to health of those living near sewer outlets, by 
noxious vapors. | 

The vast quantity of fertilizing matter now wasted which might 
profitably be returned to the soil. 
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The shoaling of Boston harbor by sewage matter has been often 
cited as an argument for various schemes, but never by the Har- 
bor Commissioners, the U. S. Engineers, nor any one having 
knowledge of the facts. Large spits have been made by washing 
from the islands, and shoals have formed in Charles River by 
deposits from its currents, and by obstruetions of bridges, but 
hardly a trace of sewage matter is ever deposited beyond the ends 
of the wharves, or can be found in the harbor. 

In a few docks, which form outlets for large sewers, it is neces- 
sary to dredge from time to time to preserve the requisite depth ; 
but, in the majority of cases, no such measure is necessary, and 
never has complaint been made at this office of any shoaling out- 
side the wharves. In asuit brought against the city by the owner 
of a dock on Fort Point Channel, it was proved that the material 
of the shoal was not such as found its way into the sewer; that 
shoaling took place in docks on each side into which no sewer 
discharged ; and that all the docks on that channel suffered from 
the easterly storms blowing across South Boston flats. 

It is but reasonable that suspended matters must be deposited 
in the still basin of a dock, rather than pass through it and then 
settle in the currents of the harbor. . 

As to the noxious influence upon a neighborhood by sewer out- 
lets, all of them are at low water, exposed for a short time and 
then submerged, and excepting Stony Brook and one or two other 
large ones, I do not think, out of 40 or more in the city proper, 
that their location is known to the parties nearest, and to be most 
affected by them. ‘They have never been marked as centres of 
bad sanitary districts. 

The discussion of the various experiments in attempting to re- 
cover the valuable constituents of sewage, and return them to the 
soil, will not be recounted here. All of them, up to the present 
time, have established the fact that no process has succeeded in 
mechanically or chemically separating the valuable matter after it 
is once mixed with the water of the sewers, or recovering it in 
any condensed form. ‘The only system which has afforded any 
approximate return for the outlay is that of irrigation, where the 
water of the sewers, holding dissolved or suspended all the foreign 
matter, is applied directly and continuously to vegetation. There 
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are very few cases where this has been successfully done, and only 
where the topography of the country is favorable; in no case (ex- 
cept, perhaps, Milan) where the population exceeds 80,000, or 
where the sewage is discharged at the level of low tide. 

To utilize by irrigation the dry weather sewage only of Boston 
would require its collection by a large encircling sewer, the raising 
of 100,000 tons of water daily to a height of 20 or 30 feet, the 
construction of a covered channel sufficient for its carriage to a 
suitable district, and its continuous discharge upon a farm of 
2,000 acres. What should be done with the storm-water drainage 
(often the most valuable, but requiring ten times the provision 
necessary for dry weather); where to find the necessary farm 
within a reasonable distance, where land is not constantly grow- 
ing in value for building sites; and what to do with the works 
during the four winter months, when the ground is frozen and the 
whole system inoperative, are questions that would precede any 
attempt to estimate the cost, or the return from such a project. 

The preservation of the purity of rivers has forced public 
opinion in England to discuss this question, and to exhaust every 
means for its satisfactory solution ; and, as most of the experience 
in this matter is drawn from that country, and from London pub- 
lications, it may be well to note some points of difference in trans- 
ferring deductions from their experience to our own country and 
city. 

In most of the towns, where the sewage is utilized, there is no 
water supply, and it is, therefore, in a very condensed state. 

The fidelity with which offal is removed, and the surface of the 
streets kept clean, by carts in this city, greatly reduces the value 
of the sewage; the removal of night soil amounting to 5,000 cords 
(about one-half the whole product) and of street-sweepings and 
cesspool contents to 10,000 cords. In London no cesspools or 
privies are allowed, and sewerage is compulsory. 

The average consumption of water, per head, is much greater 
in this city than in any English or Continental one, being prob- 
ably double that of London; and the average rain-fall bears 
about the same proportion. 

The climate of England renders the application of sewage to 
land possible during the whole year; here it would be impossible 
during the greater part of four months. 
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It might be found, also, that the word ‘‘ obnoxious” had a very 
different meaning to the English farmer, or Continental peasant, 
and to the resident within 10 or 20 miles of Boston, where each 
was neighbor to a sewage farm. 

Lastly, food is cheaper and labor dearer with us than with any 
other nation, and until some large foreign city can successfully 
earry out works for utilizing its sewage, and the experience can 
be transferred to some of our inland cities, more favorably located 
for this purpose than our own, we may be content with our 
present system.

INSPECTION OF BUILDINGS. 


The officers of the department have inspected all build- 
ings in process of erection, alteration, and repair throughout 
the city, so far as has been possible, and endeavored to have 
them conform to the requirements of the law. A_ record 
has been kept of all violations, and also a record of all com- 
plaints, examinations of all unsafe and dangerous buildings, 
etc.

In enforcing the different provisions of the building law, 
the officers of the department have been brought in contact 
with nearly all the prominent builders of the city, who, as a 
general thing, have readily acquiesced in the requirements of 
the law, and expressed themselves satisfied with most of 
its provisions. 

In investigating cases of violations of the law, whether 
existing through wilful neglect or through ignorance, I have 
endeavored to act in a fair and impartial manner, urging and 
persuading the parties interested into compliance with its re- 
quirements rather than forcing them into it, and thereby mak- 
ing the law oppressive and unsatisfactory. 

IT am happy to state that only in two cases have I been 
obliged to have recourse to extreme measures, and these 
probably will be satisfactorily adjusted. 

Some difficulty has been experienced in inducing builders 
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to erect brick walls of a proper thickness and upon a sufficient 
foundation. Thirty years ago twelve inches were con- 
sidered the least thickness that a brick wall should be built for 
buildings of three stories, or thirty-five feet high, but the 
thickness has been gradually diminished until eight inches 
has become the usual thickness, and there are some persons 
who assert that a four-inch wall is thick enough. 

It is well known that blocks of houses have been erected 
in this city without a solid brick partition wall in the entire 
block, all the partitions being studding bricked up. The 
effect of a fire in such a block would be disastrous. 

Buildings have also been erected, which, from want of suf- 
ficient foundations, are slowly but surely settling into the mud, 
and will ultimately become unsafe and uninhabitable. 

The erection of such buildings is an injury to the locality 
in which they are built, an imposition on the purchaser, and 
an injustice to builders who desire to erect good buildings, 
but who cannot compete with those who sacrifice stability 
to cheapness. 

The remedy for these evils is a strict supervision of every 
building from the beginning of the foundation until the roof- 
boarding is on, and summary proceedings in all cases of vio- 
lations of the law. ‘This will secure the erection of substan- 
tial buildings, place builders upon an equal footing, and pro- 
tect purchasers from imposition. 

I have the satisfaction of knowing that such a course meets 
the approval of the majority of our builders, and that in 
enforcing the law I have their sympathy and co-operation. 

It has been suggested by many influential citizens that the 
building limits should be extended so as to include the whole 
city. Iam not prepared to recommend any change in this 
direction, but I would suggest that several provisions of the 
act be amended so as to greatly aid in its application, and 
increase the safeguards against fire and accident. 

While it is visionary to suppose that the occurrence of fires 
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will ever be entirely prevented, due precautions should be 
taken to keep the fire confined to the building in which it 
originates. This desirable result can never be attained while 
the present custom continues of loading the roofs and other 
exposed portions of buildings with woodwork. 

Particularly is this the case with regard to Mansard or 
French roofs. These roofs, though graceful and pleasing in 
appearance, and adding greatly to the architectural beauty of 
our city, are, as now constructed, dangerous in the extreme, 
being finished and ornamented with wood, in such a manner 
as to afford the easy communication of fire from one building 
to another. The same finish and ornamentation can be made 
of galvanized iron, at a small advance on the cost of wood, 
and when it is considered that nine-tenths of the buildings now 
being erected in the building limits are to have Mansard 
roofs, the necessity of some action with regard to them 
seems imperative. 

I would therefore recommend that on all brick or stone 
buildings, the eaves of which exceed forty feet in height from 
the street, all Mansard or French roofs shall be limited to a 
single story, and to a height not exceeding twenty feet from 
the upper floor of the building to the highest point of the 
roof, and that all cornices, mouldings, bulkheads, turrets, 
lutherns and projections upon buildings, more than forty feet 
in height from the sidewalk, shall be constructed of non-com- 
bustible material. I would also recommend that no bay-win- 
dow of wood shall be built to extend more than three feet 
above the second story of any brick building. 

Since October 1st, there have been nine fires caused by 
defective heating apparatus, and it seems that the public 
safety requires that regulations should be made for the proper 
placing and setting of furnaces and other heating apparatus, 
and the hot-air and steam pipes connected therewith, and also 
for the proper setting of steam boilers, and constructions of 
like character. 
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It is desirable that the strength of iron girders and sup- 
ports should be properly tested, and that all girders and lin- 
tels of wood, intended to support heavy superstructures, 
should be of sufficient size and strength therefor. 

The business interests of the city seem to require the 
erection of frame buildings or sheds, upon wharves, for stor- 
age, and I recommend that provision be made for the erection 
of such buildings, limiting them to a height not exceeding 
twenty feet, and providing that they shall be roofed and cov- 
ered with non-combustible material. 

The coming building season bids fair to be one of unusual 
activity, and additional Assistant Inspectors will be required 
for Kast Boston, Dorchester, and the south part of the city 
proper. JI also need the assistance of a person competent to 
give the different grades required by the statute. At pres- 
ent Iam obliged to ask the City Surveyor to perform this 
duty, which properly belongs to this department. 

The Clerk and Assistant Inspectors have proved them- 
selves well qualified to fill their respective positions. Their 
duties require good judgment, courteous manners, and great 
industry, and in each of these respects they have been highly 
satisfactory.

WATER-STREET GRADE DAMAGES. 


By an order passed by the Board of Aldermen Jan. 30, 
1871, the Committee on Paving was authorized to submit 
all claims for grade damages on Devonshire street, Water 
street, and Spring lane, to the arbitration of referees, to be 
chosen by the claimants and the committee, the decision of 
said referees to be binding on both parties. By a subsequent 
order, the Auditor of Accounts was authorized to transfer 
from the appropriation for Paving, the sum of one hundred 
thousand dollars, to be made a special appropriation for the 
settlement of grade damages on those streets.

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BROADWAY EXTENSION.

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- In addition to the supervision of the operations of the Pav- 
ing Department, the undersigned has been called upon, 
during the past year, to take charge of a large amount of 
other work, the cost of which has been charged to the special 
appropriations enumerated below. 


ATLANTIC AVENUE. 


This avenue was commenced in 1869, the sea-wall com- 
pleted in June, 1870, and the filling in with earth from Fort 
Hill, in October of the same year. In my last report, I 
recommended that the grade be established at not less than 
sixteen feet above mean low water, to preclude the possi- 
bility of the avente ever being overflowed or injured by the 
tide. The Committee on Paving endeavored to make 
arrangements with the proprietors of Long and Central 
wharves to raise those wharves, at their intersection with the 
avenue, to that elevation, but without success; and in order 
to avoid excessive claims which might be made for damages, 
should the grade be raised, it was finally established at those 
wharves at fifteen feet above mean low water. At Lewis, 
Mercantile, T, and India wharves it was established at six- 
teen feet. The wisdom of placing the avenue at this eleva- 
tion was fully demonstrated by the storm of November 15th, 
the most disastrous, in some respects, that has visited this 
locality for twenty years. Several of the wharves were com- 
pletely submerged, the waves breaking over them with great 
force, and damaging a considerable amount of property. 

As soon as the grade had been definitely established by the 
Board of Aldermen, which was in May, the paving of the 
avenue with small granite blocks was commenced, and prose- 
cuted with all possible dispatch, so that by the first of July 
it was open to public travel from Eastern avenue to Long 
wharf, and in a few weeks more to India wharf, where opera- 
tions had to be suspended until the buildings and other 
obstructions between that point and Broad street could be

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removed, and the grade of Broad street, between India 
street and Belcher lane, reduced to conform to the grade 
established ‘for the Fort Hill territory. This was accom- 
plished in December, and the avenue completed. The

HARRISON-AVENUE EXTENSION. 


By the action of the City Government, November 11, 1870, 
Harrison avenue was extended from Eustis street to Warren 
street. The grade established December 12, 1870, raised 
Renfrew street at its intersection with the avenue seven feet, 
and lowered Tabor street five feet, and intersected Eustis, 
Palmer, Zeigler, Dudley, and Warren streets at their present 
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elevation. The work of grading the avenue, Renfrew, and 
Tabor streets was commenced in the early part of the year, 
and prosecuted as rapidly as the removal of buildings and 
other obstructions on the line of the avenue would permit; 
the edgestones were furnished and set, gutters paved, cess- 
pools built, and the roadway macadamized with about 
eighteen inches in depth of broken stone, in the most 
thorough manner. The cost of this work, including grade 
damages, charged to the appropriation for Harrison avenue

CANTON-STREET GRADING. 


The work of raising the territory lying between Shawmut 
avenue, Tremont, Dedham, and Brookline streets, including 
Newland, Trumbull, Fabin, and Ivanhoe streets, and a part 
of West Canton street, which was commenced in 1870, has 
been, with the exception of macadamizing the roadway of 
West Canton street, completed. This district can no longer 
be called “low,” or “unhealthy”; the houses have been 
raised, the cellars and yards filled with clean earth and 
gravel, and the street drained and paved, edgestones set, and 
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brick sidewalks laid. What was formerly a cesspool for 
the drainage of the surrounding district, and a nuisance, has 
now become a respectable and healthy locality. The cost of 
this work from the commencement up to the present time has 
been $115,026.79.

RAILROAD LOCATIONS. 


August 14, 1871, the Metropolitan Railroad Company was 
authorized to lay down a double track from Warren street, 
through Harrison avenue to Dover street; thence a single 
track in Dover street to Albany street, in Albany street from 
Dover street to Beach street, across Beach street, and through 
Kingston and Summer streets to Chauncy street, there to 
connect with the track located December 27, 1870. Also a 
double track on Blue Hill avenue from Warren street to 
Dudley street. 

October 23, 1871, the same company was authorized to 
construct a turnout on Eustis street near Dearborn street. 

December 26, 1871, the same company was authorized to 
lay down a single track in Summer street from Lincoln street 
to Kingston street, to connect with the track located August 
14, 1871. 

July 10, 1871, the location granted to the Suffolk Railroad 
Company October 2, 1862, in Brattle street, was revoked 
by the Board of Aldermen, and the tracks removed by the 
Metropolitan Railroad Company. 

September 28, 1871, the location granted to the Suffolk 
Railroad Company December 31, 1859, on Eastern avenue 
and on Lewis street, East Boston, was revoked, and the 
tracks removed. 

September 4, 1871, the South Boston Railroad Company 
was authorized to lay down a double track from their tracks 
on Broadway near Dorchester street, through Dorchester, 
Third and Emerson streets to Broadway, thence a single trac k 
across Broadway and through Emerson street to Fourth street. 
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Said company was also authorized to extend their track on 
Fourth street to a point one hundred feet east of P street, 
and to construct turnouts on Fourth street near O street, 
and on Eighth street near H street. 

August 28, 1871, the Middlesex Railroad Company was 
authorized to lay down an additional track on Beverly street, 
from Causeway street to the dividing line between Boston and 
Charlestown. Said company was also authorized to enter 
upon and use the tracks of the Metropolitan Railroad on 
Haverhill street and Haymarket square. 

The legislature of 1871 made a very important alteration 
in the law establishing the liability of street railway corpor- 
ations to keep in repair certain portions of the streets 
occupied by railroad tracks. 

Section 18 of the act concerning street railway corpor- 
ations, passed May 12, 1864, reads as follows : — 

“ Hvery street railway corporation, its lessees or assigns, shall 
maintain and keep in repair such portions of the streets, roads 
and bridges as are occupied by its tracks, and three feet on 
each side thereof, not including any portion of any sidewalk, 
to the satisfaction of the Superintendent of Streets,” etc. 

Section 21 of the law of 1871 provides, that “Every corpor- 
ation, its lessees or assigns, shall keep in repair such portions of 
any paved streets, roads and bridges, as are occupied by ws 
tracks; and when such tracks occupy streets or roads that are 
not paved, it shall, in addition to the portion occupied by its 
tracks, keep in repair eighteen inches on each side thereof, to 
the satisfaction of the Superintendent of . Streets,” ete. 

It was the evident intention of those who framed this law 
to relieve the railroad companies from the expense of keeping 
in repair three feet of the pavement outside of the tracks. 
Several of the railroad companies, having double tracks in the 
streets, now claim immunity from keeping in repair the 
space four feet in width between the tracks. Their interpre- 
tation of the law was not the understanding at the time of its 
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passage either by the Committee on Street Railways of the 
Legislature or the Committee on Legislative Affairs of the City 
Council. 

I would respectfully suggest that measures be taken by the 
appropriate committee of the City Council to have this matter 
definitely settled at the present session of the Legislature. 


BEACON STREET. 


Early last spring it was proposed to pave Beacon street 
below Charles street with small granite blocks. | When this 
became known numerous remonstrances were laid before the 
Board of Aldermen, and ata hearing before the Committee 
on Paving, very fully attended, the opinion was unanimously 
expressed that a macadamized road only would satisfy the re- 
quirements of the residents in that locality. After long con- 
sideration the committee, with some misgivings, concluded to 
make the experiment between Arlington and Berkeley streets. 
In order to insure success, and make certain that the road 
should be constructed in the most thorough and scientific 
manner, the drawings of the plans and specifications, and the 
entire supervision of the work was entrusted to the sole charge 
of the City Engineer’s Department. The work was executed 
by the contractor in exact conformity to the specifications, 
and under the daily superintendence of the Engineer’s Depart- 
ment. The result of the experiment was far from satisfac- 
tory. A great error committed in the construction of this 
road was in covering the crushed stones with a layer of from 
three to five inches of what is called “ binding gravel,” which 
is about two-thirds clay, and wholly unfit for the surface of a 
street, and which in the ‘present case was converted into a 
sheet of liquid mud by a rain-storm of two days’ duration. — 
A road cannot stand the wear and tear of heavy travel unless 
the surface is composed of a hard material, nearly if not quite 
impenetrable to water. If gravel is put on to form the sur- 
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face, it must of necessity be softened after a day or two of 
continuous rain; then if the road is exposed to heavy travel, 
it will be worked up and converted into mud, which will 
accelerate the cutting up and destruction of the layer of 
broken stones below. ‘The result of the above experiment 
would have been more satisfactory, though the expectations 
of its friends might not have been fully realized, if, instead of 
forming the surface with binding gravel, the foundation stones 
had been covered with six or eight inches in depth of broken 
stones, put on in layers, and each layer thoroughly rolled 
with a heavy roller, until a smooth surface was formed. 

In the early part of last year the Street Commissioners, 
acting in conjunction with the County Commissioners of 
Norfolk County, widened the highway over the Neponset river 
at Milton Lower Mills. Plans were drawn by the City 
Engineer for'widening the bridge, and the contract for the 
work awarded by the Committee on Paving to Messrs. Blodg- 
ett & Curry. The bridge was to have been completed by 
the first day of November, 1871, but, owing to delay in the 
shipment of a portion of the iron work from England, it will 
not be done much before the first of February. The contract 
price was $22,797.69, of which amount $5,000 is to be paid 
by the town of Milton. When the bridge is completed it 
will be necessary to raise the grade of Washington street, be- 
tween the bridge and Dorchester avenue, which will require 
the raising of a few buildings in the vicinity. This was 
anticipated when the highway was widened. 

In my annual report, made to the City Government, Jan- 
uary, 1866, I called attention to the low territory in Hast 
Boston, lying between Bennington, Porter, and Chelsea streets, 
and recommended that the streets be raised to an elevation 
sufficiently high to secure proper drainage before the erection 
of buildings should have made it too expensive an undertak- 
ing. 


The necessity of this improvement has grown more appar- 
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ent every year; nothing, however, had been done till the 
Committee on Paving of last year took the matter earnestly 
in hand, and after making satisfactory arrangements with the 
abutters in relation to grade damages, reported to the Board 
of Aldermen orders establishing the high grades, and author- 
izing the raising of the portions of Benningten, Havre, 
London, Marion, Brooks and Putnam streets lying within the 
limits of the low territory, and the settlement of grade damages 
with the abutters in accordance with the terms of the releases 
obtained. The work is now in progress, and will probably be 
completed early the coming season. The cost of this im- 
provement, including grade damages, will amount to about 
fifty thousand dollars.

The expenditures and receipts of this department having 
been given, your attention is called to the following sub- 
jects. 

TENEMENT BUILDINGS. 

The law of 1871, entitled An Act to provide for the Regu- 
lation and Inspection of Buildings, etc., chapter 280 of the 
Acts of 1871, is now in force. 
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Certain sections of this law are under the jurisdiction of 
the Inspector of Buildings, and portions of the same law are 
under the control of this department; with certain amend- 
ments which are absolutely required, there can be no reason 
why the law should not prove beneficial to the community. 

During the past year particular attention has been given 
by the Inspectors of Tenement Buildings, and owners or 
lessees have been promptly notified to repair, and place 
them in a cleanly condition; with a few exceptions, parties 
have complied at once, and a marked improvement has been 
the result. 

In many of the tenement houses which are occupied by 
intemperate families it is an impossibility to keep them in a 
cleanly condition; they may be thoroughly cleaned to-day, 
and to-morrow will see them in a filthy condition. : 

Constant visits have been made to tenement houses, and 
we have made it our duty to impress upon the minds of all 
the inmates the necessity of cleanliness and proper venti- 
lation. 

Our poorest tenement houses are those which have been 
altered from private dwellings; they are wholly unfit for 
such purposes, and are gradually giving way to buildings for 
business purposes, and a better class of dwellings is being 
constructed for the poor. | 

It only requires concerted action on the part of those in- 
terested, together with owners of such estates, to perfect a 
system of tenement buildings which will be acceptable to all. 
The great and important changes which have taken place 
during the past year are a sufficient guaranty that this class 
of buildings will eventually conform to the wants of the 
community. 


OVERCROWDING. 


This seems to be a subject which cannot be controlled by 
any action of this department. The laborer who earns from 
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eight to twelve dollars: per week, with a family generally 
consisting of from four to ten persons, cannot afford to hire 
more than two rooms; and the only remedy it appears to 
this department is the building of houses outside the present 
city limits upon cheap lands, by those who are interested in 
the welfare of the poor, and by which arrangements can be 
made with the several railroads for cheap travel by the 
frequent trains that pass to and fro from the city. 

_ During the year necessity has compelled the superintendent 
to cause several orders to vacate premises to be passed by 
the Board, said premises being unfit for human habitation by 
reason of their want of repair, and dangerous to the health 
of their inmates. 

Twenty-seven orders have been passed directing me to 
cause buildings to be vacated, as also the occupants of four- 
teen cellars receiving notice to quit. Three orders have 
been passed requiring owners to place their premises in such 
state of repair and cleanliness as should conform to the 
law. 

Upon a thorough investigation I am fully satisfied that the 
mortality of this city occurring in tenement buildings will 
compare favorably with any city in the Union in comparison 
with its proportion of inhabitants. 

By the enforcement of the law and a constant inspection 
of this class of dwellings, much can be accomplished; and a 
decided improvement may be anticipated during the present 
year, by the co-operation of the Inspector of Buildings with 
this department. 


NUISANCES. 


During the year 1871 there has been served upon parties 
maintaining nuisances on their premises 2,036 notices in 
twelve wards, and 700 in Highland district and Dorchester, 
and directing them to abate the same within a given time. A 
neglect of the parties to conform to said notices has caused

orders to be passed, the Board directing an abatement of the 
same. During the year 42 orders, representing 459 
estates, passed the Board, yet a large portion of them was 
not carried into effect, parties having complied with the, 
notices served, before the work was ready to be proceeded 
with. 7

ASHES, STREET DIRT, AND CESSPOOLS. 


During the year there has been collected by city teams 
87,715 loads of ashes, 42,312 loads of street dirt, and 5,457 
loads of cesspool matter. Large portions of ashes and street 
dirt are sold. The Superintendent of Streets is furnished 
with ashes that he may require. Large quantities of street 
dirt have been deposited at convenient dumps without 
charge ; a portion is sold, and a large quantity stored at city 
stables for sale. Cesspool matter is disposed of at different 
dumps, and the same immediately covered with ashes, so that 
no annoyance to the neighborhood may exist. 

House dirt and ashes are collected from dwellings once a 

‘week; from large buildings and stores on main thorough- 
fares twice in each week. 
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House offal is collected from hotels, large boarding-houses, 
and restaurants daily; and from dwellings twice in each 
week. .

STREET-CLEANING. 


The importance of cleanly streets can only be promoted by 
more than ordinary care of porters having charge of stores 
on main thoroughfares. And if the habit of sweeping store 
dirt into the streets, without regard to placing the same in 
vessels for this purpose (the same to be removed by city 
teams), is persisted in, the fault should not lie with this de- 
partment, but with those who have control over employés, 
they giving directions in conformity with the requirements of 
Ordinances relating to Health, section 55. 

The importance of a law regulating teams requires some 
action by those in authority. The overloading in transporta- 
tion of dirt and other material across the city causes such to 
be distributed on the streets, and repeated complaints are 
made of this abuse of the highway. 

The principal thoroughfares are swept daily, and others 
twice in each week at certain seasons. And the reckless 
manner in which teams are loaded renders it almost impos- 
sible to keep many of the streets in a respectable condition, 
in consequence of the distribution of portions of loads upon 
the thoroughfares of the city. 


BACK BAY TERRITORY. 


During the past year repeated complaints have been made 
of nuisances caused by filling this territory with earth or 
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gravel. The complaints have been met by prompt action, on 
my part, by furnishing employés of this department, at dif- 
ferent times, to cover the portions exposed, and, by using dis- 
infectants, whereby the nuisance should be less objectionable. 
Should the same course be persisted in by the party in con- 
tract, some measures should be adopted by the Board, during 
the present year, to prevent a repetition, and which shall 
cause the work to be performed in a manner less objection- 
able than during the past year. 


TAINTED MEATS. 


Being fully satisfied that tainted meats are packed, and 
portions shipped to foreign ports, I would recommend, for 
the consideration of the City Council, the subject of an 
appointment of Inspector of Meats. 

_ As this subject is one of vital importance to the masses 
(both foreign ‘and native), I fully believe such an appoint- 
ment would meet the approbation of the whole community. 


UNACCEPTED STREETS. 


I would recommend early action by the government, by 
considering the subject of unaccepted streets. When such 
become the property of the city, many of the objectionable 
features that now exist will be dispensed with, and the streets 
now complained of will be kept in a cleanly condition. 

The importance of paved streets, and the right to enter the 
same for any purpose, would greatly improve territory where 
limited rights of the city only now exist. 

The twenty foot-streets of South Boston are in a condition 
which requires immediate attention. Many of the structures 
on these streets are tenement buildings, with defective drains 
and cesspools, and at low grades; their condition would be 
greatly improved if the city would accept the streets, and 


place them, at a proper grade, with good sewerage, and cause 
3 : 
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the same to be paved, thereby insuring cleanliness, which is 
. now sadly deficient for want of proper care from abutters. 

The attention of the government is also called to the 
importance of proper drainage and grading of what is known 
as the Fellows-street District, lying between Albany street 
and Harrison avenue. 

Also, the territory on the westerly side of Tremont street, 
from Davenport street to Milford place. 

The above districts should receive early attention from the 
government. In the event of an epidemic, results might 
prove disastrous to the community. 


QUARANTINE PROPELLER. 


On the 19th of September last, an order was passed the 
Board of Aldermen authorizing the Committee on Health to 
contract for a steam propeller for quarantine service ; said 
boat, when put into service, to be under the control of Port 
Physician and the Committee on Health. 

A contract having been made for the construction of such, 
said boat will be ready for service early in the coming 
spring, and the many objections raised against conveying 
patients in open boats to their points of destination will be 
obviated, and a want that has long been required supplied. 


In the Highland district 117 complaints, for violation of 
the health laws, have been made before the Roxbury and 
Dorchester Courts, of which 114 convictions have been 
obtained.

Of the foregoing, 10 privy, 3 stagnant water, and 2 
swine cases were in the Dorchester district, and 2 privy, 2 
stagnant water cases, and 1 case for not keeping stable 
clean, in Boston proper. 

The cases were disposed of as follows, viz. : — 

Fined and paid, 22; fined and appealed, 3; committed 
for non-payment of fine, 1; placed on file upon payment of 
costs, 73; placed on file without costs, 13; discharged, 2. 

Of the appealed cases, only one has been reached in the 
higher court, and that has been defaulted. 

In three cases no sentence has yet been passed, in conse- 
quence of a fire on the premises where the nuisance existed. 

The amount of fines paid has been $420, $400 of which 
goes into the City Treasury ; $20 being for violation of a 
statute law. The net amount of costs which goes into the 
County Treasury will be nearly $500 more. 


NEW TERRITORY. 


The territory filled last year, between Clinton street, City 
wharf, Commerce street, and Atlantic avenue, is becoming a 
serious nuisance, and the streets to be built there should be 
laid out and completed at once.

The Committee of the Common Council on Elections, to 
whom was referred the petition of I’. S. Risteen, and others, 
legal voters in Ward 10, asking to be heard on the question 
of fraud at the last municipal election in said ward, beg 
leave to submit the following 


REPORT: 


The petitioners represented that they believed that J. Q. 
A. Brackett, who now occupies a seat in this Board, 
was elected thereto through fraud on the part of some of the 
ward officers of Ward 10; and in support of this charge sub- 
mitted evidence in substance as follows : — 


Freprerick §. RIsteeN stated that, at about eleven o’clock 
in the forenoon, on the day of the late municipal election, 
he was distributing ballots in the centre of the ward-room 
of Ward 10, at a distance of about fifteen feet from the ballot- 
boxes, when his attention was called by Mr. Charles 
Hunting to the actions of the Warden. Mr. Hunting thought 
the Warden was misusing the ballots, and asked Mr. Risteen 
to watch him and see if there was anything out of the way. 
The Warden was sitting behind a table, inside the rail, so 
that he faced the room occupied by the voters. He appeared 
to be arranging the ballots on the table; and during the 
space of about five minutes that Mr. Risteen continued to 
observe him, he took a pencil from behind his ear two or

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three times, and made marks on the ballots. The move- 
ments of the pencil indicated that he was not engaged in 
making figures, but was drawing it across the ballots, — 
apparently the face of the ballots. He held the pencil in his 
hand in a peculiar way, clutched. The witness couldn’t tell 
on which kind of tickets the Warden marked; and it wasn’t 
possible for him to tell from the place where he was then 
standing what he (the Warden) was doing on the tickets. 
Risteen’s name was on the regular democratic and Mercantile 
Hall tickets; and he did not see his name scratched with a 
pencil from any one of these ballots, nor did he hear of its . 
being scratched, although he was present at the polls during 
the whole day. 
CuarLes Huntine testified that he was in the ward-room 
of Ward 10 during election day, with the exception of about 
an hour and a half. He was engaged in distributing demo- 
cratic tickets, and he did not see any ticket from which Mr. 
Risteen’s name had been erased. His attention was called 
to the Warden about ten: o’clock in the forenoon. He saw 
him take two ballots from the table, tear one up, and put the 
other on the pile. These ballots had been taken from the box 
in which they had been deposited. The ticket torn up was 
a greenback, 


a democratic ticket. He saw several green- 
back tickets at the time, lying on the floor under the War- 
den’s table. About half an hour after the ballot was 
destroyed, as described, he saw the Warden take his pencil, 
and, holding it clutched in his hand, draw it across the face 
of a ballot. He did not see the Warden keeping an account 
of the ballots on a separate piece of paper. He saw no 
irregularities on the part of other ward officers. Heard 
Michael Doherty offer the Warden ten dollars for the use of 
his pencil during the day. The mark which the Warden was 
making on the ballots, when Mr. Hunting was observing him, 
appeared to be on that part of the ticket where the Council- 
men’s names were printed. He couldn’t tell what name the 
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pencil was drawn over, or whether it was a democratic, 
Mercantile Hall, or republican ticket. 

Tuomas A. TALLon testified that he was in the ward-room 
on election day from nine till two o’clock, and from three 
o’clock until the close of the polls. He distributed demo- 
cratic tickets. He saw the Warden take a pencil from behind 
his ear and mark on a ballot. In reply to an inquiry from 
the witness as to what he was doing, the Warden came to the 
rail and said he was marking the number of tickets. The 
Warden took a pile of tickets from the table, and showed the 
witness that he had marked figures on the corner of a ticket. 
There were some tickets lying on the floor inside the rail, 
one of the number, at least, being a greenback ticket. Mr. 
Hall, one of the Inspectors, said they did not come from the 
ballot-boxes. Mr. Tallon called the attention of Daniel H. 
Gill to the Warden, after having heard some talk about the 
way he was using his pencil, and asked him to watch the 
Warden. Tickets with Risteen’s name scratched off might 
have been put into the ballot-boxes. 

Daniet H. Ginn was in the ward-room at different times 
during the day. [lis attention was called to the Warden by 
Mr. Tallon, who wanted him to see what the Warden was 
doing with his pencil. He approached as near as he could to 
the Warden’s table, and saw the Warden marking on demo- 
cratic tickets. Saw him mark on about four tickets. 
Judged it was a straight mark from the movement of the 
pencil. It was made about the centre of the ticket. Didn’t 
see the Warden mark on any except democratic tickets. 
The witness didn’t see any tickets with Risteen’s name 
scratched off with a pencil before they were put into the 
ballot-boxes. 

Micuart Donerty testified that he was present at the 
election most of the day. He had charge of the distribution 
of the democratic tickets. A man spoke to him about the 
actions of the Warden, and suggested that he should be 
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watched. Saw him running over the tickets, apparently 
counting them, and drawing his pencil across them. He 
didn’t know which end of the pencil the Warden used on the 
ballots. He offered the Warden ten dollars, and afterwards 
twenty dollars, for the use of his pencil during the day. He 
would not like to have the Warden count his ballots, if he 
was up for any oflice. 

The ward officers who served in Ward.10, on the last 
election day, were called by the respondents, and testified in 
substance, as follows : — 

ANDREW J. Hatt, Inspector, stated that he did not see 
anything out of the way in the proceedings of any ward 
officer on that day. He had a vague impression that some 
one spoke to him about ballots being on the floor. The 
ballots did not come out of the boxes. He did not know that 
any ballot was torn up; didn’t remember seeing any tickets 
with Risteen’s name struck off by-a pencil. He thought he 
should have seen the Warden if he had crossed out names on 
the ballots while they were on the table. 

Aprauam G. Wyman, Clerk of the ward, stated that he 
had acted in the capacity of Clerk and Inspector eight or 
ten times. At the last election in Ward 10, the Warden and 
one Inspector did the counting. The Warden went over the 
ballots first, and put the number in each package on the first 
ticket. When additional votes of the same kind came in, the 
Warden would draw his pencil across the first number placed 
on the ballot and put on the corrected number. After the 
ballots had been counted by the Warden, they were passed 

over to Mr. Hopkins, who verified the count and called off 
the numbers to the Clerk, who kept a debtor and credit 
account with the several candidates. MRisteen received 49 
credits and 89 debits, on scratched tickets. Brackett re- 
ceived 57 credits and 50 debits by the scratching. Mr. Hall 
assisted the Warden at times in arranging the ballots taken 
from the boxes. The Clerk saw nothing on the part of the 
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other ward officers that was not in accordance with propriety. 
He might have seen three or four tickets during the day with 
Risteen’s name scratched off with a pencil and no name 
substituted. One ballot was torn up, as two were found 
stuck together in such a manner as to make it appear that 
they were thrown together. ‘They were both clean tickets. 
The Warden, after consulting Mr. Hopkins and the Clerk, 
decided that one of them should be destroyed. It was not > 
destroyed until those officers were consulted. The witness 
could not tell whether the ballot destroyed was republican, 
democratic or Mercantile Hall. His seat was so near the 
Warden during the day that he could touch him. There 
were no loose ballots on the floor. 

SamurEL B. Hopxrns, one of the Inspectors of the ward, 
spent the time almost wholly on the day in question in 
counting ballots and giving the result to the Clerk. He sat 
beside the Warden all day, and saw nothing that appeared to 
be suspicious on the part of that officer. He was knowing 
to the destruction of a ballot. Two were found stuck to- 
gether, and the Warden, the Clerk, and witness decided that 
they must have been thrown together, and one was accord- 
ingly destroyed. Did not see any loose ballots on the floor. 
It was a common occurrence to find names struck off the 
ballots and none inserted. It was not confined to Mr. Ris- 
teen’s name. Saw some ballots with a single pencil-mark 
across Risteen’s name; others had several marks. There 
might have been six and there might have been twelve such 
ballots, — that is, with Risteen’s name scratched off and no 
naine substituted. He did not see anything improper on the 
part of any of the ward officers on that day; if he had he 
should have reported it. The ballots were counted very 
carefully, and to the best of his knowledge and belief they 
were correctly counted. 

A. G. GREELEY, one of the Inspectors, was engaged most 
of the time during the day in checking names. He saw 
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nothing that. would lead him to suppose that there was 
anything wrong in the proceedings of the other ward 
officers. The tickets were pasted and scratched to an 
unusual-extent. Some names of Councilmen were scratched 
off and none substituted. He thought there were instances 
in the case of every Councilman where names were stricken 
off and none substituted. 

CHARLES A. Hackert, one of the Inspectors, saw noth- 
ing in the conduct of any of the other ward officers on that 
day that was not in accordance with their oath of office. 
There was more scratching on that day than he ever saw 
before. He saw quite a number of ballots with names 
erased and none substituted, quite a number with Risteen’s 
name stricken off; saw them after they were taken from the 
box and before they had been counted by the Warden. He 
could not say, positively, whether or not they had been in 
the Warden’s hands before he saw them. He saw them as 
he was engaged in straightening out the ballots on the table 
after they had been taken from the box. ‘Thinks he also 
saw some ballots with Rowe’s name stricken off and none 
substituted. 

Frrprerick G. Porr, the Warden, received the ballots 
from the boxes and counted them. As the different tickets 
were brought to his table from the several boxes, he 
arranged and counted them, marking the number, with his 
pencil, on the top ballot in each package. As new ballots 
were received, he added them to the packages before him 
and corrected the number, drawing his pencil through the 
old numbers. He remembered several instances where 
names were erased and no other names substituted. He 
remembered destroying one ticket. Two were found stuck 
together, not by any substance, but pressed together as 
when taken from the original package. He -called the 
attention of Mr. Wyman and Mr. Hopkins to them, and it 
was decided to destroy one and count one. He tore up one 
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and threw the pieces on the floor. They were both clean 
tickets. He didn’t know whether they were democratic or 
republican. He did not scratch Mr. Risteen’s name or any 
other man’s name, that day, on any ticket, except the one he 
cast himself. He voted the independent ticket, with Newton 
Talbot’s name at the head. Risteen’s name was not printed 
on that ticket. In keeping his accounts he used the pencil 
furnished by the city to the ward officers. Though the 
remembered seeing ballots with Risteen’s name stricken off 
and no other name substituted. Knew Risteen before the 
election and was a friend of his. At Risteen’s request, he 
(the witness) furnished him some republican tickets before 
the election, with the understanding that he would not 
erase Mr. Brackett’s name from them. Mr. Doherty offered 
him from five to twenty dollars for his pencil at one time 
during the day, but he knew it was only in joke. He went 
out and took a drink with Doherty afterwards. If he had 
been so disposed, he thought he could have erased names 
from the ballots without being discovered by the other 
ward officers or the voters. The loose ballots on the floor 
were those procured in the morning for the purpose of 
taking the names of candidates; and they were all marked 
null, or void. 

No. further evidence was offered; and with a brief state- 
ment from Mr. Brackett, whose seat is contested, and an 
argument by J. IF. Pickering, Esq., for the petitioners, the 
hearing was closed. 

It appeared to a majority of the Committee that the ques- 
tion of fraud was to be determined mainly by the appearance 
of the pencil-marks on the ballots, from which Mr. Risteen’s 
name had been erased. ‘The original ballots were, therefore, 
procured from the City Clerk, and submitted to a careful 
scrutiny. There are twenty-four ballots on which the pencil- 
marks are peculiar, and the Committee are unanimous in the 
opinion that those marks are made by one man. On twenty- 
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two of the ballots Risteen’s name is wholly or partially 
erased by a single stroke of the pencil. On many of 
these ballots the printed names of other candidates are 
erased, and other names printed or pasted on, evidently 
the work of individual voters using different pencils, and 
before Risteen’s name was erased in this peculiar manner. 
In order that this peculiarity may be fully understood, the 
ballots are submitted to the Council as a part of this re- 
port. 

It would have been hardly possible for Mr. Risteen’s name 
to have been so systematically scratched by one person in the 
ward-room before the ballots were deposited, without the fact 
coming to the knowledge of Mr. Risteen and his friends, who 
were on the alert in the immediate vicinity of the ballot- 
boxes during the day. ‘The ballots themselves show that the 
erasure was made after the individual voters had prepared the 
tickets to suit themselves; and if the erasure was made be- 
fore the tickets were deposited in the boxes, it must have 
been done by some person near the ballot-boxes, who took 
the tickets from the hands of the voters and erased a name 
to suit himself. If there had been such a person, why has 
he not come forward, or been brought forward, to testify to 
the fact? Or why has not some one of the twenty-four 
electors who had his ticket manipulated by this unknown in- 
dividual been willing to give information upon that point? 
On the other hand, the suspicions of at least five persons in 
the ward-room, as to the manner in which the Warden was 
using his pencil, are satisfactorily accounted for by the actual 
marks found on the ballots. 

There is another point deserving of some attention, 
namely, the destruction of a ballot by the Warden, with the 
concurrence of two other ward officers. Doubtless the offi 
cers who concurred in this act of destroying one of two bal- 
lots that they supposed had been cast together, were actuated 
by proper motives, and thought they were exercising a dis- 
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cretion vested in them by the statutes. Although it was 
proper for them to determine whether they would include 
one or both of the ballots in their returns, it was clearly im- 
proper for them to destroy any ballot after it had been de- 
posited in the box. The two ballots should have been 
enclosed in an envelope, a statement of the decision in rela- 
tion to them written on the back of the envelope, and de- 
posited in the sealed box sent to the City Clerk. 

The Committee are aware that it is not an uncommon thing 
for ward officers to destroy ballots under similar circum- 
stances, and they take this opportunity of calling attention 
to the danger which such a practice involves when exercised 
by inexperienced or unscrupulous persons. 

In view of all the evidence, a majority of the Committee 
are of the opinion that the charge of fraud in the election of 
Councilmen in Ward 10, at the last municipal election, has 
been proved. ‘The erasure of Mr. Risteen’s name in such a 
peculiar manner on such a large number of ballots can only 
be accounted for after the ballots were deposited in the boxes. 
The evidence is, to a certain extent, circumstantial, but it is 
complete. 

In the first examination of the ballots, when they were 
recounted upon the petition of Mr. Brackett and others, the 
members of the Committee had their attention attracted to 
these peculiar pencil-marks; but the question of fraud had 
not been raised, and the only question was upon the whole 
number of ballots thrown for the different candidates. It 
appeared from that recount that Mr. Brackett had one more 
vote than Mr. Risteen, and upon that finding Mr. Brackett 
was declared to have been duly elected. 

The charge of fraud having been substantiated in the 
manner described, that is, by the erasure of Mr. Risteen’s 
name on a certain number of ballots after they had been 
deposited in the boxes, it is clear that the seat belongs to 
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Mr. Risteen; and the passage of the accompanying pream- 
ble and resolution is, therefore, respectfully recommended. 
It should be stated that Mr. Emery, a member of this 
Committee from Ward 10, has not acted with the Commit- 
tee in this investigation.

The undersigned, a member of the Committee on Elec- 
tions, respectfully dissents from the conclusions arrived 
at by the majority, on the charge of fraud in the recent 
municipal election in Ward 10, and begs leave to state briefly 
his reasons therefor. 

The majority of the Committee find that the Warden, the 
presiding officer at the election, fraudulently erased the 
name of Frederick S. Risteen from a considerable number 
of ballots after they had been deposited in the ballot- 
boxes by the electors; and that he did this criminal act 
in the presence of a large number of persons who were 
watching all his movements, with an Inspector sitting beside 
him during the whole time, and a Clerk opposite to him and 
near enough to touch him. What is the evidence on which 
such a grave charge is sustained? Separated from the mass 
of irrelevant matter by which it has been surrounded, the 
material evidence may be stated in a very few words. 

Several vote-distributors, interested in the election of Mr. 
Risteen, observed the Warden marking with a pencil on the 
ballots. Although they were not in a position to see clearly 
what he was doing, he appeared to them to be drawing his 
pencil across the face of some of the ballots, instead of mak- 
ing figures on them. None of them saw him erase any 
name; one of them didn’t know which end of the pencil he 


drew across the ballots; and the portion of the ballot over 
13 
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which the pencil passed could not be definitely fixed by any 
one of them. 

No weight should be attached to the fact that more than 
one person thought the movements of the Warden’s pencil 
suspicious, because it would appear that the suspicions all 
emanated from one person. 

The fact that these suspicions were not acted upon sooner 
shows that they were not seriously entertained at the time. 
Mr. Risteen’s seat was contested ; the ballots were recounted ; 
Mr. Brackett was found to be entitled to the seat given by 
the returns of the ward officers to Mr. Risteen ; the Common 
Council gave the seat to Mr. Brackett, and it was not until 
a week after the whole question had been passed upon, that 
the suspicions entertained on election day were brought to 
the attention of the government. 

A good deal of stress is laid upon the peculiarity of the 
marks found on a certain number of ballots returned to the 
City Hall, and submitted as a part of the majority report. 
There is nothing unusual, or deserving of special considera- 
tion, in the fact that the names of certain candidates are 
erased and no other names substituted. Any one familiar 
with the proceedings of voters, and vote-distributors, on 
closely contested elections, knows that there is no limit to 
the variety of ways in which tickets are scratched for the 
purpose of securing particular results. Admitting that all 
these ballots —twenty-four in number— were marked by 
one person, it proves nothing that those interested in 
the election of Mr. Risteen did not see any such person 
marking the ballots before they were deposited. The 
peculiarity of the marks can be readily accounted for 
on the supposition that some individual, interested in secur- 
ing either the election of Mr. McNutt, Mr. Rowe, or Mr. 
Brackett, who were known to be running close to Mr. 
Risteen, had taken ballots from his friends as they approached 
the boxes, and, with their assent, hastily erased Mr. Ris- 
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teen’s name, with one stroke of the pencil, and handed the 
ballots back to them. In order to avoid attention, he would 
not have given much time to the different ballots; and this 
accounts for the peculiarity of the single mark. The irregu- 
larity of the mark—%in some instances covering the full 
name, in others only a portion of the name — can be accounted 
for in the most: natural way, by supposing that the person 
who did the marking held a number of ballots in his left 
hand for distribution; that he took a ballot from another 
person, and, placing it upon those in his left hand, drew his 
pencil across the name of Risteen. As the ballot did not 
rest on a hard substance it was lable to give way oc- 
casionally, causing the pencil to make an irregular mark. 
Had the ballots been lying on a table when the mark was 
made, the character of the mark would have been entirely 
different. 

All the other circumstances which have been con- 
sidered suspicious are explained in the fullest manner by the 
evidence of the ward officers. Two experienced ward 
officers, Mr. Hopkins and Mr. Wyman, who are entitled to 
full confidence, were with the Warden all day. They saw 
him take the different packages of ballots, and, after count- 
ing the number in each, place the figures upon the top ballot. 
When additional ballots of the same kind were received, the 
first number was crossed out, — accounting for the movement 
of the pencil across the ballot, —and the corrected number 
was put on. ‘The presence of loose ballots on the floor, if 
there were any, is satisfactorily accounted for. The other ward 
officers saw more or less of the Warden during the day, and 
saw nothing in the smallest degree suspicious on his part. 
If the Warden struck the names from ballots at different 
times during the day, those officers who sat beside him all 
the time would certainly have been as likely to see the act as 
persons outside the rail. The Warden himself says, on his 
oath, that he did not erase any name from any ballot on that 
election day, except the one ballot that he himself cast.

There is no sufficient motive shown on the Warden’s part to 
perform such a criminal act as he has been charged with. 
He was known to be friendly to Mr. Risteen, and it was 
understood that he was rather favorable than otherwise to his 
election. 

In regard to the destruction of a ballot by the Warden, 
with the concurrence of two of the ward officers, the 
undersigned fully concurs in the ‘comments made by the 
majority of the committee. Undoubtedly the ward officers 
acted as they did in this case through ignorance of their 
duty. However that may be, the ballot has been destroyed, 
and the only question is whether the ward officers had 
reasonable grounds for rejecting one ballot, and counting the 
other. After what they have stated, it is not pretended that 
their decision would have been reversed if both ballots had 
been preserved and sent to the City Hall. 

It appears, from this review of the testimony, that the 
charge of fraud rests almost wholly on circumstantial evi- 
dence, and that the chain of evidences by which it is sought 
to establish the charge is very defective. All the suspi- 
cious acts of the Warden have been accounted for in the 
most natural and reasonable way. The marks upon the 
ballots, by which Risteen’s name is erased, can be readily 
accounted for before the ballots were deposited; and as to 
the peculiarity of those marks, it is hardly possible to account 
for them in any other way than the one herein suggested, 
namely, that the ballot was held in the hand when the mark 
was made onit. That the person who made these marks, 
and the persons who voted the tickets, have failed to appear 
and give information of the fact is not surprising. They 
have not been sought for by any one; and no evidence has 
been presented in support of the charge of fraud, which 
would make it the duty of those persons to come forward 
voluntarily. 
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It appears to the undersigned that the petitioners have 
utterly failed to sustain theircharges. There is nota particle 
of testimony by which any fraudulent act can be definitely 
fixed upon the Warden, or any of the other ward officers, or 
any person whatever. The law presumes that every man is 
innocent until he is proved to be guilty. The charge against 
the Warden is a very grave one. Is it possible for any one 
to say, upon the evidence here presented, that it has been 
proved beyond a reasonable doubt? Has there been such a 
preponderance of evidence in support of the charge as would 
sustain it for a moment before any court in the country? No 
man’s life or reputation would be safe where such circumstan- 
tial evidence, as has been offered in this case, was accepted as 
sufficient to secure conviction. 

With these views as to the insufficiency of the evidence to 
sustain the allegations of fraud, the undersigned would re- 
spectfully recommend that the petitioners have leave to with- 
draw.

FIRST REPORT 


OF THE

BETWEEN 


BOSTON AND CAMBRIDGE. 


JANUARY, 1872. 


WITH A BRIEF HISTORICAL STATEMENT OF THE BRIDGES. 


CITY OF BOSTON. 


In conformity with the ordinance in relation to the care 
and maintenance of the bridges between Boston and Cam- 
bridge, the undersigned, the Commissioner on the part of 
Boston, respectfully submits a report to the City Council. 
The ordinance was adopted by the City Government of Bos- 
ton in May, 1871, and the bridges were transferred to the 
Joint Commission, by the City of Cambridge, on the first 
of June,— the Hon. Ezra Parmenter having been ap- 
pointed the Associate-Commissioner on the part of the latter 
city. 

As this is the first report of the Commissioners, it was 
thought advisable to have prepared a brief abstract of the 
history of the bridges, for reference in the future. 

Mr. Henry Manley, of the City Engineer’s office of Bos- 
ton, has, with much industry and judgment, collated some of 
the most important facts, which are herewith presented. 


WEST BOSTON AND CANAL BRIDGES. 


The “proprietors of West Boston Bridge” were incor- 
porated by the Legislature of 1792, and the act was ap- 
proved by John Hancock, then Governor, March 9th of that 
year. 

By this act, the proprietors were empowered to build a 
bridge and causeway from the westerly part of Boston, near 
the Pest House, so called, to Pelham’s Island in Cambridge ; 
and were also required to make and maintain a good road 
from Pelham’s Island aforesaid to the Cambridge road. The 
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bridge to be not less than 40 feet wide; to have a foot-way 
on each side; railings on the outside of the bridge, and also 
railings between the foot-ways and carriage-way ; and to be 
lighted with lamps, the same distance apart as provided for 
Charles River Bridge, to be kept burning till midnight. A 
draw to be built with a clear opening of 30 feet for the pas- 
sage of vessels; the whole to be kept in good repair, and in 
40 years to be surrendered to the Commonwealth in like 
good repair. To pay to Harvard College £300 per annum 
for the purpose of defraying the expenses of tuition of indi- 
gent scholars; to collect tolls for 40 years at the rate of two- 
thirds of a penny for a foot-passenger, two and two-thirds of 
a penny for one person and horse, and eight pence for a 
horse and chaise, chair or sulky; coaches, phaetons, and 
curricles, one shilling each, etc. | 

In June, of the same year, the charter was continued for 
70 years, and the annual payment to Harvard College re- 
duced to £200, and to continue for 70 years. 

Work on the causeway was commenced July 15th, 1792; 
work on wooden bridge was commenced April 6th, 1793, 
and the bridge was opened for trave] Nov. 23d, 1793. 

The bridge and road controlled by the corporation ex- 
tended from about the corner of South Russell street, in Bos- 
ton, to the Universalist Church, corner of Main and Front 
streets, in Cambridge. The wooden bridge was supported 
by 180 pile-piers, 19} feet apart, making 3,483 feet in 
length; bridge over the cove 275 feet long, causeway 3,344 
feet long, and “abutment” on Boston side 874 feet, making 
a total length of structure of 7,189} feet. The causeway - 
had a retaining wall on either side, with capstone and rail, 
and a canal was dug 30 feet wide on each side in Cambridge, 
and on the north side in Boston. 

The wooden structure was a plank bridge on pine piles, 
which were soon destroyed by worms, and were replaced by 
oak as fast as was “consistent with economy and prudence.” 
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The first cost of bridge and causeway was about £23,000. 
The wood work of the bridge was built in seven and one- 
half months, and, considering that all piles were driven by 
hand-power, the progress made was very creditable to the 
builders. A Mr. Whitney was the principal contractor, and 
the superintendents on the part of the proprietors were 
Mungo Mackey and Henry Prentiss. 

The “Chronicle” newspaper of Nov. 27, 1793, has this 
notice : — 

“The West Boston Bridge was opened on Saturday last 
for passengers. This bridge, for length, elegance, and 
grandeur, is not exceeded by any in the United States, if in 
any part of the world.” 

The “ Columbian Centinel” of the same day says : — 

“The bridge at West Boston was opened to passengers, 
etc., on Saturday last. The elegance of the workmanship, 
and the magnitude of the undertaking, are perhaps un- 
equalled in the history of enterprises. We hope the propri- 
etors will not suffer pecuniary loss from their public spirit. 
They have a claim on the liberality and patronage of the 
government, and to these claims government will not be 
inattentive.” 

Canal Bridge was incorporated by an act approved Feb- 
ruary 26, 1808, and it is provided that the shares may be 
held, one-third by individual proprietors of the Middlesex 
Canal Corporation, one-third by individual proprietors of the 
Newburyport Turnpike Corporation, and one-third by 
Andrew Cragie, and his associates. The bridge to be built 
from the end of Leverett street, in Boston, to the east end of 
Lechmere’s Point, and thence to Barrell’s Point, in Charles- 
town. To be two.draws, with water-ways of 30 feet each, 
and draw-piers, 150 feet long; the bridge to be not less than 
40 feet wide, with a foot-way on each side, divided from the 
drive-way by suitable railings; lamps to be not more than 
50 feet apart, and to burn until midnight. The Middlesex 
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Canal Corporation have authority to erect on either or both 
sides of said bridge, such locks and other works as may be 
necessary for conducting the boats of said corporation, for 
the whole length of the bridge. The corporation to collect 
toll for 70 years from the completion of the bridge, 
and then to surrender the bridge to the Commonwealth in 
good repair. Every vessel, except pleasure, craft, passing 
up through the draw, if over twenty tons’ burden, to receive 
ten cents per ton of her measurement. [This clause was 
repealed January 25, 1820. | 

The same act provides that West Boston Brides may 
collect tolls for 70 years from the completion of Canal 
bridge, and shall continue to pay the annuity of $666.66 to 
Harvard College for the same time. 

The Legislature of 1824 granted the West Boston Bridge 
Corporation, the privilege of building a turnpike from 
Cambridge to Watertown, crossing the Charles River by a 
bridge to Brighton, and again from Brighton to Watertown, 
and of collecting tolls on the same. ‘This was built at a cost 
of about $35,000, $5,000 of which was contributed by 
persons in Cambridgeport. It was an act of self-defence, as 
the Mill Dam Corporation had succeeded in securing a right 
to build a turnpike to Watertown, in opposition to the 
wishes and interests of the West Boston Bridge, thereby 
securing a shorter road to Boston than any existing by way 
of West Boston Bridge; but by also building a turnpike, 
they succeeded in dividing the travel and tolls with the 
Mill Dam Corporation. 

As early as 1828, the Legislature considered the subject 
of buying and freeing all the bridges over Charles River, 
but no definite action was taken until 1836, when the 
Hancock Free Bridge Company was incorporated with 
power to build a new bridge to Cambridge, and also liberty 
to buy West Boston Bridge, if they could; in which ease it 
was to become free ; but if they bought West Boston Bridge, 
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then the authority to construct a new one was recalled. 
This scheme, however, fell through, but ten years later, in 
1846, it was revived, and a new corporation of the same 
name chartered, with the same power to build a bridge, and 
also to buy West Boston and Canal Bridges at a valuation by 
three disinterested men, and power to collect tolls, until the 
members of the corporation were repaid their capital with 
six per cent. interest, and a fund of $100,000 surplus had 
accumulated if West Boston Bridge only was_ bought, 
$50,000, if Canal Bridge only, or $150,000 if both were 
bought ; when the funds and bridges were to be turned over 
to the Commonwealth. 

This arrangement went into operation, $75,000 being paid 
for West Boston, and $60,000 for Canal Bridge; and for 
twelve years the bridges were in the hands of the Hancock 
Free Bridge Corporation, working out their own freedom. 

In 1852 Canal Bridge was thoroughly repaired ; new piles 
being driven where needed, a large part of the superstruc- 
ture renewed, and the bridge paved. 

In 1854 West Boston Bridge was entirely rebuilt, the 
old bridge all taken away; 740 feet on the Cambridge end 
filled and made solid, and a short length at the Boston end 
filled, leaving the abutments where they now are. The 
wooden bridge was built wholly new, 50 feet wide; a new 
draw built in its present position, and the bridge left in its 
present form. | 

The bridge was closed to travel between May Ist and Nov. 
21st, 1854. The builders were Messrs. Bixby & Cole, of 
Boston. The draw was built by Messrs. Stone & Harris, of 
Springfield. 

The Legislature of 1857 authorized the transfer of the 
bridges to Cambridge, whenever the fund should amount to 
$100,000; the City of Cambridge, in consideration of the 
fund, agreeing to maintain them free public avenues forever. 


The Bridge Corporation to pay Brighton $6,500, and 
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Brighton to support the bridges in that town, on the Water- 
town turnpike; to pay Watertown $5,000, and Watertown 
to support the bridge on the turnpike within its limits. This 
arrangement was carried out, and on February Ist, 1858, 
West Boston and Canal Bridges were formally declared free 
public avenues. ‘The occasion.was celebrated by the govern- 
ment and citizens of Cambridge by a salute, procession over 
the bridges, decorations, and general public rejoicing. 

The bridges remained in the custody of the City of Cam- 
bridge until 1870. 

In May, 1869, the Legislature ordered draws built in lei 
bridge, with openings for vessels, 44 feet wide. In 1870 
the Legislature passed an Act, transferring the care of these 
bridges from the City of Cambridge to two Commissioners, 
one to be chosen by Cambridge, and one by Boston; the 
fund to be divided between Cambridge and Boston, in such 
proportion as three Commissioners, chosen by the Governor, 
should determine, and the future expense of maintenance to 
be borne by the two cities in like proportion. These Com- 
missioners decided that the fund should be equally divided. 
This was done, and Cambridge paid to Boston $65,048.50, 
one-half the fund and accumulations. The same Act declares 
that the new draw openings shall be 38 feet in width, but 
this was afterwards changed to 36 feet. 

Extensive repairs have been made on West Boston Bridge, 
during 1871, under the direction of the Commissioners. The 
bridge structure, in their hands, consists of a pile bridge 
2,044} feet long, including a turn-table draw 120 feet long, 
with a length of 741 feet of solid filling on the Cambridge 
end; the City of Cambridge having accepted the causeway 
as a public way, to the old abutment, as it existed in 1853, 
shown on the ground now by a set-back in the retaining wall, 
at a distance of 741 feet from the present abutment at the 
Cambridge end. ‘The pile bridge is supported by 109 piers, 
of 10 piles each, and 6 intermediate piers, of 6 piles each. 
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These piers are 18 feet apart, on an average, and are capped 
with double-girder caps of white pine 7” x 14”. On these 
caps are white pine stringers 7’ x 14”, placed about 17” 
apart on centres; on these rest white pine plank 6” thick, 
covered with marsh mud 6” thick; then gravel and paving. 
On the sides of the bridge are built up bulkheads 10” thick, 
21 feet high, of white pine, and so built that air circulates 
around the timbers; and to the bulkhead is fastened a sub- 
stantial railing. The roadway is 36 feet wide, and there are 
two sidewalks, each 7 feet wide, making the bridge 50 feet 
wide in all. The sidewalks’ are paved with bricks through- 
out. 

From the Boston end to the draw, the roadway is paved 
with Warren wooden paving; from the draw to the Cam- 
bridge end of the pile bridge, with Nicholson wooden pav- 
ing, and the solid filling is paved with small granite blocks. 

The draw is the one built in 1854, a centre-pivot, turn-ta- 
ble, double-opening draw, 120 feet long, 50 feet wide, and 
has been repaired, slightly, this season. The openings for 
vessels are 30 feet 7” and 30 feet 5” wide. The draw-piers 
are each 200 feet long. 

The repairs made on the bridge this season are as fol- 
lows : — 

Three intermediate pile-piers have been driven between 
the draw and the Boston abutment. 

The bottom in this part of the bridge is very soft, and the 
weight of mud, gravel, and stone-paving had caused some of 
the piers to settle; there is, however, at about 40 feet 
from the surface of the bridge, a stratum of harder material, 
and on this the new piles rest. 

There has been an entirely new bulkhead built on both 
sides of the bridge, and also a substantial planed and painted 
railing. The roadway has been all paved with new materi- 
als, the edgestones reset, and sidewalks repaved, new bulk- 
heads to the draw-opening built, the pier on which the draw- 
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tender’s house stands repaired, newly covered with stringers 
and plank, the sides and top of the draw-pier planked, and 
partly stringered; eight new catch-basins, for surface drain- 
age, dug in the solid filling; new fender-guards built at the 
openings of the draw; and the cap-stones of the wall on the 
solid filling reset. 

Canal Bridge is 1,268 feet long from abutment to abutment, 
has a leaf-draw, with an opening for vessel 31 ft. 10” 
wide, and a width of roadway of 36 feet. 

When the bridge was repaired, in 1852, many piles were 
left that had been there from its building, and many there 
now have settled from the weight of ‘gravel and paving. 
The caps of the piles are generally in good condition; some 
are not; some of the stringers are broken, and most of them 
are bent by the excessive weight they carry; the coveriug 
plank is good; the bulkheads and railing are very rotten and 
unsafe; the cobble-stone paving. needs relaying, or renewal 
with different material; the draw-piers are in a dilapidated 
condition, but if the position of the draw is changed, they 
become useless ; the Cambridge abutment is in bad condition, 
and there is a wooden bulkhead at the Boston end of the 
bridge, which should be replaced with a wall. 

The bridge was built 40 feet wide, and when repaired, in 
1852, it was left the same width, but sincé then a sidewalk 
has been added from the draw to the Cambridge end, on the 
southerly side 10 feet in width. 

Bridge street, the Cambridge approach to the bridge, is 
75 feet wide, and Leverett street, at the Boston end, is 40 
feet wide. 
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When the bridges passed under the control of the Com- 
missioners, they were found in a very dilapidated condition. 
Temporary repairs were at once made on both, to render 
them safe for public travel. Extensive and permanent im- 
provements were soon after commenced on the West Boston 
Bridge, which occupied several months. A detailed account 
of the work done is presented in preceding pages. In the 
spring the bridge will be lighted with gas, and other im- 
provements completed. It was thought best to postpone the 
erection of a new draw, until the draws on the bridges below 
were completed, so that we might avail ourselves of the ex- 
periences which would be gained by their construction, and 
save the large expense at the present time. As the width 
and character of the draws over Charles River has been a 
fruitful subject of legislative action for a few years past, and 
as no doubt it will be further considered at the present ses- 
sion and a permanent policy adopted, no material change has 
been made in this part of the structure. The chronic com- 
plaint of passengers over the bridge who are delayed by the 
opening of the draw is, to a certain degree, still heard ; 
efforts will be made earlyin the next season, by an alteration 
in the machinery, to make an improvement in this respect. 
If vessels going through were required to employ tug-boats, 
as at Chicago and ‘other cities, much time would be saved. 
The vexatious delays are often occasioned by the warping of 
them through by hand. 


The present condition of Cragie’s, or Canal Bridge, is a re- 
proach and disgrace alike to Boston and Cambridge, and re- 
quires a radical improvement, even to the construction possi- 
bly of almost a new structure. There is nowhere presented 
a more significant sign of the commercial prosperity of the 
metropolis, and the corresponding increase of the business of 
its sister city, than is seen in the crowded condition of this 
important thoroughfare. A bridge in this locality should be 
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of a most substantial character. The present structure is 
old and narrow, and totally inadequate to the service to which 
it is devoted. The Commissioners have now under consid- 
eration a plan for its reconstruction. The cost will necessa- 
rily be large, absorbing probably all the balance of the pres- 
ent bridge fund, and requiring from,each city an additional 
appropriation. Public safety, as well as public convenience, 
seem to call, as soon as the season opens, for a prompt com- 
mencement of this enterprise. 

In connection with the reconstruction of this bridge, 
arrangements should be made for the widening of Leverett 
street on the Boston side. ‘To this subject the attention of the 
Street Commissioners has already been informally called. 
As has been stated in another place, while the Cambridge 
approach to the bridge is 75 feet, on the Boston side it 
is only 40 feet. This matter, of course, is not within 
the jurisdiction of the Bridge Commissioners, but they deem 
it their duty to call the special attention of the city authori- 
ties of Boston to it with the suggestion that the coming 
season would seem to be a fitting opportunity to undertake 
the work, as other improvements in the vicinity are in con- 
templation. 

Appended to this report is a statement from the City 
Auditor of the payments made on account of the bridges by 
the City of Boston, from June Ist, 1871, to Jan. Ist, 1872, 
together with a statement from the draw-tenders of the 
number of times the draws were opened during the last year.

It will be noticed that the largest item of cost over the 
original estimate is for the removal of earth, it being 
$145,000.00 more than the amount provided in the loan. It 
is very evident that the original estimate of $100,000.00 was 
an inadequate sum to provide for this purpose, there being 
about 445,000 cubic yards of earth to be removed at that time. 
But it was the intention of the committee that reported this 
amount ($100,000.00), that a large proportion of the cost 
of removing the earth would be charged to and paid for 
from other appropriations ; such, for instance, as the Atlantic- 
avenue and Suffolk-street District Loans. This, in fact, fell 
far short of that supposition, as about two-thirds of the whole 
cost will be paid from the Fort Hill loan. 

The cost of filling the Atlantic-avenue docks, $127,198.95, 
has been charged to the Fort Hill loan. ‘The special act of 
the Legislature authorizes the city to assess this expense 
upon the land so filled. When the cost of filling shall be 
paid by the owners of the docks, the revenue derived from 
this source will be credited to the Fort Hill loan, and added 
to the Sinking Fund. 

The amount of frauds committed by contractors by misap- 


* Not included in original estimate. 
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propriating the earth removed from Fort Hill, the committee 
are unable to estimate ; but whatever it may be, the Fort Hill 
loan has been but little, if any, affected thereby. 

The purchase of whole estates was not provided for in the 
original loan. But in the settlement of damages with parties, - 
it was found to be for the interest of the city to make these 
purchases ; and about $101,000.00 has been expended for this 
purpose, for twenty-seven estates, above the amount of damages 
awarded to those estates. A large amount of revenue will be 
derived from these estates when sold, which will be credited 
to this loan, and added to the Sinking Fund. 

The cost of land taken and damages to estates will exceed 
the original estimate about $60,000.00. This includes all 
settlements to be made hereafter, and is an increase of about 
six and one-half per cent. above the amount awarded ; which 
compares very favorably with settlements that have ing? 
made in other localities. | 

No estimate was made for. damages to estates which were 
taken possession of by the city, the buildings demolished, 
and the lots lowered to the new grade of the territory. This 
was done under authority of a special act of the Legislature, 
and $53,300.00 has been expended for this purpose. There 
is but one remaining claim of this nature left unpaid, for 
which $1,500.00 was awarded. 

The original estimate for paving was for cobble-stones ; but it 
has been since deemed advisable to use granite blocks instead 3 
and this adds considerably to the cost of that item. It also 
appears that the cost of building the sidewalks on the Fort 
Hill territory, the paving of Broad street dpposite Atlantic 
avenue, and the extension of Wendell street to Broad street, 
were not included in the first estimate. This will account 
for the excess in the cost of paving. 

The extension of Wendell street to Broad street and widen- 
ing of Broad street near Washington avenue were improve- 
ments carried out after the general plan of Fort Hill was 
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adopted ; and therefore no provision was made for their cost, 
which was, for land taken and damage to estates, about 
$55,000.00. 

There will be a saving to this loan, in the items of sewers 
and street gas-lights, of $20,500.00. The special act of the 
Legislature authorizes the cost of the sewers to be assessed 
upon the abuttors in the usual manner; and for this reason 
it has been deemed expedient not to charge the cost of the 
sewers to the Fort Hill Loan. As the street gas-lights will 
be put up gradually, as they are wanted, and that department 
has had the benefit of the old ones that have been removed, 
the cost of the new gas-lights will not be charged to this loan. 

In the above statement the committee have briefly shown 
why the present loan is exhausted, and an additional one 
asked for. ‘The increased cost of this project is a matter of 
necessity rather than of choice, as it was inaugurated by 
a former City Council; and it only remains for the pres- 
ent government to carry it out to completion. 

The amount to be provided for, as before shown, is $302,- 
502.56; but, to cover all contifgencies, the committee would 
recommend the passage of the accompanying order, making 
an additional loan of $325,000.00. 

This request for an additional loan has received the ap- 
proval of the Special Committee on Fort Hill Improvement, 
and the Joint Standing Committee on Streets.

The undersigned, Commissioner of Charles River and 
Warren Bridges on the part of the City of Boston, in con- 
formity with the Ordinance, respectfully submits the follow- 
ing 

REPORT. 

Since his appointment on the 22d of May, 1871, the 
Commissioner has had occasion to make several communica- 
tions to the City Council detailing the condition of the 
bridges, which he deems it unnecessary to recapitulate in 
this report. 

CHARLES River Brine, which was frequently closed to 
public travel in consequence of the breaking of the machinery 
of the draw, has been altered so as to relieve the draw of the 
weight of about sixty tons, and since these improvements 
were made, there has been no interruption to the travel, nor 
any expense incurred for repairs. ‘Before the alterations, 
the time required to open and shut the draw and allow a 
vessel to pass through was from ten to twelve minutes; at 
this time the average time is five minutes, the draw being 
moved on or off in less than a minute; formerly it required 
from three to four minutes. The improvement of the draw 
has therefore resulted in a gain of over thirty-two days, of 
twenty-four hours each, in the interruption to public travel 
over this bridge. The whole expense was about $6,500; 
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but it included a thorough removal of the piles and sheathing 
of the draw-way, which was much needed; and all this por- 
tion of the bridge is now in thorough order, and, with the 
exception of the repairs to the fender guards, for which 
appropriation has been already made, and the painting of the 
bridge railing and the buildings, no unusual expense will be 
required at present. 

The whole number of vessels passed through Charles River 
draw from January 1 to December 31, 1871, was 9,228. 


WARREN BRIDGE. 


By the Acts of the Legislature, the draw in Warren 
Bridge, which is now thirty feet seven and a half inches 
wide, is required to have a clear opening of thirty-six feet. 

In consequence of the location of the siphon of the Water 
Works, it willbe necessary to take away the piling on both sides 
of the draw. As the bulkheads will require renewal, and much 
of the superstructure of this bridge will require extensive re- 
pairs, together with a new draw in lieu of the present, an. 
appropriation will be necessary. The Commissioner, how- 
ever, will omit further allusion to the condition and needs of 
this bridge until the examination, plans, and estimates, now 
being made, are completed, when the result will be submitted 
to the City Council, in the response of the Commissioner to 
the Auditor’s circular in regard to the amount of appropria- 
tion required for the fiscal year. 

The number of vessels passed through Warren Bridge 
draw from January 1 to December 31, 1871, was 7,123. 

In February the draw of the Fitchburg Railroad was closed, 
and only eight vessels passed through’ Warren Bridge during 
that month.

This 
did not include the payments for those estates surrendered to 
the city, which are outside of the line of streets widened or 
extended.

To His Honor the Mayor and the City Council of the City 
of Boston: — 


The memorial of the undersigned, a committee of the 
inhabitants of the town of Brighton, chosen by a vote, a 
copy of which is annexed, passed at a town meeting held on 
the tenth day of January current, respectfully asks your aid 
in obtaining from the General Court the passage of a proper 
Act to annex to the City of Boston the territory now lying 
within the town of Brighton, and between that town and the 
present westerly line of the City of Boston. 

In presenting this request, we do not seek to disguise the 
many and great benefits which will accrue to our town from 
the proposed measure. A System of drainage and of streets, 
better protection against fire, a plentiful supply of water, — 
whenever the city shall obtain such supply for itself, — an 
increased value of our real estate, and an opportunity to be 
represented and have a voice in the management of the 
affairs of the city, in the prosperity of which our own is now 
in fact identified, are among the substantial advantages 
which we shall gain, and which we believe will more than 
compensate us for the increased burden of taxation which 
the duty of bearing our share of the city expenses will im- 
pose upon us. 

But we do not feel that our gain will be a loss to the city. 
The territory to be added to the city is already needed. The 
growth of the city westwardly is already assured. That that 
growth should be symmetrical is of the first importance to 


has 
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you. Under the present want of system, no less than five 
different public boards are authorized to lay out highways on 
portions of the territory between Charles street and the 
Newton line. No uniform rule in regard to the assessment 
of betterments obtains. Besides these hindrances to the 
adoption of any plan whatever for public improvements, 
each individual speculator carries out his own projects on 
land controlled by him, and builds up a village upon narrow 
lanes and alleys. If this goes on ten years longer, what will 
then be the new part of Boston will be a labyrinth, to find 
a parallel to which the oldest portions of our oldest cities 
might be explored in vain. It is believed that every other 
large city in the United States has already made provision 
against so unfortunate a result by acquiring and laying out 
sufficient territory not only for its present but its future 
wants. 

Your system of drainage also would seem to require that 
the city should control at least the southerly bank of Charles 
River, as far as the tide ebbs and flows. Since the filling up 
of the Back Bay lands, the preservation of the channel of 
the river has become of increased consequence. The whole 
territory between Newton and Boston must of necessity be 
drained into the river. The low lands on its southern bank 
are already in great part taken up for business of kinds 
which cannot fail, unless carefully regulated, to defile the 
stream. Such regulation can hardly be looked for from 
town authorities. The importance of these considerations to 
the health and comfort of the citizens of Boston cannot be 
overestimated. 

If we regard the land itself which it is designed to annex, 
it is not too much to say that is unsurpassed for natural 
beauty of landscape, and in capacity for a large population, 
by any of the suburbs of the city. Arrangements already 
in progress will, before annexation can possibly be complete, 
have removed whatever has heretofore rendered many parts 


———— ee - 
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of our town undesirable for habitation. And in this connec- 
tion it will be observed that what has been heretofore a 
hindrance to the growth of our town will be a positive gain 
to the city, in that there has been left, within six miles of 
the City Hall, so large an extent of land comparatively un- 
improved, and over which the city will be able to devise and 
carry out its own plan of development. You have already 
an investment of several millions in the Chestnut Hill Res- 
ervoir, and the driveway and lands about it. You cannot 
but desire that the approaches to that crowded resort should 
conform in character to the place itself. The town of 
Brighton has, during the past two years, made a liberal 
expenditure to comply with the demands of the public travel 
in this direction; and it is but fair to say that that expendi- 
ture was made more for the accommodation and pleasure of 
the people of Boston than for our own. ‘The effect of the 
work done at Chestnut Hill has been to crowd our streets 
more than ever with light vehicles, for the safety of which, 
and of their occupants, wide and smooth roads are necessary. 
It is obvious that the burden of building and maintaining 
such avenues must be greatly disproportionate to the size 
and population of the town. 

In one other very important respect the interests of the 
city and town are identical. ‘The question of the meat sup- 
ply of the community has, of late, attracted much of the 
attention of the city government, as of right it should. A 
due regard to the public health demands that the meat food 
of the people should be obtained from animals killed in the 
neighborhood, where both animals and meat can be subjected 
to proper inspection, and where the dealers in unwholesome 
food can be readily detected and punished. The arrange- 
ments already referred to for the consolidation of the busi- 
ness of slaughtering, while they will do away with the old, 
widely scattered, and offensive buildings in which the trade 
has so long been carried on, will yet provide a place for its 
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exercise quite near the city, and where inspection will be 
easy. Provision for such inspection is, it is true, already 
made by law. But that which would remove all suspicion 
from the minds of consumers, in regard to the quality of the 
food they eat, would be a knowledge that the city could, by 
proper municipal health regulations, take under its own 
supervision the whole traffic, from the moment the live ani- 
mal leaves the cars to the time its meat is bought for con- 
sumption. And this result would be, if possible, yet more 
advantageous to the dealers in cattle and meat, than to any 
others ; since while this feeling of distrust continues, dealers 
are liable at any time to suffer great loss from an unfounded 
panic in the market. And no honest dealer can possibly 
have any fear of the most rigid inspection. 

We are aware that a compliance with the prayer of our 
petition will require the annexation to Boston of a part of 
Brookline, and that- many influential citizens of that town 
are opposed to the measure. We should expect their obvi- 
ous interest would lead them to a different opinion, but their 
present attitude has led us to reserve for the last a sugges- 
tion which it seems to us ought to be conclusive. It is that 
the immediate annexation to the city of the territory which 
is needed for its growth is a duty which they who have a 
voice in shaping the policy of to-day owe to those who are 
to follow them. No community has a right, for the sake of 
preventing an increase of taxation now, to take a course 
which must hereafter make the city crowded, unsightly and 
unhealthy. This duty is so paramount that it ought to out- 
weigh any apparently adverse considerations arising from a 
comparison of present local gains or losses; it is so clear 
that it has only to be stated to receive the assent of every 
candid mind.’ The movement in favor of annexation in 
Brookline and West Roxbury attests its force. Has not the 
city aright to demand from the public spirit of the citizens 
of the three towns, a concession to the necessities of a large 
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‘population, even if an apparent self-interest might prompt 
many of those citizens to refuse that concession? 
We have not, in this presentation of our request for your 
approval of our petition, attempted to state anything new. 
We have omitted many reasons that might be urged in be- 
half of the measure proposed. Least of all have we designed 
to answer all objections that might be raised. We have 
desired, without going into matters of detail, to perform the 
duty imposed upon us by the vote of the town, and urge 
upon your favorable attention these considerations of our 
subject, which are generally allowed to have weight, and 
which might be expected to call forth your active co-opera- 
tion with the efforts of our town to accomplish what, we be- 
lieve to be a great public benefit.

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SUPERINTENDENT OF PRINTING. 
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By request of the Committee on Printing of 1871, on whose 
recommendation this department was established, and with 
the approval of the present Committee on Printing, the un- 
dersigned respectfully submits to the respective branches of 
the City Government the following

The Ordinance creating the department was reported from 
the Committee June 12, 1871, and duly passed. The under- 
signed was elected to his office in July, and entered on his 
duties on the following first day of August. 

A new contract for doing the City Printing was made June 
23d, 1871, for three years from the first day of July follow- 
ing, with Messrs. Rockwell and Churchill. The transactions 
under this contract, for the month prior to August Ist, were 
under the supervision of the Committee; but are comprised 
in the statistics presented in this report. The Committee 
were Aldermen Samuel Talbot, jr., and Henry L. Pierce; 
and Messrs. Joseph H. Barnes, Barney Hull, and William J. 
Smith, of the Council. 


THE ORGANIZATION 


Of the working system of the new department was a subject 
of careful consideration. The provisions of the Ordinance 
were fully examined ; and the existing Contract for the Print- 
ing thoroughly studied. 


s So) ee ete oe ee ee 
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The Ordinance assigns to the Superintendent the reception 
and supervision of all Requisitions for Printing and Binding, 
and all Requisitions for Stationery, from all departments of 
the City Government; and the purchase and supply to the 
printers, of all the paper and other stock required for the 
city work. 

The several requirements for thus furnishing Printing, 
Stationery, and Stock are continuous, usually in small 
amounts and very various kinds, and requiring prompt at- 
tention and dispatch. 

The Accounts resulting from these three branches of com- 
plicated trade transactions are (1) with a number of Sta- 
tioners, Paper Dealers, the Printing contractors, and others ; 
and (2) with the respective Appropriation accounts of the 
city, to which each item of Printing, Stationery, or Stock, is 
properly chargeable. . 

The Statistical Table, on a subsequent page, will indicate 
in part the character of these accounts. 

The system of Books adopted’ in organizing the Depart- 
ment comprises — | 

I. A Journal, in serial volumes, for the entry and-num- 
bering of —(1) All Requisitions for Printing and Binding 
— (2) All Requisitions for Stationery — (3) All Orders for 
Printing Stock — (4) Orders for Stationery (given for 
economical supply of detached items in Requisitions) — (5) 
Occasional Inventories of Printing Stock on supply at the 
office of the Printing Contractors and elsewhere — (6) Occa- 
sional Inventories of Stationery on hand for supplies by the 
Superintendent — 

II. A Ledger, in serial volumes, kept by double entry, 
containing accounts with parties supplying Printing, Station- 
ery, and Stock; and of the respective City Appropriations ; 
also artificial Aggregate Accounts of Printing, Stationery, 
and Stock, constantly showing their progressive amounts — 

II. A Stock Book, in serial volumes, in which the Print- 
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ing Contractors are charged with all Stock delivered to them 
for City work, and credited with the amount each Requisi- 
tion for Printing requires, graded to a single sheet; com- 
prising all the varieties of Papers, Cards, Envelopes, ete. 
used in the city work — 

IV. Files of Stationery Requisitions and Receipts, in 
serial volumes, with reference notations to Bills giving the 
items of cost — 

V. Files of Stock and Stationery Orders, in serial vol- 
umes, with reference notations to Bills giving items of cost — 

VI. Files of Bills, in serial volumes, with reference nota- 
tions to Stationery Requisitions and Stock Orders they 
supply — ; 

VII. Books of Samples of City Printing, in serial volumes, 
and Packages of Books and Pamphlets, intended to comprise 
specimens of all the City work, with reference notations to 
the Requisitions they supply — 

VIII. Records of the Committee on Printing, kept by the 
Superintendent as clerk of the Committee ex officio. 

This System of Books enables the Superintendent to ren- 
der bills from parties supplying Stationery, Stock, Printing 
and Binding, etc., against the Departments to which the re- 
spective Appropriations belong, giving details of each Requi- 
sition by its Number, and referring to Samples, Orders, and 
vouchers, on file in his department, for the inspection of the 
officers to whose final revision the Bills are submitted, after 
receiving the Superintendent’s certification of correctness, 
and the approval of the Committee on Printing. 


THE PRINTING CONTRACT. 


This document retains substantially the form it has borne 
for many years past. Some of its provisions relate to kinds 
of paper that have long gone out of manufacture; while it 
omits to provide for other kinds of more recent date. The 
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provision for the Voting Lists applies to sixty forms, an 
ancient number, failing to provide for the thirty-two addi- 
tional forms resulting from the growth of the city in our 
modern time. Other defects exist; rates by the ream, and 
rates by the quire, conflicting in some of the contract pro- 
visions. 

But notwithstanding these difficulties, the general tenor 
and the classified details of the contract are, in the estimation 
of the Superintendent, clear and conclusive, and furnish im- 
perative rules for him in the certification of the printing 
accounts. It is, however, to be observed, that the Printing 
Contract relates to one of the most intricate of industrial pur- 
suits; among whose craftsmen much diversity of judgment 
naturally arises, and presenting no basis to persons unac- 
quainted with the business for determining questions relating 
thereto. 

It is not, therefore, surprising, that usages have probably 
prevailed under the printing contract, essentially varying 
from the original intent and purpose for which it was made. 
As a consequence of such usages, probably, questions at once 
arose between the new contractors and the Superintendent, 
at the beginning of his official term, concerning the contract 
provisions. These questions became irreconcilable between 
the two parties, and required a long investigation, and final 
exercise of the powers of the Committee for their ultimate 
settlement. After labored investigation and inquiry by a 
sub-committee, a “ basis of adjustment ”.of the disputed points 
was submitted, which received the sanction of the Committee, 
and was accepted by the contractors as conclusive in constru- 
ing the contract. 

One subject of disagreement, however, remained at the 
close of the official term of the last Committee. This relates 
to compensation for the storage of City Stock and accounting 
for the same, (with some connecting considerations, ) and as 
this continues unadjusted, (acceptably to the contractors, ) it 
does not enter into the statistics of this Report. 
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The samples of the city printing, filed in this department, 
show the work to be well done, and so far as is known to the 
Superintendent, it is promptly and satisfactorily executed 
and delivered. 

No mistakes have occurred, known to the Superintendent, 
involving the loss of a cent to the city. 


STATISTICS AND RESULTS. 


The Committee on Printing, in recommending the formation 
of this department, say: “The total expenditures for print- 
ing, binding, and stationery, during the last financial year, 
amounted to something over $90,000. Of this sum about 
$63,000 were paid under the contract for printing, and 
$20,000 were expended for stationery and blank books.” 

The amount “paid under the contract for printing,” com- 
prised the charges for paper and other stock, which was sup- 
plied by the former printing contractors. 

The data for comparison between the new and the former 
systems, in some respects do not exist, in consequence of 
the differences in the systems. The comparative cost of print- 
ing, or stock, separately, cannot be stated ; but the combined 
aggregates are available for comparison.

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The proportion which the above amount will bear to the 
expenditures of the year, there is no convenient mode of 
ascertaining. The amount of the unfinished work in the 
printing office at the close of the six and a half months, and 
the proportion of stock for the same, increases the sum total 
by that unknown amount, for comparison. The Auditor’s 
Report, the Municipal Register, and some of the larger Doc- 
uments, will increase the proportional cost for the remaining 
part of the year. But taking all the known elements into 
consideration, it is quite evident that a very large percentage 
of saving will ensue for the year, compared with the expen- . 
ditures for the last financial year, which were as follows, as 
stated in the Auditor’s Report.

as the cost of the contract Printing and Binding, Stock, and 
Stationery, for the last financial year. 

The expenditures for the year ending July Ist next, esti- 
mated proportionally from the transpired portion of it, and 
giving due weight to the considerations above stated: affect- 
ing it, will probably be less than $50,000, leaving a saving, 
compared with the last year, of about $30,000, or nearly 
forty per cent. 
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It is to be considered, in this connection, that the amount 

of printing, stock, and stationery, required for the city, is 
_ naturally tending to an increase from year to year. 

The sum of $7,587.11, for printing, binding, and stock, 
under the former printing contract, (terminated July 1, 
1871), has been audited by the Superintendent, but is not 
embraced in the statistics before stated, and cannot be re- 
garded as affecting them, otherwise than previously stated. 
The items making up this amount were the Auditor’s Report, 
($3,563.15) the Municipal Register, ($720.53,) a Library 
Catalogue, (an unusual expense, $1,176.038,) uncompleted 
work for a census document, and other work done generally 
before the first of July. 

It is due to the present contractors for the printing to say, 
that some considerable percentage of the $25,000, more or 
less, of the annual cost of the printing, is a saving to the city 
resulting from their contract rates being lower than the rates 
of the former contract. 

The appended Table shows the amounts charged to each 
Appropriation account, for Printing, Stock, and Stationery, 
comprised in the Aggregates before stated ; and will partially 
indicate the great amount of comparatively petty details, from 
a careful management of which the large saving before stated 
may be realized. 

It is to be especially observed, that the Appropriation for 
‘*General Printing,” appearing in the monthly Exhibits and 
other Reports of the Auditor of Accounts, represents but one 
of all the Appropriations charged with Printing, etc. It is 
only the account to which all Printing, etc., is charged which 
is not chargeable to other Appropriations. It also carries 
the Stock charges for the interval between purchase in quan- 
tities and consumption and charge in detail. It now remains 
charged, also, with Stock consumed for the other Appropria- 
tion accounts during July last, which the Superintendent has 
not yet been able to charge to those accounts, from want of 
time. ‘ 
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For completeness of statement only, it is to be mentioned, 
that some petty charges for stock are merged in the printing 
accounts, having been supplied by the printers. 


The total cost of this department, for six months ending 
February 1st, 1872, has been, for Superintendent’s salary, 
$1,250, and Office Furniture, $184.50. Other items of print- 
ing, stationery, etc., are comprised in statistics before stated. 
Some contemplated assistance in his office will enable the 
Superintendent more effectually to discharge his duties, to 
the further advantage of the public interest. The work of 
the office, from the date of its establishment, has required 
his time during more than the usual hours devoted to the 
public work in the department offices. 

No provision exists requiring Reports from this depart- 
ment. The undersigned respectfully asks permission of the 
City Government to present Reports in print, at such usual 
times as he may consider expedient. A recent order of the 
Government refers all other Reports required to be made, to 
this department for previous placing in print.

The Joint Special Committee appointed t6 prepare and 
report to the City Council orders establishing the salaries of 
the several city officers for the year beginning on the first 
day of April, A.p. 1872, having carefully considered the sub- 
ject, would respectfully recommend the passage of the ac- 
companying orders. 

The only changes proposed in the salaries as * present 
established, are as follows : — 

The Assistant Messenger’s salary reduced five hundred 
dollars. 

The Port Physician’s salary increased four hundred dollars. 

The pay of the First and Second Assistant Assessors, while 
on street duty, reduced one dollar per day. 

The allowance for clerk hire in the Assessors’ department 
increased three thousand ‘dollars. 

The pay of the Captains of Police increased from four dol- © 
lars per day to fifteen hundred dollars per annum. 

The pay of Lieutenants of Police increased from three dol- 
lars and a half per day to fourteen hundred dollars per annum. 

The pay of Sergeants of Police increased from three dollars 
and a quarter per day to thirteen hundred dollars per annum. 

The pay of Patrolmen of the Police Department increased 
from three dollars per day to twelve hundred dollars per 
annum.

To meet the tax, as above stated, of $7,786,152, for City, 
County and State purposes this year, will require a rate less 
than that of last year, which was $13 10 on each one thou- 
sand dollars, based on the same valuation of property. The 
estimates show the introduction of three new appropriations 
as compared with last year, being those of one-half of the ccst 
of the care, maintenance and repair of the bridges between 
this city and the cities of Charlestown and Cambridge, as re- 
quired by the acts of the Massachusetts Legislature of 1871, 
and the expenses for carrying on the department of Inspec- 
tion of Buildings. The comparative table of appropriations 
also shows that most of the departments ask for an increase, 
the principal one being for the Fire Department, which, in ad- 
dition to the appropriation originally granted last year, had 
an addition of $40,000 voted by the City Council of this 
year. The larger part of this increase is caused by the in- 
crease of the pay of members of the department voted by 
the City Council of last year. 

The increase in the amount required for Salaries other than 
those charged to regular appropriations is in consequence of 
the increase of Salaries voted by the City Council of 1871, 
the largest amounts being for the Assessors’ department, $12,- 
000, which has also been increased in the number of assessors 
and clerks, and $3,300 for the Treasury department. The 
deficiency in the appropriation for Salaries of some $19,000 
the present year was met by transfer. 

There will be no taxation required this year for the sinking

fund for the reduction of the debt, the percentage required 
by ordinance having been obtained from the balances of ap- 
propriation and revenue of 1870-71. ‘The amount taxed 
for this object last year was $77,625. 

The amount required for the State tax is placed at $747,- 
020, being $186,755 less than last year, the former being 
Boston’s proportion of a State tax of $2,000,000, while that 
of last year was $2,500,000. 

The amount asked for the “ Contingent Funds” is apparently 
increased $976, but that sum was granted the present year by 
transfer from “‘ Incidental Expenses,” after the original appro- 
priation was made, and the amount for “ Incidental Expenses ” 
it will be noticed is reduced the amount of the increase. 

The amount for the Paving, grading, and repairs of streets 
is $1,000,000, the same as for two years past. The item for 
Widening Streets and Unliquidated Street Claims is increased 
over the amount appropriated last year, in consequence of 
outstanding claims for small widenings and prospective simi- 
lar ones. 

In the income column is added $180,000 for tolls on the 
East Boston ferries; no income was estimated from this 
source last year, as the question of the freeing of the ferries 
was before the City Council at the time the estimates were 
voted upon. The amount to be derived from outstanding 
taxes is increased $75,000, and that from water rates $50,100. 

The following table, on pages 6 and 7, will show the appro- 
priations made for 1871-72, compared with the estimates for 
the financial year of 1872-73, showing the increase and de- 
crease of each, and the table on page 8 will show a com- 
parison of the estimated revenue for 1872-73 with that of

Dear Srr, —In answer to your request for an estimate of 
the cost for the maintenance and care of the West Boston 
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and Canal Bridges for the coming financial year, I would 
state that I think ten thousand dollars will be required for 
this purpose. 

It is understood that one-half of this sum would have to be 
paid by the City of Boston, the other half by the City of 
Cambridge. 

The estimate, however, on the Canal Bridge is based on 
the possibility of not making that thorough repair of this 
structure which has been contemplated. So far, the mainten- 
ance of these bridges and their repairs have been paid from 
the bridge fund received from the City of Cambridge. In 
the Commissioners’ Report, made in January, the attention of 
the City Council was called to the necessity of a large ex- 
penditure for a new draw and other material improvements 
in Canal Bridge. If this work is undertaken the coming 
season, not only the balance of the bridge fund will be ex- 
hausted, but an additional appropriation will be required 
from each of the cities to defray its cost. The commissioners 
are not prepared at this time to suggest how large this 
appropriation should be, and will embrace another opportunity 
to communicate with the City Council on the subject. It is 
well to add, also, that the repairs on the West Boston Bridge 
are not yet completed. 

In the estimate of current expenses, the item of gas is 
included. This makes a special charge on these bridges, as 
it cannot be embraced in the general Gas Contract, as is the 
case with the bridges under the entire control of the city and 
within its own limits.

This Board was organized for the current year by the choice 
of Nathan Carruth, Chairman, and A. C. Clark, Clerk. 

During the year, 790 feet of paths have been completed ; 
1,188 linear feet of avenues have been finished and gravelled ; 
3,024 ornamental shrubs and trees planted, and 4,030 cubic 
feet of ledge have been removed. 

Twenty-seven lots have been graded and put in condition 
for sale ; twenty-four lots have been selected by parties intend- 
ing to purchase, and twenty-one lots have been sold and paid 
for, and the proceeds devoted to the care and improvement of 
the cemetery, as shown by the Treasurer’s statement of 
receipts and expenditures hereto annexed. 

The Shawmut Railroad has been located over one portion 
of the grounds, in accordance with the authority given that 
corporation by an Act of the Legislature. It is expected that 
this road will be in operation by July next, and will afford 
further facilities of access to the cemetery. The Railroad 
Corporation is to construct the roads within the cemetery 
limits, and bridge the crossings of the cemetery avenues to the 
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satisfaction of this Board. The line of location through the 
grounds has been established and due regard has been paid 
therein to the interests of all concerned.

The Joint Standing Committee on Ordinances, who were 
instructed by an order of the City Council, passed Feb. 13, 
1872, to consider the expediency of amending the ordinance 
relating to the City Hospital, so as to provide that the Super- 
intendent of that institution shall be a physician, beg leave to 
submit the following 


REPORT. 


Under the ordinance now.in force, the Trustees of the Hos- 
pital are required to elect annually, and whenever a vacancy 
may occur, some suitable person as Superintendent, who shall 
constantly reside at the institution, and who shall, under 
their direction, have the control of all departments of the 
Hospital, of all subordinate officers, attendants, domestics, 
and patients, and the charge of the grounds, buildings and 
appurtenances. No restrictions are placed upon the Trustees 
in regard to the qualifications of the person elected by them 
to perform these duties; the whole matter is left to their 
discretion. When the institution was first organized, a med- 
ical education was not considered a necessary qualification 
for the office; and the Superintendent then elected has con- 
tinued to hold the position up to the present time. Since 
the building was opened, in 1865, there has been a great in- 
crease in the number of applicants for admission, and at the 
present time the accommodations are insufficient to meet the 
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public wants. In their last annual report, the Trustees state 
that a very large number of persons, proper subjects for 
treatment in the institution, were refused admittance by the 
examining physician, for want of room. 

The average number of these applicants each month is 
now over two hundred. The rules provide that applications 
must be made at the Hospital on each day of the week, Sun- 
days excepted, between 9 and 11 A.M. In case of emer- 
gency, any of the Trustees, or either of the physicians or 
surgeons in attendance, may send a patient to the Hospital, 
on awritten permit; but all permits are subject to the appro- 
val of the Visiting Committee of the Trustees, or, in their 
absence, to the approval of the Superintendent. 

The Board of Visiting Physicians and Surgeons consists 
of eight physicians, of whom two are on duty three months 
at a time; and six surgeons, of whom two are on duty four 
months in each year. During their terms of service they go 
to the Hospital at nine o’clock in the morning, and remain 
until their duties are completed; but they are séldom there 
after eleven o’clock in the forenoon, unless specially sent for, 
or the condition of a patient requires the attention of an ex- 
perienced physician oftener than once in twenty-four hours. 

In addition to these visiting physicians and surgeons, there 
are six house officers, — young men who have passed through 
the prescribed course of studies to fit them for the medical 
profession, but who have not received their degrees. It is 
the duty of these officers to see’ that the directions of their 
superiors are properly carried out during the interval be- 
tween their visits; to attend patients on their admission, and 
give directions for their care until the regular physician or 
surgeon arrives. There are always two, and generally 
three or more of these officers on duty in the building. 

As many of the most difficult and delicate cases for medi- 
cal or surgical treatment which occur in a large city, are sent 
to this Hospital, it would naturally be supposed that the at- 
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tendance of an experienced physician would be constantly 
required ; and that the general superintendence of an institu- 
tion which contains on an average over two hundred pa- 
tients, and where nearly three thousand persons are admitted 
for treatment in the course of the year, could not be safely 
intrusted to any person who had not received a medical 
education. 

A majority of the Board of Trustees are of the opinion, 
however, that the present system works well, and that any 
change would be detrimental to the best interests of the in- 
stitution. A Sub-Committee of that Board, appointed for 
the purpose, appeared before your Committee and stated 
their reasons, which were in substance as follows : — 

Under the present arrangement, the institution has been 
administered with marked success. ‘The Trustees are not 
aware of any case where a patient has suffered in any degree 
from the want of immediate and proper medical treatment 
on reaching the Hospital. The larger number of such estab- 
lishments in this country are not under the charge of medical 
men. It is not reasonable to suppose that one man will be 
found who will combine the requisite professional require- 
ments with the practical business knowledge and mechanical 
skill necessary for the proper management of the different 
departments ; and in their opinion the practical result of a 
change like the one proposed, will be that the Hospital will 
have two Superintendents; that there will be a conflict of 
authority, a want of responsibility, and increased expense. 

As the success of this institution is due in a great measure 
to the gratuitous services of medical men, the Committee ap- 
plied to eighteen of the leading physicians and surgeons in 
the city to give their views, either verbally or in writing, 
upon the expediency of placing a professional man at the 
head of the City Hospital. They were unanimous in the 
opinion that there would be advantages in having a medical 
Superintendent ; and most of them were very decided in the 
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opinion that such an institution could not be successfully 
managed without one. 

The following extracts from four of the communications 
will show the views entertained by gentlemen who have had 
a long experience in connection with hospitals (the City Hos- 
pital as well as others. ) 


1b 


* A large Hospital should most undoubtedly have a medical 
man for its head; one thoroughly educated by book and ex- 
perience, who will readily understand the views, and sympa- 
thize with the demands of the medical staff, both working in 
entire harmony for the ultimate benefit and advancement of 
the Hospital. 

* A medical man is more alive to the necessity of pure air, 
of good drainage, of absolute cleanliness in wards, halls and 
sinks, has a firmer control over nurses, and can, at a glance, 
see if anything is amiss in the service of a ward. He under- 
stands the evil of over-crowding, of using rooms for sick in 
the basement and near water-closets; he is conversant with 
the arrangement of kitchens, and the proper preparation of 
food for the sick ; knows how drugs should be dispensed, and 
has a healthy control of the apothecary department; as a 
physician, he would have the entire respect and submission 
of the house pupils, and in any emergency, requiring medi- 
cal or surgical aid, he is on the spot. 

“Ten or twelve years ago the Massachusetts General Hos- 
pital turned over a new leaf, and turned out its Superintend- 
ent, a retired sea-captain, filling his place by the appointment 
of Dr. Shaw, a graduate of Harvard. The Trustees . d 
Medical Board are unanimous in their expression regarding 
the benefit of the change. 

“The experience of the medical department of the army, 
during the last war, shows the immense advantage derived 
from having a physician in charge of every large Hospital as 
executive officer.”

“The usefulness of any Hospital depends on its freedom 
from the causes of disease generated within itself. These can 
only be appreciated by a medical man, and they require his 
unremitting care. 

“A head of a great Hospital should have the respect of all 
its professional attendants, a respect founded on his perfect 
comprehension of their duties, their responsibilities, their 
cares. He should be able to decide all professional ques- 
tions on the spot, and instantly, if the case demands it. He 
should also be the admitting physician; in this capacity he 
ought, of course, to have an assistant; but with him should 
rest the responsibility of admission or exclusion.” 


3. 


“In my opinion a medical man as Superintendent, with a 
non-professional man as head steward, or Assistant Superin- 
tendent, who should attend to the general management, yet 
be subject to the Superintendent, would accord with the best 
interests of the Hospital. I say, put the physician at the 
head, because the Hospital, having the care of the sick as its 
object, their interests are of prime importance, and such little 
items as the proper kind of bedding or clothing, its proper 
cleansing and airing, as well as other questions of hygiene, 
may materially affect their recovery. It is, therefore, essen- 
tial that the medical Superintendent should have at least some 
control over the servants and the providing of supplies, 
which he would not have unless chief.” 


A, 


* A medical man would understand and sympathize with the 
wishes and feelings of his professional brethren who compose 
the staff of the Hospital, better than a layman. A frequent 
cause of misunderstandings would thus be obviated. He 
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would be capable of either, wholly or in part, taking the 
place of the admitting physician, thus ensuring a proper ex- 
amination and just appreciation of every candidate for admis- 
sion, at whatever hour he or she might apply. 

* There would be a competent medical Authority in the house 
at all times, to whom might be submitted difficult or doubtful 
cases. This would relieve the surgeons and physicians on 
duty from occasional calls on their time out of the regular 
visiting hours, and would take a weight of responsibility 
from the regular home students, who, at the time they enter 
the Hospital, are rarely as expert in practice as in theory.” 


It appears, therefore, to the Committee, that the objections 
presented by the Trustees are satisfactorily answered by the 
foregoing statements, and that there can be no permanently 
successful administration of the City Hospital until it is 
placed under the superintendence of an experienced medical 
man. It can hardly be possible that the difficulty of finding 
a physician of sufficient practical ability to perform the varied 
duties of a Superintendent would be greater than the diffi- 
culty of finding a non-professional person who could satis- 
factorily perform those duties. 

In order to ensure pleasant relations between the Super- 
intendent and the medical staff, a majority of the Committee 
would recommend, that the’ visiting physicians and surgeons 
should have an opportunity to nominate, subject to the ap- 
proval and confirmation of the Trustees, a member of the 
Massachusetts Medical Society for the office ; and to that end 
they would respectfully recommend the passage of the ac- 
companying ordinance. .

Section 1. The ordinance relating to the City Hospital, 
printed in the edition of laws and ordinances for the year 
1869, is hereby amended by striking out the third Section, 
and inserting in place thereof the following : — 

“Section 1. The said visiting physicians and surgeons, 
acting by a majority of the whole number, may annually, in 
the month of April, and whenever a vacancy occurs, nominate 
to the Board of Trustees a member of the Massachusetts 
Medical Society, for Superintendent of the said Hospital; and 
the said Board of Trustees shall either confirm or reject such 
nomination within seven days after it is made; and in case of 
rejection, the said visiting physicians and surgeons may then 
make further nominations, subject to the confirmation or re- 
jection of said Board of Trustees; and if no nomination is

To His Honor tHe Mayor, anp City Councit: 


GENTLEMEN : —I have the honor to present the Thirty-fourth 
Annual Report of the Boston Fire Department, being the twelfth 
since the introduction of Steam Engines. 

I submit for your consideration a detailed statement of its 
workings, with statistics which, I trust, will be of interest to every 
member of the government. 

Our city, in common with other large cities in this Union, has 
been visited with an unusually large number of fires the past year, 
and many of them threatened to be quite serious; but by the 
prompt action and energy of the members of our department the 
city has been saved from any serious conflagrations. The number 
of fires the past year was five hundred and forty-nine. Loss 
$704,329.06. In 1870 there were four hundred and ninety-seven 
fires, with a loss of $855,571, — which result is indeed gratifying. 


WATER. 


There are two thousand three hundred and seventy-five hydrants, 
and ninety-six reservoirs, where water can be obtained in case of 
fire, which are charged to the appropriation for Fire Department 
by the Water Board, at the rate of $18.00 apiece, making a total 
of $44,478 for the use of water for the extinguishment of fires. 
There is also charged to this department, by the Water Works, 
for furnishing and keeping in repair of the two thousand three 
hundred and seventy-five hydrants and ninety-six reservoirs, the 
sum of $29,652, making a total of $74,130. 
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THE ORGANIZATION AND ITS MEMBERS, 


The organization of the department, as will be seen by referring 
to the ordinance, is as follows :— 

Each engine company in City Proper, East and South Boston, and 
Dorchester District, has an engineman, fireman and driver (who 


are permanently employed), and eight hosemen, who do duty only © 


at fires; one of the last number is designated as foreman of the 
hose, —Engine Companies Nos. 12, 13 and 14, located in the 
‘¢ Roxbury District.” Those companies are composed of an en- 
gineman, fireman, and two drivers, — one to drive the engine and 
the other the hose carriage,— who are permanently employed ; and 
eight hosemen who do duty only at fires. The hose carriages in 
this district are drawn to fires separate from the engines, instead 
of being attached as in the other portions of the city. 

Each hose company has a driver (who is permanently em- 
ployed) and eight hosemen, who do duty only at fires, and one of 
this number is designated as foreman of the hose. 

Hook and Ladder Company No. 1 has a driver, foreman, assist- 
ant foreman, four axemen, four rakemen, and thirteen members. 

No. 2 has a driver, foreman, assistant foreman, four axemen, 
four rakemen, and nine members. 

No. 3 consists of a driver, foreman, assistant foreman, four axe- 
men, four rakemen, and thirteen members. 

No. 4 consists of a driver, foreman, assistant foreman, four axe- 
men, four rakemen, and nine members. 

No. 5 has a driver, foreman, assistant foreman, four axemen, 
four rakemen, and nine members. 

No. 6 has a driver, foreman, assistant foreman, and six mem- 
bers. 

No. 7 has adriver, foreman, assistant foreman, and six members. 

There has been added to this department the past year, one fire- 
extinguisher wagon, equipped with ten fire extinguishers, three 
hundred feet of one and one-half inch hose, with axes, rakes, lan- 
terns, ete. ‘This has proved a valuable auxiliary to this depart- 
ment, so much so that an additional wagon will be located, early 
in the spring, near Dover street. 


. 
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The department, a3 now organized, has one chief, fourteen 
assistant engineers, and a secretary, who are elected annually by 
concurrent vote of the City Council in the month of February or 
March ; four hundred and fifty members, who are recommended by 
the Board of Engineers, appointed by His Honor the Mayor, con- 
firmed by the Board of Aldermen, and hold their position as fire- 
men during good behavior. They are divided into thirty-eight 
companies, as follows: Twenty-one steam engine companies, ten 
horse hose companies, and seven hook and ladder companies. 

The Board of Engineers are assigned for duty by the chief in 
the several fire districts. The following table will show the

RECEIPTS AND EXPENDITURES. 


The expenses of the past year have been as follows: For sala- 
ries of the members, as per vote of City Council, $206,931.84. 
For the purchase of new apparatus, horses and _ harnesses, 
$7,244.55. For the expense of the Committee on Fire Depart- 
ment, $2,229.47. For the parade of the department upon the 
anniversary of the settlement of Boston, $3,837.23. For appro- 
priation made by the City Council for the relief of injured firemen, 
$700.00. For the purchase of hose and repairing, $28,935.71. 
For the use of water for the extinguishment of fires charged to 
the appropriation of this department, as per vote of the City 
Council, $60,350.00. For repairs on hydrants and reservoirs, 
$2,131.13. For the furnishing of supplies, such as fuel, gas, hay, 
grain, oils, etc., $79,159.52. 

The receipts of the department the past year for the sale of 
manure, condemned hose, old material, and horses that became 
unfit for service, amounts to $2,149.73, which has been paid into 
the City Treasurer.

HOSE. 


There has been purchased and added to this department during 
the past year, 12,932 feet of 24-inch hose. 


STANDARD FOR HOSE. 


Pure oak, city tanned, Baltimore or Philadelphia leather, and 
warranted such, known as ‘ overweight,” the average weight of 
which is not less than twenty-two pounds to the side, and none to 
be used which shall weigh less than twenty pounds. 

Copper rivets, — double riveted, twenty-two rivets to the run- 


~ 
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ning foot, of size known as No. 8 wire. Splices to be made with 
thirteen rivets, of size known as No. 7 wire. 

Said hose, when finished with three loops and rings, to weigh 
not less than sixty-four pounds to each fifty feet, exclusive of the 
couplings, and warranted to stand a pressure of not less than 
(200) two hundred pounds to the square inch. 

Couplings to be of the same thread as now in use by this city ; 
the tail-bands and tail-pieces to be two inches in width and length 
respectively, and to be secured by three rivets.

HOUSES. 


The number of Engine, Hose, and Hook and Ladder houses in 
this department are thirty-three, and, with tie exception of the 
houses occupied by Hose Companies Nos. 2 and 5, are an orna- 
ment to the city. 

I would recommend that new houses be erected for Hose Com 
panies Nos. 2 and 5, the present municipal year, as the ones now 
occupied by them are unfit and inadequate to the wants of the 
companies. 


HORSES. 


There have been purchased for this department seven horses, for 
the following companies, namely, two for Engine Company No. 
6, two for Engine Company No. 7, two for Engine Company No. 
13, and one for Hose Company No. 6. 
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APPARATUS. 


At the close of this municipal year, the apparatus connected 
with this department is in excellent condition. 


FIRE APPARATUS AT STATIONARY POINTS. 


HOSE CARRIAGES AND HOSE, 


There is apparatus located at the following points, for the more 
immediate protection of the neighborhood, and without organized 
companies : — 

One hose carriage, with two hundred and fifty feet of 2-inch 
leather hose, at the City Hospital, on Harrison avenue, and under 
the care of the driver of Hose Company No. 4. 

One hose carriage at the Hook and Ladder house on Harrison 
avenue, with one thousand feet of hose. 

Two hundred feet of cotton hose at City Stable, South End. 

One hose carriage, with four hundred feet of 24-inch hose, at 
Hook and Ladder house No. 4 Eustis street, Highlands. 

At each of the above places are the needful wrenches, goose- 
necks, and pipes to be used with the hose. 

One hose carriage, with 1,000 feet of 24-inch hose, at Hose 1 
house, Salem street, to be used in cases of large fires. 


SPARE APPARATUS. 


Deer Island. One hand engine, with 800 feet of cotton hose, 
belonging to the Fire Department, and stored here to be used by 
convicts within the prison, if required. 

Steam fire engines formerly known as Nos. 3, 4, 5, 7 and 10 are 
kept as spare engines. No. 10 has been thoroughly rebuilt, and 
is at present as good as a new engine. 

One hook and ladder carriage, formerly known as No. 1, kept 
as spare carriage. 

One hand engine at Hook and Ladder No. 3 house, Wareham 
street. 

Hose carriages, formerly known as Nos. 1, 2, 3, 5 and 8. 
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FIRE LADDERS. 


There are fire ladders kept in the following locations, to be used 
only in cases of fire in the immediate vicinity, before other appa- 
ratus can be brought to bear. 

Engine house on Fourth, near K street, 4 ladders. 

Station house on Broadway, South Boston, 4 ladders. 

Engine house on Chelsea street, East Boston, 4 ladders. 


COAL HOUSES. 


No. 1 is located on Salem street. This house is in good repair, 
and supplies for the north and west sections of the city are taken 
from it in case of a large fire. 

No. 2 is located on Orleans street, East Boston. Thisis a new 
house, and, in case of fire, supplies are taken for the East Boston 
department. 

There is no house for Wagon No. 3 at present, the one formerly 
occupied by it having been taken down for the purpose of building 
house for Engine No. 7. I recommend that a building be built in 
the immediate vicinity for its use. 

No. 4 is located at Engine house No. 14, Roxbury District. 

No. 5 is located at Hook and Ladder house No. 5, Fourth street, 
near Dorchester street, South Boston. 

Other apparatus connected with this department, unless spe- 
cially located, will be classed under the head of apparatus in 
charge of the several companies. 


ANNUAL PARADE. 


The two hundred and forty-first anniversary of the settlement of 
Boston was celebrated by the annual parade and inspection of the 
Boston Fire Department, under the direction of the Joint Standing 
Committee on Fire Department, which was a credit to the Depart- 
ment, and satisfactory to the City Government and citizens. 


ACCIDENTS AT FIRES; ETC. 


, e » 
It becomes my painful duty to record the following casualties 
that have occurred to members of the department during the past 
year, while in the discharge of their duties. 
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Mortimer D. Gill, a member of Hook and Ladder No. 1, was 
severely cut in the face by glass, which was blown out by the ex- 
plosion of torpedoes at fire No. 47 Charlestown street, Jan. 27. 

George W. Stone, a member of Hose Co. No. 9, was badly frozen 
while driving home after the fire of the Adelphia Theatre, Feb. 4th. 

M. M. Goodale, member of Huse Co. No. 10, had his hands badly 
burned, and Henry Gill, member of the same company, received a 
severe cut in the head while at work at the fire on Dorchester street, 
March 11th. 

Richard G. Phillips, member of Hose Co. No. 10, caught his 
finger in the chain gearing of hose carriage, and had it taken off 
while unreeling hose at the fire on First street, March 11th. 

John G. Duffy, member of Engine Co. No. 4, was severely cut in 
the foot by a falling skylight at the fire No. 55 Charlestown street, 
April 4th. 

Captain Charles H. Blake, foreman of Engine Co. No. 8, re- 
ceived several bruises by being run over by the hose carriage while 
going to the fire in Cross street, April 13th. 

Jason Gordon, driver of Hook and Ladder No. 7, was severely 
injured by coming in contact with the doors while driving out of 
the house to attend the fire at North Quincy, May 17th. 

J. M. Littlefield, a substitute of Hose Co. No. 7, while in the 
act of unreeling the hose at the fire of the Lard Factory, June 22d, 
had one of his fingers cut off by catching it in the chain-gearing. 

A. P. Hawkins, driver of Hose Carriage No. 10, badly burned 
his hands while driving through First street, at the time of the large 
fire of July 17th. 

Messrs. Gaylord and Ride:, members of Hose Co. No. 5, and 
Dalrymple and McLaugilin, members of Hose Co. No. 8, were 
slightly burned while at the Wareham street fire, July 21st. 

William Sheene, a member of Hook and Ladder Co. No. 5, in- 
jured one of his feet by a spike in the end of a ladder at the First 
street fire, Sept. 2d. | 

S. H. Bridgham, aiveetot Engine No. 21,,received quite a 
severe gash in his head by being thrown from the engine while 
driving to the Eustis Street fire, Sept. 7th. 

Assistant Fngineer Phineas D. Allen was struck in the face 


— 
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with a brick which was thrown by some rough at the Eustis street 
fire, Sept. 10th, inflicting a severe gash. 

Wm. Hall, Jr., member of Engine Co, No. 5, fell out of the 
tender and was run over by the hose carriage while going to the 
Paris street fire, Sept. 29th. | 

Henry A. Tracy, a member of Hose Co. No. 3, became suffocated 
by the dense smoke while at work at the Washington street fire, 
Nov. 29th. 

Frank S. Parsons, a member of Engine Co. No. 7, fell through 
an open hatch-way at the junk store fire of Dee. 5th, thereby receiv- 
ing some very severe injuries. 

James Crosby, fireman of Engine Co. No. 21, while in the act of 
taken the ‘‘ Hydrant Chuck” off of the engine at the fire of Dec. 
24th, had several of his teeth knocked out, and received quite a 
severe cut in the side of his face by the chuck sliding out of his 
hands. 

Chandler Griffin, a member of Hook and Ladder Co. No. 1, was 
severely burned about the face and arms while endeavoring to 
rescue a lady from the fire on Blossom street, Dec. 25th. Charles 
EK. Wilson, driver of the Extinguisher Wagon, while at work at 
this fire made a mistep and fell with an extinguisher on his back, 
and broke some of the ligaments of his arm. John A. Fynes, 
a member of Engine Co. No. 4, and George P. Kingsley, a member 
of the Insurance Brigade, were both badly burned about the hands 
and face in trying to get upstairs to the rescue of Mrs. Myers. 


ACCIDENTS TO CITIZENS. 


Jan. 8th. Mrs. Mary Ann Clinch, while at the supper table 
at her residence No. 22 Lancaster street, upset a kerosene lamp 
and set fire to her clothes, and was badly burned about the body, 
arms and face. 

April 3d. Mrs. Albertine Farrier, while in the act of lighting 
her fire in West Cedar street, was severely burned. by the explo- 
sion of gunpowder which somebody had placed in her stove; she 
was taken to the Massachusetts General Hospital by order of Chief 
Damrell. 

April 21st. Mr. and Mrs. James T. Eldredge were thrown from 
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their carriage, by coming in contact with Hook and Ladder No. 4 
while on their way to an alarm from Box. 254, and were slightly 
bruised. 

June 11th. Mrs. MaryAnn Johnson was terribly burned about 
the arms and feet during the progress of the fire at 324 North 
street; by order of Chief Damrell she was taken to the City Hos- 
pital. 

Dec. 25th. Mrs. Myers was badly burned about the face and 
arms at the fire in Blossom street, and was taken to the City Hos- 
pital by order of Chief Damrell. 

In connection with the above accidents, I am again called upon 
this year to record the following members of this department who 
have been removed from this world by the hand of death. 

Eugene C. Phillips, driver of Engine No. 15, died of consump- 
tion January 4th, after an illness of several weeks. Mr. Phillips 
joined the department January, 1867. 

Jacob D. Sherman, driver of Hose Carriage No. 6, died of con- 
sumption March 14th, after an illness of some months’ duration. 
Mr. Sherman had occupied the position of driver of Hose Carriage 
No. 6 for eleven years. He joined the department June Ist, 1847. 

William H. Bradford, member of Engine Co. No. 10, died Aug. 
31st, from injuries received by falling from a building on Congress 
street. Mr. Bradford joined the department January Ist, 1849. 

George F. Worcester, engineman of Engine No. 14, died of con- 
sumption August 26. Mr. Worcester was an active member of 
the Roxbury Fire Department for several years previous to its 
annexation to Boston. 

Richard Hinckley, member of Hook and Ladder Co. No. 4, died 
of consumption September 9th. Mr. Hinckley was an active mem- 
ber of the Roxbury Fire Department previous to its annexation to 
Boston. 

George 8. Fogg, member of Hook and Ladder Co. No. 4, died 
September 28th. Mr. Fogg joined the department April 1, 1868. 

Frank A. Upton, driver of Hook and Ladder Carriage No. 4, 
died December 31st. Mr. Upton was a member of the Roxbury 
Fire Department previous to its annexation to Boston. 

The Board of Engineers, officers and members of this depart- 
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ment, will accept my sincere thanks for the able and efficient ser- 
vices rendered so cheerfully the past year. 

To the Chief of Police and every member of that force, I am un- 
der obligations for valuable assistance at fires. 

And in conclusion I desire to return my thanks to the Committee 
on Fire Department for the careful attention given to the require- 
ments of the department, for their cordial support and endorse- 
ment; and also for the able, prompt and cheerful manner in which 
they have given me their co-operation during the year.

GerntLemMen, —The new method of striking the Fire Alarm 
renders it necessary that the rules for the distribution of the 
apparatus should be explained, that it may be distinctly under- 
stood. 

The accompanying document is furnished, definitely stating the 
numbers of each box, and their location, and with explanations 
for your guidance and instruction.

FIRE-ALARM TELEGRAPH. 


Alarms are sounded by striking the number of the box upon 
the Alarm Bells, and upon the Gongs in the Engine Houses. 

Exampies: To announce the existence of a fire near Box No. 
41 (Old South Church), the bells will strike four, make a pause of 
a few seconds, then strike one, thus: 4— 1. This will be repeated 
at intervals of about one minute. 

For a fire near Box No. 145 (South Boston Point), the bells will 
strike one, make a pause, then strike jour, another pause, then 
strike five, thus: 1—4— 95. 

Second Alarms are sounded by striking ten blows. Third 
Alarms are sounded by striking twelve blows twice, thus: 12 — 
12. 

In cases where the entire department are required, alarms are 
sounded by striking twelve blows three times, thus: 12— 12— 
12. . 

In cases where Hook and Ladder Companies only are wanted, 
signal to be given by striking ten blows once, with the number 
of the Company struck twice, thus : Hook and Ladder No. one 10— 
1—1. Hook and Ladder No. four, 10 —4—4. Hook and Ladder 
No. seven, 10 —7—7. 

If more than one Hook and Ladder Company is wanted, the signal 
will be given thus: Hook and Ladder one and three, 10 — 1—1 — 
8—8. Hook and Ladder two and four, 10 —2—2—4—4, 
Hook and Ladder five and seven, 10 —5 —5—7— 7. 

No person will give alarms for the same fire (after the first 
alarm has been given), without an order from:an Engineer, and 
the person so ordered will be swre to go to the same bow from which 
the first alarm was given, and report the same to the Chief Engi- 
neer.

STATUTES. 


1. The city council of the city of Boston may establish a fire 
department for said city, consisting of so many engineers and 
other officers, and so many enginemen and other members, as the 
city council, by ordinance, may from time to time prescribe ; } and 
said city council shall have authority to make such provisions in 
regard to the time and mode of appointment, and the occasion and 


mode of removal of either such officers or members, to make such 


requisitions in respect to their qualifications and period of service, 
to define their office and duties, to fix and pay such compensation 
for their services, and, in general, to make such regulations in 
regard to their conduct and government, and to the management 
and conduct of fires, and persons attending at fires, subject to the 
penalties provided for the breach of the city by-laws, as they shall 
deem expedient; provided, that the appointment of enginemen, 
hosemen, and hook and ladder men shall be made by the mayor 
and aldermen exclusively. 


‘The seventh section of this act (chap. 262, 1850) provided that it should 
not operate upon existing laws and ordinances relating to the fire department 
of Boston until it was adopted by the city council. The city council adopted 
it June 4, 1850. 


|

| 
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2. The powers and duties mentioned in the preceding section, 
or any of them, may be exercised and carried into effect by the 
said city council, in any manner which they may prescribe, and 
through the agency of any persons, or any board or boards to 
whom they may delegate the same. 

3. The engineers or other officers of the department, so 
appointed as aforesaid, shall have the same authority, in regard to 
the prevention and extinguishment of fires, and the performance 
of the other offices and duties now incumbent upon firewards, as 
are now conferred upon firewards by the revised statutes, or the 
special acts relating to the city of Boston now in force. They 
shall also have authority, in compliance with any ordinance of 
said city, to make an examination of places where shavings and 
other combustible materials are collected or deposited, and to 
require the removal of such materials, or the adoption of suitable 
safeguards against fire. And said city council are hereby author- 
ized to make suitable ordinances upon this latter subject-matter ; 
under the penalties enacted in the city charter. 

4, All officers and members of the fire department shall be 
exempted from military duty by forthwith filing with the assessors 
of the city a certificate that they are enginemen, or members of 
the fire department, signed by the mayor and aldermen; or from 
serving as jurors or constables, during the time of their employ- 
ment in said department. 

5. The city council aforesaid are hereby authorized, whenever, 
and as often as they shall deem it expedient, to appropriate any 
sum or sums of money, in the way that may be judged by said 
city council most advisable, for the relief or indemnity of any 
officer or member of the fire department, who may sustain corporal 
injury, or contract sickness in the discharge of his duty, or conse- 
quent thereon.! 

6. By an act passed April 27, 1854, and accepted by the city 
eouncil February 3, 1855, the city of Boston was thereby author- 
ized to expend a sum not exceeding one thousand dollars annually 
under the direction of the city council, for the relief of such fire-

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men as shall have been disabled in the service of the said city, 
and for the relief of the families of such firemen as have been 
killed in the performance of their duties. 

7. When a fire breaks out the engineers shall immediately re- 
pair thereto, and shall carry a suitable staff or badge of their 
office. 

8. The engineers, or any three of them, present at a place in 
immediate danger from fire, or in their absence two or more of the 
civil officers present, or in their absence two or more of the chief 
military officers of the place present, shall have power to direct 
the pulling down or demolishing of any such house or building as 
they shall judge necessary to be pulled down or demolished, in 
order to prevent the further spreading of the fire. 

9. Engineers or other officers may, during the continuance of 
a fire, require assistance for extinguishing the same, and removing 
furniture, goods, or merchandise from a building on fire or in 
danger thereof; and may appoint guards to secure the same. 
They may also require assistance for pulling down or demolishing 
any house or building when they judge it necessary; and may 
suppress all tumults and disorders at such fire. 

10. They may direct the stations and operations of the engine- 
men with their engines, and of all other persons for the purpose 
of extinguishing the fire ; and whoever refuses or neglects to obey 
such orders, shall forfeit for each offence a sum not exceeding ten 
dollars. | 

11. If such pulling down or demolishing of a house or building 
is the means of stopping the fire, or if the fire stops before it 
comes to the same, the owner shall be entitled to recover a reason- 
able compensation from the city or town; but when such building 
is that in which the fire first broke out, the owner shall receive no 
compensation, 

12. Whoever purloins, embezzles, conveys away, or conceals, 
any furniture, goods, or chattels, merchandise or effects of persons 
whose houses or buildings are on fire or endangered thereby, and 
does not within two days restore or give notice thereof to the 
owner, if known, or, if unknown, to one of the firewards, mayor 


and aldermen, or selectmen of the place, shall be deemed guilty 
of larceny. 
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13. Whoever wantonly or maliciously injures a fire engine or 
the apparatus belonging thereto, shall be punished by a fine not 
exceeding five hundred dollars, or by imprisonment not exceeding 
two years, and be further ordered to recognize with sufficient 
surety or sureties for his good behavior during such term as the 
court shall order. 

14. It shall be lawful for any one or more of the engineers 
aforesaid to require and compel the assistance of all or any of the 
inhabitants of the city; and any other persons who shall be 
present as spectators of any fire; and in any suit or prosecution 
therefor, it shall be lawful for them to plead the general issue, and 
give the statute in evidence; and if any person shall disobey the 
lawful and reasonable command of any engineer or engineers, to 
aid in extinguishing such fire, or in rescuing property from de- 
struction thereby, such persons, so offending, shall be liable to a 
fine not exceeding twenty dollars, to be recovered in the manner 
provided in the twenty-first section. 

15. Whoever is concerned in causing or making a bonfire 
within ten rods of any house or building, shall be punished by fine 
not exceeding twenty dollars, or by imprisonment not exceeding 
one month. 

16. Whoever, without reasonable cause, by outcry or the ring- 
ing of bells, or otherwise, makes or circulates, or causes to be 
made or circulated, any false alarm of fire, shall be punished by 
fine not exceeding fifty dollars. 

17. If any person or persons shall, within the city of Boston, 
roast, or cause to be roasted, any cocoa, for the purpose of manu- 
facturing the same into chocolate, in any building whatever, ex- 
cepting such as may or shall be licensed for that purpose by the 
major part of the engineers of the city aforesaid, he, she, or they, 
shall forfeit and pay for every such offence a sum not exceeding 
five hundred dollars, nor less than two hundred dollars. 

18. Every tar-kettle which shall be made use of in the city for 
the purpose of boiling tar for the use of any ropewalk, and every 
kettle, boiler, or copper for the use of any calker, graver, ship 
carpenter, tallow chandler, soap boiler, painter, or other like artifi- 
cer, shall be so fixed, as to prevent all communication whatsoever 
between the contents of such kettle, boiler, or copper, and the 
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fire. And the fireplace under every such tar, or other kettle, 
boiler, or copper, shall be constructed with an arch built over the 
same, and secured by an iron door in such manner as to enclose 
the fire therein; and every person who shall erect any tar kettle, 
or other kettle, boiler, or copper, or use the same for any or either 
of the purposes aforesaid, contrary to the provisions of this act, 
shall for every such offence forfeit and pay a sum not exceeding 
three hundred dollars nor less than fifty dollars, according to the 
degree and aggravation of the same. 

19. Every person who shall carry any fire through the streets, 
lanes, or on any wharves in the city, except in some covered 
vessel, or who shall kindle a fire in any of the places aforesaid 
without the permission therefor in writing of one or more of the 
engineers aforesaid, or shall smoke or have in his or her posses- 
sion any lighted pipe or cigar in any street, lane, or passageway, 
or on any wharf in said city, shall forfeit and pay for each and 
every offence the sum of two dollars, to be recovered of the person 
so offending, or of his parent, guardian, master, or mistress. 

20. If any person shall have in his or her possession in any 
ropewalk, or in any barn or stable within the city, any fire, lighted 
pipe, or cigar, lighted candle or lamp, except such candle or lamp 
is kept in a secure lantern, the person so offending shall forfeit 
and pay for each offence a sum not exceeding one hundred dollars, 
nor less than twenty dollars. 

21. All and any of the penalties which are given in and by the 
fourteenth, and the four preceding sections, may be recovered by 
indictment, information, or complaint, in any court proper to try 
the same; and in such indictment, information, or complaint, it 
shall not be necessary to set forth any more of said sections than 
so much thereof as relates to and is necessary truly and sub- 
stantially to describe the offence alleged to have been committed. 
And it shall be the duty of each and every one of said engineers, 
and they and each of them are hereby required to inquire after all 
offences which shall come to their knowledge, and which shall be 
committed against the true intent and meaning of said sections, 
and shall cause the same to be duly prosecuted. 

22. By an act passed March 6, 1847, and re-enacted in the 
General Statutes, the inhabitants of any town and the government 
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of any city in this Commonwealth may order that no gun-cotton, 
or other substance prepared like it for explosion, shall be kept 
within the limits of said town or city, excepting under the reguia- 
tions and penalties applicable by law to gunpowder ; and if it shall 
be considered necessary for public safety, they may restrict the 
quantity to be so kept to one-fifth of the weight of gunpowder 
allowed by law in each case provided for. 

23. ‘The inhabitants of any town and the City Council of any 
city in this Commonwealth may make and adopt such rules and 
regulations in relation to the storage and sale, within the limits of 
such town or city, of camphene, or any similar explosive or in- 
flammable fluid, as they may deem reasonable, and may annex 
penalties to any breach of such rules and regulations not exceed- 
ing twenty dollars for any one offence.! 

24. It shall not be lawful for any person or persons to keep or 
sell any fireworks within the city of Boston, in any quantity, with- 
out first having obtained from the chief engineer of the fire depart- 
ment of said city a license therefor, signed by the chief engineer or 
by the secretary of the board of engineers, on which shall be writ- 
ten or printed a copy of the rules and regulations by them es- 
tablished relative to the keeping, selling, or storage of fireworks 
within said city ; and every such license shall be in force until the 
first day of May next ensuing the date thereof, unless sooner an- 
nulled by the Board of Engineers, and no longer; but such license 
may, prior to the expiration of that term, be renewed by the chief 
engineer or the said secretary, from year to year, by endorsement 
thereon ; provided always, that the board of engineers may rescind 
any such license, if in their opinion the person or persons have 
disobeyed the law or infringed on any rules or regulations es- 
tablished by the board of engincers ; and every person who receives 
a license to sell fireworks as aforesaid shall pay for the same the 
sum of one dollar, andthe same sum for the renewal thereof, and all 
such licenses shall expire on the first day of May annually, and all 
moneys received for licenses shall be paid to the board of engineers, 
for the purpose of defraying the expenses of carrying this act into 
execution.

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25, Any person or persons who have for sale, or keep in pos- 
session, any fireworks within the city of Boston, contrary to the 
rules and regulations established by the board of engineers herein 
mentioned, or who shall sell any fireworks in said city without 
first having obtained from the said chief engineer or his secretary 
a license as aforesaid, shall forfeit a sum not less than fifteen nor 
more than fifty dollars for each offence. 

26. No association,! society, or club organized as firemen, 
shall be allowed in any city or town except by the written per- 
mission of the mayor and aldermen or selectmen. 

27. Whoever joins, belongs to, or assembles with such associa- 
tion, society, or club, existing without such permission, shall be 
punished by fine not less than five nor more than one hundred 
dollars, or by imprisonment in the house of correction for a term 
not exceeding three months. 

28. The provisions of the two preceding sections shall be in 
force in those cities and towns only which have adopted or may 
adopt the same. 

29. Whoever, within twenty-four hours prior to the burning of 
a building or other property, wilfully and maliciously cuts or re- 
moves any bell-rope in the vicinity of such building or property, 
or cuts, injures, or destroys any engine or hose or other apparatus 
belonging to an engine in said vicinity, shall be deemed guilty of 


the burning as accessory before the fact, and be punished ac- 


cordingly. 

30. Whoever, during the burning of a building or other prop- 
erty wilfully and maliciously cuts or removes any bell-rope in the 
vicinity of such building or property, or otherwise prevents an 
alarm being given, or cuts, injures, or destroys an engine or hose 
or other apparatus belonging to any engine in said vicinity, or 
otherwise wilfully and maliciously prevents or obstructs the ex- 
tinguishing of any fire, shall be deemed guilty of the burning, as 
accessory after the fact, and be punished by imprisonment in the 
State prison not exceeding seven years, or in the jail not exceed- 
ing three years, or by fine not exceeding one thousand dollars.

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31. Whoever steals in a building that is on fire, or steals any 

property, removed in consequence of an alarm caused by fire, 
shall be punished by imprisonment in the State prison not exceed- 
ing five years, or by fine not exceeding five hundred dollars, and 
imprisonment in the jail not exceeding two years. 
_ 382. When property is destroyed by fire, and a complaint, 
within thirty days thereafter, is subscribed and sworn to by any 
person before any police court, or any municipal court, or any 
trial justice, alleging that reasonable grounds exist for believing 
that the fire was caused by design, and a majority of the mayor 
and aldermen or selectmen of the city or town respectively in 
which said property is situated certify in writing, that in their 
‘opinion, the same is a proper case for investigation, such court or 
justice shall forwith issue a warrant to a constable of the place 
where the property was destroyed, requiring him forthwith to 
summon six good and lawful men of the county to appear before 
the court, or justice, at a time and place expressed in the warrant, 
to inquire when and by what means the fire originated; which 
warrant shall be served and returned in the manner prescribed in 
section three of chapter one hundred and seventy-five of the 
General Statutes ; and the constables and jurors shall be subject 
to the penalties therein specified for similar neglects. If any 
person so summoned does not appear, the constable shall, by 
order of the justice or court, return some person from the by- 
standers to complete the number. 

33. The justice or court shall, in view of the spot on which the 
property was destroyed, administer to the persons thus summoned 
or returned the following oath: ‘** You solemnly swear, that you 
will diligently inquire and true presentment make, on behalf of 
this Commonwealth, when and by what means the fire which has 
here occurred was caused, and that you will return a true inquest 
according to your knowledge and such evidence as shall be laid 
before you. So help you, God.” 

34. The justice or court may issue subpoenas for witnesses 
returnable forthwith at a time and place therein set forth. Their 
attendance may be enforced in like manner as if they had been 
subpeenaed in behalf of the Commonwealth. 
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35. An oath to the following effect shall be administered to such 
witnesses: ‘* You solemnly swear, that the evidence which you 
shall give to the inquest, concerning the origin of the fire of 
which inquiry is now to be made, shall be the truth, the whole 
truth, and nothing but the truth. So help you, God.” 

36. The testimony shall be reduced to writing by the presiding 
justice, or some person by his direction, and subscribed by the 


37. The jury, after hearing the testimony and making all need- 
ful inquiry, shall draw up and deliver to the justice or court their 
inquisition under their hands, in which they shall find and certify 
when and by what means the fire was caused; and said inquisi- — 
tion and testimony thus subscribed shall, within one week there-~ 
after, be filed by the magistrate with the clerk of the courts for 
the county, or in the county of Suffolk with the clerk of the muni- — 


38. 'The fees of the magistrate, and the expenses of the i inqui- ; 
sitions, shall be the same, and be returned, audited, certified and — 
paid in like manner as is provided for coroners’ inquests.

ORDINANCE.! 


Section 1. The fire department shall consist of a chief engi- 
neer, fourteen assistant engineers, of whom two shall be residents 
of East Boston, and of as many foremen, enginemen, hosemen, — 
and hook and ladder men, and other persons, who shall be divided 
into companies, as the number of engines and the number and | 
quantity of other fire apparatus belonging to the city, shall from 
time to time require. 

. There shall be appointed, annually, in the month of January, 
a joint committee, of the city council, to be called the committee 


of aldermen and five members of the common council; and said 

committee may expend not exceeding five hundred dollars from — 

the annual appropriation of the city council.

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Sect. 2. There shall be elected annually, on the first Monday 
in February, or within sixty days thereafter, by a concurrent 
vote of the two branches of the city council, a chief engineer and 
fourteen assistant engineers, of whom two shall be residents of 
East Boston; they shall hold their office for one year from the 
first Monday of April in the year in which they are elected, and, 


unless sooner removed, until their successors shall be elected and | 


qualified. They may be removed at the pleasure of the city 
council, and all vacancies for the unexpired term may be filled at 
any time. They shall receive such compensation as the city 
council may from time to time determine. 

SEcr. 3. On the first Monday of April, annually, the chief and 
assistant engineers shall meet and organize themselves as a board 
of engineers. The chief engineer shall preside at said meeting, 
and at all meetings of-the board, when present; but in his absence 
the senior assistant engineer in service present shall preside; and 
their seniority in rank, and all questions relative thereto, shall be 
determined by the board of aldermen. The board of engineers 
may recommend to the city council some person to be elected 
secretary of said board, and the city council shall, on the first 
Monday of April, or within thirty days thereafter, by concurrent 
vote, elect a secretary, who shall hold his office for one year from 
the first Monday of May in the year in which he is elected, and, 
unless sooner removed, until his successor shall be elected and 
qualified. He may be removed, and a vacancy may be filled as 
provided for in the case of the engineers, in the second section of 
this ordinance. He shall receive such compensation as the city 
council may from time to time determine. He shall be sworn, and 
give bonds with surety for the faithful performance of his duty, in 
such sum as the board of aldermen may direct. 

Srcr. 4: The engineers shall, at such times as they may by 
their by-laws determine, hold such meetings as may be necessary 
for the prompt transaction of all business coming before them, 
and a majority of the whole board shall be necessary to constitute 
aquorum. ‘They may make such rules and orders for their govern- 
ment as a board of engineers as they may see fit, subject to the 
approval of the joint committee of the city council. They shall 
_be responsible for the discipline, good order, and proper conduct 
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of the whole department, both officers and men, and for the care © 


of all houses, engines, hose carriages, hook and ladder carriages, 
horses, furniture, and apparatus thereto belonging. They shall 
have the superintendence and control of all the engine and other 
houses used for the purposes of the fire department, and of all the 
horses, furniture, and apparatus thereto belonging, and of the* 
engines and all other fire apparatus belonging to the city, and 
over the officers and members of the several companies attached 


to the fire department, and over all persons present at fires; and 


they may make such rules and regulations for the better govern- 
ment, discipline, and good order of the department, and for the 
extinguishment of fires, as they may from time to time think expe- 
dient ;— such rules and regulations not being repugnant to the 
laws of this Commonwealth, nor to any ordinance of the city, and 
being subject to the approval of the joint’: committee of the city 
council, and to alteration or revocation by them at any time. 

Sror. 5. The secretary to the board of engineers shall perform 
the ordinary duty of clerk to the board, and such other duties as 
the joint committee of the city council, or the chief engineer, may 
from time to time direct; and also such other duties as the board 
of engineers, by their rules and orders, to be approved by the joint 
committee of the city council, may from time to time determine. 
He shall keep an account of the appropriations made by the city 


council for the use of the fire department, and of the expenditures on 


account of the same; and shall compare his account monthly with 
the auditor’s books, and see that the expenditures of the fire depart- 
ment do not at any time exceed the amount of the appropriations 
at its disposal. He shall also keep a separate account of the 
expenses of each engine, hose carriage, and hook and ladder car- 
riage, and of the horses, furniture and apparatus thereto belonging, 
and all other incidental expenses; and shall present to the city 
council, in the annual report gf the chief engineer, a full and 
detailed statement thereof. 

Sect. 6. The said engineers, whenever a fire breaks out in the 
section of the city to which they are assigned for duty, shall im- 
mediately repair to the place of such fire, and carry with them a 
suitable staff or badge ’of their office ; they shall take proper meas- 
ures that the several engines and other apparatus be arranged in the 


, 
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most advantageous situations, and duly worked for the speedy and 
effectual extinguishment of the fire ; they shall require and compel 
assistance from all persons, as well members of the fire department 
as Others, in extinguishing the fire, pulling down or demolishing 
any house or building if occasion require, in suppressing all tumults 
_ and disorders, removing furniture, goods, or other merchandise 
from any building on fire, or in danger thereof, and shall appoint 
stewards to secure the same. They shall also cause order to be 
preserved in going to, working at, or returning from fires, and at 
all other times when companies attached to the department are on 
duty. The assistant engineers shall report their absences from 
fires to the chief engineer at the regular monthly meetings of the 
board, with the reasons therefor, and he shall keep a record of the 
same, and, once in every three months, and oftener if required, 
make a report thereof stating all the facts, to the city council. In 
the absence of the chief engineer, the secretary shall make said 
record and report. 

Sror. 7. Whenever any fire occurs in either of the adjoining 
cities or towns, only such and so many of said engineers shall 
repair thither as may have been previously designated for such 
purpose by the chief engineer. 

Sect. 8. The chief engineer shall have the sole command at 
fires over all the other engineers, and all officers and members of 
the fire department, and all other persons who may be present at 
fires, and shall direct all proper measures for the extinguishment 
of fires, protection of property, preservation of order, and observ- 
ance of the laws, ordinances and regulations respecting fires ; and 
it shall be the duty of said chief engineer to examine into the con- 
dition of the engines and all other fire apparatus, and the houses 
connected therewith; and of the engine and other houses belong- 
ing to the city and used for the purposes of the fire department ; 
and of the companies attached to the said department, as often as 
circumstances may render it expedient, or whenever directed so to 
do by the city council, or by the joint committee of the city 
council on the fire department. Whenever the engines or other 
fire apparatus, used by the fire department, require alterations, 
additions or repairs, the chief engineer, under the direction of the 
city council, or of the joint committee on the fire department,

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shall cause the same to be made. It shall also be the duty of the 
chief engineer to receive and transmit to the city council all yi 
returns of officers, members and fire apparatus made by the respec- — 
tive companies as hereinafter prescribed, and all other communi- — 
cations relating to the affairs of the fire department; to keep fair 
and exact rolls of the respective companies, specifying the time of — 
admission and discharge, and the age of each member. He shall — 
also critically examine all the bills and accounts against the fire” 
department, and certify, in writing, to the correctness of each item 
thereof before sending them to the auditor’s office for payment, — 
He shall, annually, in the month of January, and oftener if thereto” 
requested, report to the city council an account prepared by the 
secretary of the board of engineers, as hereinbefore provided, of 
the condition of the engine-houses, engines, fire apparatus, and 
other property under his charge; of the income and expenditures” 
of the fire department for the whole of the previous year, specify- 
ing particularly the expenditure on each engine, hose carriage, and 


_ hook and ladder carriage, and of the horses, furniture, and appa- 


ratus connected therewith, as required in section five of this ordi- 
nance, together with the names of the officers and members of the 
various companies; the number and location of the fire-alarm sta- 
tions ; the numbers of fires since his last report, the causes thereof, 
and the extent of damage, as near as can be ascertained; the gen- 
eral description of the buildings and property destroyed or injured 
since his last report, together with the names of the owners or 
occupants ; the amount of insurance, if any; all accidents by fire 
which have happened within the city, with such other information 
or suggestions as may in his opinion be of general use, — the same 
to be published as the city council may direct. 

Sror. 9. In case of the absence of the chief engineer, the 
engineer next in rank who may be present shall execute the duties 
of his oflice with full powers. = 

Srecr. 10. The engineers shall report to-the joint committee of 
the city council the name of every person, not a member of either 
of said companies, who may, contrary to law, refuse or neglect to 
obey any orders of any engineer, given at any fire. 

Secor. 11. Whenever it is adjudged at any fire, by any three or 
more of the engineers present, of whom the chief engineer, if pres- 
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ent, shall be one, to be necessary, in order to prevent the further 
| spreading of the fire, to pull down or otherwise demolish any 
building, the same may be done by their joint order. . 
Sect. 12. The engineers shallinquire for, and examine into, all 
shops and other places where shavings or other such combustible 
‘materials are collected or deposited, and report at the regular 
monthly meeting of the board, the condition in this respect of the 
district to which they are assigned; and whenever, in the opinion 
of any two of them, the same may endanger the security of the city 
from fires, they shall direct the tenant or occupant of said shops or 
other places to remove such shavings or other combustible mate- 
rials ; and, in case of such tenant’s or occupant’s neglect or refusal 
so to do, they shall cause the same to be removed at the expense 
of such tenant or occupant, who shall, in addition, be liable to a 
penalty of not less than‘two nor more than fifty dollars for such 
neglect or refusal ; and any person who shall obstruct the engineers 
or any of them in carrying out the provisions of this section, shall 
also be liable to a penalty of not less than two nor more than fifty 
dollars. The said engineers shall also take cognizance of all build- 
- ings in the city in which any steam engine is used, and of all build- 
ings in the city in process of erection or alteration, and make a 
record of such as in their judgment may from any cause be. dan- 
gerous, and forthwith report the same to the board of aldermen. 


_ The said engineers shall also cause prosecution to be instituted in 


all cases of infraction of the laws relative to the erection of wooden 
buildings, or of any other laws or ordinances in relation to the fire 
department, or for the prevention of fire within the limits of the 
city. 

Seor. 13. The power of making ana establishing rules and reg- 
ulations for the transportation and keeping of gunpowder within 
the city of Boston, and of granting of licenses for the keeping and 
sale thereof in the city, according to the provisions of an act en- 
titled “An act further regulating the storage, and safe-keeping, and 
transportation of gunpowder in the city of Boston,”!; and of any 
other act or acts on the same subject, shail be exercised and per-

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formed by the chief and assistant engineers, and the power and 
duty of seizing any gunpowder kept or being within the city or 
harbor, contrary to the provisions of the said act or acts, shall be 
exercised and performed by the said engineers or any of them; and 
in case of any seizure being made by any engineer otber than the 
chief, he shall forthwith report the same to the chief engineer, and 
the chief engineer shall cause all gunpowder which may have been 
seized as aforesaid to be libelled and prosecuted in the manner pre- 
scribed in the said acts ; and all the other powers and duties granted 
and enjoined in and by the said act or acts shall be performed by 
the said chief or one of the assistant engineers. 

SxoT. 14. All moneys received for fines, forfeitures, and penal- 
ties arising under this ordinance or the laws of this common- 
wealth, regulating the storage and transportation of gunpowder, or | 
the erection of buildings within the city of Boston, or the preven- 
tion and extinguishment of fire, unless it is by such laws other- 
wise specially provided, shall be paid into the treasury of the city, 
to be applied in such way as is provided in the acts of this com- 
monwealth.! 

Sect. 15. No person under twenty-one years of age, and no 
person who is not a legal voter in the city of Boston, shall be an 
officer or member of the fire department. 

Sect. 16. Every officer and every member of the fire depart- 
ment shall sign the following agreement to be deposited with the 
board of engineers: ‘I, A. B., having been appointed a member | 
of the Boston fire department, hereby signify my agreement to 
abide by all the ordinances of the city council, and the rules and 
regulations of the joint committee of the city council and of the 
board of engineers relating thereto.” And any officer or member 
who shall neglect or refuse to sign the same, shall not be entitled 
to any compensation whatsoever. 

Sect. 17. The board of engineers shall report from time to 
time to the mayor the names of such officers or members of the 
department, if any, as in their judgment should be removed or 
discharged, with their reasons therefor; and whenever, from any 
cause, there occurs in the department a vacancy which should be

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filled by the mayor and aldermen, the board of engineers shall 
recommend to them for their consideration the name of some 
proper person to fill the same. 

Secr. 18. Any officer or member of the fire department, except 
the chief and assistant engineer, and the superintendent of fire 
alarms and his assistants, may at any time be removed or dismissed 
from the department by the mayor, or deposed from any office that 
he may hold therein. 

Sect. 19. Im all cases of removal from the department, the 
name of the party removed, with a statement of the reasons there- 
for, shall be entered on the records of the engineers, and a copy of 
the same shall be transmitted to the board of aldermen before their 
next regular meeting. 

Secor. 20. There shall be paid to each officer and member of the 
department such sum as the city council may, from time to time, 
determine; and in case of the temporary absence of any member 
from the city, or his inability, in consequence of sickness, to per- 
form his duties, he shall provide a substitute, whose name he shall 
return to the foreman of the company for approval; otherwise 
he shall be subject to all deductions which may acrue for his 


- absence. 


Sect. 21. Neither the members nor the officers of any of the 
companies shall assemble in any of the engine or other houses 


‘belonging to the department, except for the purpose of taking the 


engine or other apparatus on an alarm of fire, returning the same 
to the house, and taking the necessary care thereof after its return, 
and except as herein otherwise prescribed. 

Secr. 22. Any officer or member of the fire department, who 
shall wilfully neglect or refuse to perform his duty, or shall be 
guilty of disorderly conduct or disobedience to his superiors in 
office, shall for such offence, besides.being subject to the penalty 
hereinafter provided, be dismissed from the department. 

Sect. 23. Every person who shall have served according to law 
in the fire department for seven successive years, shall be entitled 
to receive a certificate thereof, signed by the mayor; and all per- 
sons who shall receive said certificate shall be entitled to wear the 
badge of the department, and to do duty therein, when desired so 
to do by the mayor, with the advice and consent of the board of 
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aldermen, under such organization and management as they may 
determine. 

Secr. 24. As many engine, hose, and hook and ladder compa- 
nies shall from time to time be formed by the city council as they 
may deem expedient, and each company shall consist of as many 
officers and members as may be appointed from time to time by 
the mayor with the advice and consent of the board of aldermen. 

Srot. 25. The ‘officers and members of the fire department 
shall be paid monthly, except when otherwise ordered by the city 
council; and, except in case of sickness, death or removal from 
the city, every officer or member thereof who shall not serve the 
whole of the month, or who shall be removed from the department 
or deposed from his office for cause, shall forfeit any and all 
compensation that would otherwise have been due to him at the 
time when such service ceased, or such deposing or removal took 
place. 

Sect. 26. Every engine company shall have an engineman, 
fireman, and driver, who shall be permanently employed, and who 
shall at all times be in or about the engine house, except when 
unavoidably absent, and shall also have, until otherwise ordered, 
eight hosemen, including the foreman. 

Srot. 27. Each hose company shall have a driver, who shall 
at all times, except when unavoidably absent, be in or about the 
house, and shall also have, until otherwise ordered, eight hosemen, 
including the foreman. 

Sect. 28. Each hook and ladder company shall have at least 
three axemen and three rakesmen. 

Sor. 29. The board of engineers shall make rules and regu- 
lations in respect to a driver and steward, either permanent or 
temporary, of hook and ladder companies, and define their duties ; 
such rules and regulations, however, being subject to approval, 
alteration or rescission, as provided in the fourth section of this 
ordinance. 

Sect. 30. Every engine, hose, and hook and ladder company 
shall have a foreman and clerk, and every hook and ladder com- 
pany an assistant foreman in addition; the foreman and assistant 
foreman shall be nominated annually, or whenever a vacancy oc- 
curs, by the members of the respective companies, from among 
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their own number, and a return of the same made to the board of 
engineers ; and in case of rejection by them, the name of the per- 
son so rejected shall be returned to the company, and the mem- 
bers thereof shall select another person for approval; and when- 
ever any person so nominated shall be approved by the board of 
engineers, his name shall be sent to the board of aldermen for 
approval or rejection, and in case of rejection another person shall 
be nominated, as aforesaid, before the next regular meeting of the 
board of aldermen, and the like proceedings had as before; and 
these officers, when approved, shall receive certificates of appoint- 


ment, signed by the mayor, and shall hold their places until re- 


moved, or until others are appointed in their stead. If, upon 
rejection by the board of engineers or board of aldermen of 
any person nominated and returned as aforesaid, a suitable person 
is not nominated and returned by the company as aforesaid, within 
one week from the date of the reception of notice of such rejection, 
the board of engineers shall themselves send to the board of alder- 
men, for their approval or rejection, the name of some suitable 
person for the place, to be selected from the same company. And 
if any hook and ladder company shall not have a driver, a clerk 
of such company shall be nominated and selected in the same 
manner as the foreman. 

Secor. 31. The engineman shall, under the direction of the 
board of engineers, have the sole care of the engine house in- 
trusted to him, and of all the property therein belonging to the - 
city. He shall be held personally responsible for the care and 
good order of the engine, and shall work and manage the same, 
and see that it is at all times in condition for immediate use. He 
shall be accountable for the proper performance of all duties re- 
quired of the fireman and driver, and, in case of any neglect or 
delinquency on their part, shall report the same to the chief 
engineer. . 

Secor. 32. The foreman of each engine shall, at fires, direct the 
placing of the engine at a suitable place to obtain a supply of 
water, and have the charge and direction of the hose and hose- 
men; and the foreman of each hose company or hook and ladder 
company shall have charge of the apparatus belonging to his com- 
pany, and the direction thereof, and of the driver and men belong- 
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ing to his company. And the foreman of every company shall 
preserve order and discipline, at all times, among the members of 
the company under him, and require of them and enforce a strict 
compliance with the city ordinances, the rules and regulations of 
the department, and the orders of the engineers. 

Srot. 33. In the absence of the foreman of any company, the 
assistant foreman, if there be one, otherwise. the senior hoseman 
or hook and ladder man in service present, connected with the 
same company, shall perform the duties of the foreman. 

Sxct. 84. The fireman shall be under the immediate direction 
of the engineman, and shall perform all the duties that may be 
required of him by the engineman, on the engine and in the house, 
including cleaning the house, the engine, and other apparatus 
belonging to the company, and clearing the snow and ice from the 
sidewalk. 

Srcr. 35. The drivers belonging to the respective companies 
shall take care of, and properly groom the horses belonging to 
their respective companies, see that the same are at all times ready 
for immediate use, convey the apparatus to the place of the fire on 
an alarm being sounded, and be clerks of their respective com- 
panies. And it shall, in addition, be the duty of such of the ~ 
drivers as are connected with hose or hook and ladder companies 
to see that. the hose or other apparatus is ready at all times for 
immediate use, and to keep such hose and apparatus, and the 
house and stable, neat and clean, and clear the snow and ice from 
the sidewalks in front of the respective houses, and they shall be 
under the immediate direction of the foremen of their respective 
companies. ‘The driver of each engine shall be under the imme- 
diate direction of the engineman, and shall, besides the duties 
herein prescribed to be performed by him, assist the fireman in the 
performance of his duties, and perform such other duties as may — 
be required of him by the engineman. | 

Sect. 86. The clerks of the respective companies shall keep 
fair and exact rolls, specifying the time of admission, discharge, 
and age of the respective members of their companies, and shall | 
also keep, in books provided by the city for that purpose, correct | 
and faithful accounts of all city property intrusted to or connected 
with their respective companies, and of all absences and tardiness | 
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of the officers or members thereof, which rolls and record books 
shall always be subject. to the order of the board of engineers, or 
the board of aldermen. Said clerks shall also make, or cause to 
be made to the chief engineer, true and accurate returns, when- 
ever called upon so to do, of all the members, with their ages, and 
of all the apparatus belonging to or connected with their respect- 
ive companies, and shall also report monthly, at least, to the chief 
engineer, all absences and tardiness aforesaid. 

Secor. 837. The hosemen of each engine company and of each 
hose company, and the axemen and rakemen and other members 
of each hook and ladder company, shall perform such duties as 
may be required of them by their respective foremen. 

Sror. 38. The board of engineers, whenever in their judgment 
it may be expedient, may employ or permit to stay or sleep in the 
house, wherein a hose carriage or hook and ladder carriage is 
kept, one or more members from the same company in addition to 
the driver. 

Srcr. 39. The officers and members of the several engine, hose, 
and hook and ladder companies shall, whenever a fire breaks out 
in the section of the city to which they are assigned for duty, 
repair to the place of the fire with their respective engines, hose, 
hook and ladder carriages, and other apparatus, in as orderly a 
manner as may be, according to the directions, if any be given, of 
the board of engineers, and exert themselves in the most orderly 
and efficient manner possible, in working and managing the said 
engines, hose, hooks and ladders, and other apparatus, and in per- 
forming any duty that they may be called upon to do by any en- 
gineer ; and, upon permission of the chief or other engineer, they 
shall return said engines, hose, hook and ladder carriages, and 
other apparatus, in an orderly and quiet manner, to their respec- 
tive places of deposit; provided, that, in the absence of all the 
engineers, such direction or permission may be given by the 
respective foremen. 

Srecr. 40. Whenever any person has received a certificate of 
appointment to any office under this ordinance, he shall be thereby 
immediately invested with all the authority conferred, and subject 
to all the duties imposed by the laws, the city ordinances, and the 
rules and regulations of the fire department; and whenever a 
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vacancy occurs in the department, the same shall be filled as soon 
as conveniently may be. 

Sect. 41. The engineers, officers, and members of the several 
companies shall, when on duty, wear such badges or insignia as 
the joint committee of the city council shall from time to time 
direct, to be furnished at the expense of the city, and no other 
person shall be permitted to wear the same, except under such 
restrictions and regulations as the mayor and joint committee of 
the city council may direct. 

Sect. 42. No uniform, except such badges and insignia as are 
prescribed from time to time by the’ joint committee of the city 
council, shall be worn upon any occasion, by either officers or men 
belonging to the department, to indicate their connection there- 
with.! 

Secor. 48. No company shall have power to appoint or dis- 
charge any officer or member. 

Srcr. 44. No company shall leave the city, in case of fire in 
the neighboring cities and towns, except by the express order of 
the chief engineer or one of the assistant engineers; and no-com- 
pany shall leave the city for any other purpose. 

Secr. 45. No associations, or organized societies or clubs of 
firemen, as such, shall be allowed in the department, except by the 
express permission of the city council. 

Sect. 46. No company shall be allowed to impose fines upon — 
its members. For every absence or tardiness there shall be de- 
ducted from the pay of the absent or tardy officer or member the 
sum of one dollar, which amount so deducted shall be paid over 
at the end of each quarter to the. treasurer of the company to 
which such officer or member shall belong, to meet the incidental 
expenses of the company. And if any officer or member’ shall 
have been absent or tardy at more than one-third of the fires, or 
alarms of fires, occurring during the month, if more than five, 
except in case of sickness, such absence or tardiness shall be con- 
sidered good cause for his discharge from the department. 

Secor. 47. The board of engineers, notwithstanding the pro- 
visions herein contained, may, with the approval of the mayor,

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grant to any officer or member of the fire department, if they think 
it compatible with the interests of the department, a vacation not 
exceeding two weeks in any one year upon such terms as they 
may think expedient. 

And the mayor, with the advice and consent of the board of 
aldermen, may, if he sees fit, whenever any member or officer of 
the fire department shall not, by reason of such vacation or sick- 
ness, or otherwise, attend to his duties in the department, appoint 
a substitute to act in his place during his absence. 

Sect. 48. Upon an alarm or discovery of fire, the members of 
the police department shall immediately communicate the fact to 
the central station by means of the signal-boxes in the district in 
which the fire may be, in accordance with the rules and regulations 
in regard to fire alarms. And in the night-time, the policemen, 
upon an alarm of fire being given or sounded upon the bells con- 
nected with the fire-alarm telegraph, shall immediately give further 
notice thereof within their respective districts by springing their 
rattles, crying ‘‘ fire,” and mentioning the district and box of the 
district in which the fire exists. And if any policeman neglects 
so to do he shall forfeit and pay a fine of not less than two, nor 
more than twenty dollars for every offence. 

Sect. 49. Upon an alarm of fire, such of the police officers of 
the city as may be selected for that service shall repair immedi- 
ately, with their staves, or such other badges of office as the joint 
committee of the city council may direct, to the place where the 
fire may be, and there use their best skill and power, under the 
direction of the engineers, for the preservation of the public 
peace, and the prevention of theft and destruction of property, 
and the removal of all suspected persons. 


FIRE-ALARM TELEGRAPH. 


Srecr. 50. In the month of January in each year there shall be 
appointed a joint committee of the city council, consisting of two 
aldermen and three members of the common council, to be called 
the committee on the fire-alarm telegraph. 

Srcr. 51. The said committee shall have the care and manage- 
ment of the rooms, apparatus and machinery connected with the 
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fire-alarm telegraph, and shall also have the power to appoint, 
upon the nomination of the superintendent, suitable persons to 
assist in the management of said fire-alarm telegraph, and also to 
discharge them, and to establish their compensation, unless it 
shall be specially provided for by the city council; and the said 
committee shall determine the persons to whom shall be intrusted 
the keys of the signal boxes connected with the fire-alarm telegraph, 
and, generally, shall have charge of the same, and control over 
the management thereof, subject to any special order of the city 
council. 

Sect. 52. There shall be elected annually on the first Monday 
in February, or within sixty days thereafter, by concurrent vote 
of the two branches of the city council, a superintendent of the fire- 
alarm telegraph, who shall hold his office for one year, from the 
first Monday of April in the year in which he is elected, and until 
his successor is elected and qualified, or he is removed. He may 
be removed at the pleasure of the city council, and all vacancies : 
may be filled at any time for the unexpired term. He shall re- 
ceive such compensation as the city council shall from time to 
time determine. 

Sect. 53. Said superintendent shall have the charge of the 
fire-alarm telegraph, under the direction of the committee on the 
fire-alarm telegraph, and shall see that the same is kept in good 
repair, and he shall be held responsible for the same. 

Sxcr. 54. Alarms of fire shall be given by means of the fire- 
alarm telegraph in accordance with the rules and directions here- 
tofore established for that purpose by the committee on the fire- 
alarm telegraph. 

Sror. 55. The committee on the fire-alarm telegraph shall have 
power from time to time to alter or change said rules and direc- 
tions, and the same shall be binding upon all persons after said 
rules and directions, as altered, have been placed on file in the 
office of the engineers of the fire department, and with the city 
clerk, and the same shall then be published; but the city council 
shall at all times have power to alter, amend, or annul the same. 

Srcr. 56. No person shall open any of the signal boxes con- 
nected with the fire-alarm telegraph, for the purpose of giving a 
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false alarm, nor interfere in any way with said boxes, by breaking, 
cutting, injuring, or defacing the same, nor turn the cranks there- 
in, except in case of fire, nor tamper or meddle with said boxes or 
any part thereof. 

Secor. 57. Any person who shall be guilty of a breach of any 
of the provisions of this ordinance, except as otherwise specially 
provi, in any section thereof, shall forfeit and pay a fine of not 
less thau two dollars nor more than fifty dollars for each offence. 


RULES.! 


Sxotron 1. All members of the Boston fire department, and 
substitutes, not exceeding two for each engine and hose company, 
and four for each hook and ladder company, shall wear while on 
duty as firemen, or at fires, in addition to the fire hat and leather 
badge now worn, the corporation badge, in a plain, conspicuous 
manner on the vest or coat, and no member will be allowed to 
enter the line at a fire, or any building when on fire, without said 
badge. 

Srcr. 2. No member shall lend his badge on any pretext what- 
ever, under the penalty of dismissal from the department. 

Srcr. 8. Any person not a member, nor regularly appointed a 
substitute, appearing at a fire with a badge, will be deemed guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and will be punished accordingly. 

Srcr. 4. Any member who loses his badge shall immediately 
advertise the same, and use the utmost diligence to recover it, and 
in case of failure shall be charged five dollars for the badge. 

_ Seror. 5. If any member, in going to, or returning from a fire 

shall behave in any way unbecoming a fireman, any person ag- 
grieved may report to the chief engineer the number of his badge ; 
and if said fireman refuses to give his number correctly, it shall be 
deemed good cause for his dismissal from the department. 

Srcr. 6. Each engine and hose company may have substitutes 
not exceeding two in number, and each hook and ladder company

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not exceeding four, to do duty in place of persons absent from 


duty, as provided by city ordinance; viz., in cases of sickness or — 
absence from the city.

Sxcr. 7. Said substitutes shall be approved by the chief en- 


gineer, or by the engineer of the district, upon the recommenda- 


tion of the foreman of the respective companies. 
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RULES AND REGULATIONS, 


Made and established by the Board of Engineers of the City of 
Boston, relative to the sale, storage, and safe-keeping of fireworks 
in said city, in conformity with the law of this Commonwealth, 
made and passed on the 14th day of April, A.D. 1858. 


Srction 1. Any person or persons licensed to sell fireworks, 
by wholesale or retail, shall not be allowed to keep any charged 
pieces of fireworks exposed in any windows. 

Secr. 2. All rockets, bombs, shells, mines, or other explosive 
pieces, shall be kept in tight-covered cases; said cases shall 
always be kept closed except when putting in or taking out fire- 
works, which shall be done as expeditiously as is consistent with 
proper care. 

Secor, 8. The board of engineers shall keep a record of all 
licenses granted and renewals thereof, and shall designate how 
and in what manner fireworks shall be kept, and no alteration 
shall be made unless by consent of the board. Any change made 
by removal shall be indorsed on the license, and no license shall 
be valid for any other place of business, unless so indorsed by the 
chief engineer or secretary of the board. 

Sror. 4. Licenses will be granted on application to the office 
of the chief engineer of the fire department. 


At a meeting of the board of engineers, held on Friday evening, 
April 29, 1853, the foregoing rules and regulations were unani- 


mously adopted.

ORDINANCE.! 


Srction 1.. The board of aldermen, upon complaint made to 
them, or upon their knowledge and view of any defective chimney 
or fireplace within this city, shall, from time to time, take effectual 
care that the same shall be examined and inspected; and, when 
in their opinion the safety of the city requires it, shall order the 
same to be immediately amended or repaired if the same can be 
properly done; otherwise, to be taken down and demolished. 
And if the owner or owners of such defective chimney or fireplace 
shall wilfully neglect or refuse to amend, repair, or take down the 
same, the said owner or owners shall forfeit and pay a sum not 
less than one dollar nor more than twenty dollars ; provided, that 
such owner or owners shall have been served with an order. in 
writing from the board of aldermen to amend, repair or take 
down the said defective chimney or fireplace (as the case may be), 
duly certified by the city clerk; an attested copy of which order, 
made and certified by the said city clerk, shall be served upon 
such owner or owners, by any person appointed for that purpose 
by the said board. And the board of aldermen, for the time 
being, shall have full power and authority to order and direct, and 
they are hereby required to cause, such defective chimney or fire- 
place to be taken down and abated as a common nuisance; and 
the owner or owners of such defective. chimney or fireplace shall

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in such case bear, satisfy and pay the whole expense and charge 
of abating such nuisance, and of taking down and removing such 
defective chimney or fireplace. 

Sect. 2. The board of aldermen are authorized and directed to 
appoint and license, from time to time, suitable persons to be 
sweepers of chimneys in this city, who, together with their 
apprentices, and others by them employed, shall wear such 
badges as the board shall appoint and direct, and whose wages 
and compensation for their work and service in sweeping chim- 
neys shall not exceed the rates which have been fixed and 
appointed by the mayor and aldermen, or may hereafter be fixed 
and appointed by the board of aldermen. And if any person who 
shall not be appointed and licensed as aforesaid shall presume, 
either by himself or by his apprentices, or others by him em- 
ployed, to undertake the sweeping of any chimney in this city, 
excepting such as are in his own occupation, every such person 
shall forfeit and pay a sum not less than one dollar, nor more 
than twenty dollars, for every offence of which he shall be duly con- 
victed. And no inhabitant of this city shall employ any person 
(excepting his or her own servant, being in his or her house) to 
sweep any of his or her chimneys within the city, other than one 
of the chimney-sweepers appointed and licensed as aforesaid by 
the board of aldermen; and if any inhabitant of this city shall 
employ ally person other than the chimney-sweepers appointed 
and licensed as aforesaid, in violation of the provisions of this 
ordinance, he, or they, shall forfeit and pay a fine not less than 
one dollar nor more than ten dollars. 

Secr. 3. When, and so often as, complaint is made to the 
board of aldermen by any chimney-sweeper appointed and 
licensed as aforesaid, or by any inhabitant of the city, against 
any person or persons, that their chimneys are unsafe by reason 
of foulness, the said board, or any other person by them empow- 
ered, is hereby directed to inspect and view, or order to be 
inspected and viewed, and to them reported, every such chimney 
complained of as aforesaid; and if upon such view, inspection, 
and report they shall, either from their own view, or the report of 
the person appointed to view, as aforesaid, judge the same to be 
unsafe and dangerous to make and keep fire herein by reason of 
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foulness, they shall give notice thereof to the person or persons in 
the possession or occupancy of the house or tenement to which 
such chimney or chimneys belong; and the occupier or occupiers 
of such house or tenement shall forfeit and pay a sum not less 
than one dollar, nor more than twenty dollars, for every day in 
which fire shall be made and kept in such chimney or chimneys 
respectively by such occupier or occupiers after notice shall have 
been given them in manner aforesaid, until the same shall be 
properly and sufficiently swept. 

Secor. 4. If any chimney, stove-pipe, or flue within the city

If any person shall take into any dwelling-house, stable, 


out-house, warehouse, store, shop, or other building within the 
city of Boston, any cannon, swivel, mortar, howitzer, cohorn, or 
fire-arm, loaded with or having gunpowder in the same, or shall 
receive into any dwelling-house, stable, barn, out-house, store, 
ware-house, shop, or other building within said city, any bomb, 
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grenade, or other iron shell, charged with, or having gunpowder 
in the same, such person shall forfeit and pay the sum of ten 
pounds, to be recovered at the suit of the engineers in an action 
of debt before any court proper to try the same; one moiety 
thereof to the use of said engineers, and the other moiety to the 
support of the poor of said city. 

2. All cannon, swivels, mortars, howitzers, cohorns, fire-arms, 
bombs, grenades, and iron shells of any kind that shall be found | 
in any dwelling-house, out-house, stable, barn, store, ware-house, 
shop, or other building, charged with or having in them any gun- 
powder, shall be liable to be seized by either of the engineers of 
said city ; and upon complaint made by the said engineers to the 
court of common pleas,! of such cannon, swivels, mortars, or how- 
itzers, being so found, the court shall proceed to try the merits, of 
such complaint by a jury; and if the jury shall find such complaint 
supported, such cannon, swivel, mortar, or howitzer shall be ad- 
judged forfeit, and sold at public auction, and one-half of the pro- 
ceeds thereof shall be disposed of to the engineers and the other 
half to the use of the poor of the city of Boston. And when any 
fire-arms, or any bomb, grenade, or other shell shall be found in 
any house, out-house, barn, stable, store, ware-house, shop, or 
other building, so charged or having gunpowder in the same, the 
same shall be liable to be seized in the manner aforesaid; and on 
complaint thereof made and supported before a justice of the peace, 
shall be sold and disposed of as is above provided for cannon. 

3. Appeals were provided for in prosecutions under the two 
preceding sections, as was usual in other cases. 

4, No commissary, or any other officer or officers, or any person 
or persons in the service of the United States, or acting in the de- 
partment of commissary or quarter-master general of this common- 
wealth, shall be permitted to have, keep, or possess within the 
city of Boston, a greater quantity of gunpowder than four hundred 
pounds; and the powder so had and possessed within the’said city 
shall beskept in a place approved of by the engineers of the said 
city, either under ground in a vault, or in a stone or brick build- 
ing secured against explosion by fire.

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5. Any gunpowder which shall be found in the possession of, 
or which may be had or kept within the city of Boston by any 
officer or officers, or any person or persons whatsoever acting in 
behalf or under the authority of the United States, or by any agent 
or servant of such officers or persons, and all gunpowder possessed, 
had, or kept by any officer of the commissary or quarter-master 
general’s departments of the State of Massachusetts, or persons 
acting under the authority of these departments, contrary to the 
provisions of the preceding section, may be seized by any two or 
more of the engineers of the city of Boston, and the same may be 
libelled and condemned and sold, and the proceeds thereof dis- 
tributed, as is by law provided for the forfeiture of gunpowder in 
other cases within said city. : 

6. No person, except on military duty in the public service of 
the United States, or of this commonwealth, shall keep, have, or 
possess in any building or in any place, or in any carriage, or on 
any wharf or on board of any ship or other vessel within two hun- 
dred yards of any wharf, or of the mainland in the city of Boston, 
gunpowder, in any quantity exceeding one pound, in any way or 
manner other than by this and the eight following sections, and by 
the rules and regulations hereinafter mentioned, may be permitted 
and allowed. And all gunpowder had, kept, or possessed contrary 
to the provisions of said sections and of such rules and regulations 
shall be forfeited, and liable to be seized and proceeded against 
in the manner hereinafter provided. 

7. It shall not be lawful for any person or persons to sell any 
gunpowder, which may at the time be within the city of Boston, 
in any quantity, without first having obtained from the engineers 
of said city a license, signed by the chief engineer or by the secre- 
tary of the board of engineers, on which shall be written or printed 
a copy of the rules and regulations by them established, relative 
to keeping, selling, and transporting gunpowder within said city ; 
and every such license shall be in force for one year from the date 
thereof, unless annulled by the board of engineers, and no longer ; 
but such license may, prior to the expiration of that term, be 
renewed by the chief engineer or the said secretary, from year to 
year, by indorsement thereon ; provided always, that the board of 
engineers may rescind any such license, if in their opinion the 
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person or persons have disobeyed the law, or infringed any rules 
and regulations established by said board of engineers. And 
every person who shall receive a license to sell gunpowder, as 
aforesaid, shall pay for the same the sum of five dollars, and for 
the renewal thereof the sum of one dollar, which sums shall be 
paid to the board of engineers, for their use, for the purpose of 
defraying the expenses of carrying these enactments into execu- 
tion. 

8. The board of engineers of the city of Boston may establish 
rules and regulations, from time to time, relative to the times and 
places at which gunpowder may be brought to or carried from said 
city by land or water, the times when and the manner in which 
the same may be transported through said city, to direct and regu- 
late the kind of carriages and boats in which the same may be so 
brought to, carried from, and through said city, and to direct the 
manner in which gunpowder may be kept by licensed dealers and 
other persons, and to direct and require all such precautions as 
may appear to them needful and salutary to ouard against danger 
in the keeping and transportation of gunpowder. 

9. All gunpowder which shall be kept, had, or possessed 
within the city of Boston, or brought into or transported through 
the same, contrary to the provisions of said sections! and to the 
rules and regulations made as aforesaid, may be seized and taken 
into custody by any one or more of the engineers of said city, and 
the same shall, within twenty days next after the seizure thereof, 
be libelled, by filing in the office of the clerk of the superior court 
for the transaction of criminal business, a libel, stating the time, 
place, and cause of such seizure, a copy of which libel, or the sub- 
stance thereof, together with a summons or notice, which such clerk 
is hereby authorized to issue. shall be served on the person or per- 
sons in whose custody or possession such gunpowder shall have 
been seized, if such person be an inhabitant of this commonwealth, 
by delivering a copy thereof to such person or persons, or leaving 
such a copy at his, her, or their usual place of abode fourteen days 
at least before the sitting of the court at which the same is to be 
heard, that such person or persons may appear and show cause

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why the gunpowder so seized and taken should not be adjudged 
forfeit. And if the powder so seized shall be adjudged forfeit, the 
person or persons in whose custody or possession the same was 
seized, or the occupant or tenant of the place wherein the same 
was so seized, shall pay all costs of prosecution, and execution 
shall be issued therefor ; provided that it appear to the court that 
such person or persons had notice of such prosecution by service 
as aforesaid ; and in case the person or persons in whose custody 
or possession such gunpowder may be seized, shall be unknown to 
the engineer or engineers making such seizure, or in case such gun- 
powder, at the time of seizure, may not be in the custody or pos- 
session of any person, or if it shall appear by the return of the 
officers that such person cannot be found, or has no place of abode 
in this commonwealth, then said court shall and may proceed to 
adjudication thereon. And such libel or summons, and also such 
writ of execution for costs, shall and may be served and executed 
in any county in this commonwealth, and by any officer competent 
to execute civil process in like cases. 

10. Any person or persons who shall rescue, or attempt to res- 
cue, any gunpowder seized as aforesaid, or shall aid or assist 
therein, or who shall counsel and advise, or procure the same to be 
done, or who shall molest, hinder or obstruct any engineer in such 
seizure, or in conveying gunpowder so seized to a place of safety, 
shall forfeit and pay a fine for each offence of not less than one 
hundred dollars, and not exceeding five hundred doilars, to be sued 
for and recovered by action of the case by any person or persons 
who shall sue for the same in any court proper to try the same; 
and it is hereby made the duty of all persons to aid and assist each 
engineer or engineers in executing the duties hereby required. 

11. The said engineers, or any of them, may enter the store or 
place of any person or persons licensed to sell gunpowder, to 
examine and ascertain if the laws, rules and regulations relating 
thereto are strictly observed ; and onan alarm of fire may cause the 
powder there deposited to be removed or destroyed, as the case 
may require; and it shall be lawful for any one or more of the 
engineers of said city to enter any dwelling-house or other place in 
the city of Boston to search for gunpowder, first having obtained 
from a justice of the police court in said city a search warrant

therefor, which warrant the justices of said court are hereby author- 
ized to issue, upon the complaint of such engineer or engineers, 
supported by his or their oath. 

12. Any person who shall suffer injury by the explosion of any 
gunpowder had, kept, or transported within the city of Boston, con- 
trary to the provision of said section,' and of the rules and regu- 
lations established as aforesaid, may have an action of the case in 
any court proper to try the same, against the owner or owners of 
such gunpowder, or against any other person or persons who may

It also provided, that all rules and regulations made and established by the 
engineers, under and by virtue of the provisions of former acts, should con- 


tinue to have the same force and effect until altered or annulled by the said 
engineers, as if this act had not been passed. 
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15. Any person who shall keep, have or possess any gun- 
powder within the city of Boston contrary to the provisions of the 
nine preceding sections, or to the rules and regulations of the 
board of engineers therein mentioned, or who shall sell any gun- 
powder in said city without having a license therefore, or contrary to 
such license or the rules and regulations aforesaid, shall forfeit a 
sum not less than one hundred dollars, and not exceeding five 
hundred dollars, for each offence; and if any gunpowder kept 
contrary to the said provisions, or to such license or to the rules 
and regulations aforesaid, shall explode in any building, or on 
board of any ship or other vessel, or in any place in said city, the 
occupant, tenant, or owner of which has not then a license to 
keep and sell gunpowder therein, such occupant, tenant, or owner, 
shall forfeit a sum not less than one hundred dollars, and not 
exceeding one thousand dollars for each offence. 

16. The several fines, penalties and forfeitures, mentioned in 
the ten preceding sections, shall inure to the sole use of the board 
of engineers of the fire department of said city of Boston ; provided, 
however, that whenever, on the trial of any prosecution, under the 
said sections, any one or more of the said engineers shall be sworn 
and examined as a witness on behalf of the prosecution, a record 
thereof shall be made in court, and in such case the fine, penalty 
or forfeiture shall inure to the use of the poor of the city of Boston, 
to be paid over to the overseers of the poor thereof.

Compensation of inspector. 


1. The mayor and aldermen of every city, and the selectmen of 
every town, of more than fifteen hundred inhabitants, and of every 
town of less than fifteen hundred inhabitants, upon the written 
application of five or more citizens of such town therefor, shall 
appoint, annually, one or more suitable persons, not interested 
in the sale of crude petroleum, or in the sale or manufacture 
of petroleum, earth rock oil, or in any of their products, to be 
inspector or inspectors thereof in said city or town, and fix their 
compensation to be paid by persons requiring their services under 
the provisions of this statute, and who, before entering upon the 
duties of their office, shall be duly sworn. Any inspector guilty 
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of fraud, deceit, or culpable negligence in the performance of his 
duties shall be punished by fine not exceeding one hundred dol- 
lars, or imprisonment in the county jail or house of correction not 
exceeding one month, or by both in the discretion of the court. 

2. No person shall mix for sale, naphtha and illuminating oils, 
or shall sell or offer for sale such mixture, or shall sell or offer for 
sale, except for purposes of re-manufacture, illuminating oils 
made from coal or petroleum, which will evaporate a gas under 
one hundred degrees, Fahrenheit, or ignite at a temperature of 
less than one hundred and ten degrees Fahrenheit, to be ascer- 
tained by the application of Tagliabue’s, or some other approved 
instrument, and any person so doing shall for each offence be | 
punished by fine or imprisonment, as provided in the first section 
hereof; and shall also be liable therefor, to any person suffering 
damage from the explosion or ignition of such oil thus unlawfully 
sold or kept, or offered for sale; and such oil thus unlawfully sold 
or kept, or offered for sale, and the casks or packages containing 
the same, shall be forfeited and sold, one-half of the proceeds of 
such sale to go to the commonwealth and the other half to the 
informer. 

3. For all the purposes of this act, all illuminating oils made 
from coal or petroleum, having an igniting point of less than one 
hundred and ten degrees Fahrenheit, to be determined in the 
manner provided in the second section of this act, shall be deemed 
to be mixed with naphtha, and shall be branded unsafe for illumi- 
nating purposes. 

4. Any person who shall sell or keep, or offer for sale, naphtha 
under any assumed name, shall, for each offence, upon conviction 
thereof, be liable to the same penalties provided, and shall be sub- 
ject to the same liabilities set forth in the first two sections of this 
act. 

5. Crude petroleum, or any of its products, may be stored, 
kept, manufactured or refined in detached and properly ventilated 
buildings specially adapted to the purpose, and surrounded by an 
embankment constructed so as to effectually prevent the overflow 
of said petroleum or any of its products beyond the premises on 
which the same may be kept, manufactured or refined; said build- 
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ings to be occupied in no part as a dwelling; and if less than fifty 
feet from any other building, must be separated therefrom by a 
stone or brick wall at least ten feet high and twelve inches thick ; 
and any person keeping such articles in any other kind of build- 
ing, except as is hereinafter provided in the sixth section hereof 
shall be punished by fine or imprisonment in the manner provided 
in the first two sections hereof. 

6. No person shall manufacture, refine, mix, store, or keep for 
sale, any oil or fluid, composed wholly or in part of any of the 
products of petroleum, in any city or town, except as provided in 
the fifth section of this act, without a license first having been 
obtained from the mayor and aldermen of said city, or the select- 
men of said town, and in said license there shall be expressed the 
manner, and the portion of any locality or building in which said 
articles may be mixed, stored or kept; and whoever mixes, stores 
or keeps said articles in any one locality, except as aforesaid, 
without having first obtained a license as herein required, or hav- 
ing obtained such license, mixes, stores or keeps said articles in a 
different manner, or in any other portion of said locality or build- 
ing than is expressed in said license, shall forfeit and pay a sum 
not exceeding five hundred dollars, to be recovered in any appro- 
priate form of action, to be instituted in the name of the mayor of 
of said city, or of the selectmen of said town; and the license 
granted in accordance with the provisions of this act, shall con- 
tinue to be in force, from the time of granting the same, until the 
first day of April next succeeding, unless sooner revoked; and 
said license shall be revokable at all times by the authorities 
granting the same. 

7. Upon complaint made to the justice of any municipal or 
police court, or to a justice of the peace, by the mayor, or by an 
alderman of any city, or by a selectman of any town, or by an 
inspector appointed under the provisions of this act, or any engi- 
neer of a fire department, fireward, chief of police, or city mar- 
shal, that he has probable cause to suspect, and does suspect, that 
any of the articles enumerated in this act are offered for sale, or 
are deposited and kept within the limits of said city or town, con- 
trary to the provisions of this act, said justice or court may issue 
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a warrant, directed to any such inspector, engineer, or fireward, 
or to any sheriff, deputy-sheriff, constable or police officer, order- 
ing him to enter any shop, warehouse, manufactory, or any other 
building specified in the warrant, to make diligent search for such 
article or articles suspected to be so offered for sale, deposited or 
kept, and to make return of his doings to said justice or court 
forthwith. 

8. None of the articles enumerated in this act shall be allowed 
to remain in any street, lane, alley or travelled way, or upon any 
wharf, or in any yard, or on the grounds of any railroad corpora- 
tion in any city for a longer time than twenty-four hours, and in 
any town for a longer time than forty-eight hours, without a 
special permit from the mayor and aldermen of said city, or the 
selectmen of said town, or from some person by them duly author- 
ized; and any and all persons so keeping such articles for a 
longer time, shall be punished by a fine of not more than fifty dol- 
lars for each and every such offence. 

9. The city council of any city, and the inhabitants of any 
town, may adopt such ordinances, by-laws and regulations, not 
inconsistent with the provisions of this act, as they may deem 
reasonable in relation to the manufacture, mixing, storing, keeping 
or selling, within the corporate limits of said city or town, any of 
the articles herein enumerated, and may affix penalties for breaches 
thereof not exceeding fifty dollars for each offence, reasonable 
notice of which shall be given to all concerned. 

10. No person shall sell, or keep for sale, at retail, for illumi- 
nating purposes, any kerosene, refined petroleum, or any product 
of petroleum, without having the same inspected and approved by 
an authorized inspector. Any person violating the provisions of 
this section shall be fined and imprisoned in the manner provided 
in the first section of chapter one hundred and fifty-two of the 
acts of the present year. 

11. The city council of any city, and the inhabitants of any 
town, may adopt such rules and regulations as they deem reason- 
able in relation to the storage and sale, within the limits thereof, 
of camphene, or any similar explosive or inflammable fluid, and 
may affix penalties for breaches thereef, not exceeding twenty 
dollars for any one offence. 
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ORDINANCES. 
PETROLEUM AND ITS PRODUCTS.1 


Section 1. Any person desiring to manufacture, refine, mix, 
store or keep for sale, any oil or fluid, composed wholly or in part 
of any of the products of petroleum, in a greater quantity than one 
hundred gallons, in any one place in the city of Boston, except 
as provided in the fifth section Of chapter one hundred and fifty- 
two of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and sixty-nine, shall 
make application in writing for a license therefor to the board of 
aldermen of said city, and shall state in such application the 
place, building, or part of a building, for which he desires a 
license, and whether he desires a license for manufacturing, refin- 
ing and mixing said articles, or any of them, or a license for stor- 
ing and keeping them, or both. Such application shall be referred 
to the chief engineer of the fire department, who shall, within one 
week from the time of such reference, examine, or cause to be 
examined, by one of the assistant engineers, the place or building 
described in such application, and report in writing to the board 
‘of aldermen his opinion of the propriety of granting the license 
applied for. 

Srct. 2. No license shall be granted for manufacturing, refin- 
ing, mixing, storing or keeping said articles, or any of them, upon 
any alley, sidewalk, street or wharf, within the limits of the city, 
nor in any part of a building occupied in whole or in part as a 
dwelling-house, nor upon any floor of a building above the first 
floor. 

Srecr. 3. No license shall be granted for mixing, storing or 
keeping crude petroleum, naphtha, or gasoline in any part of a 
building above the cellar, unless said articles are contained in 
metallic vessels securely closed. 

Sect. 4. No license shall be granted for selling or keeping for 
sale at retail, for illuminating purposes, any kerosene, refined 


1 An ordinance in relation to the manufacture, storage, and sale of petroleum 
and its products, passed September 17, 1869. 
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petroleum, or any product of petroleum which has not been in- 
spected by the officer appointed for that purpose by the mayor and 
aldermen. 

Sror. 5. Except as hereinbefore expressly provided, licenses 
may be granted for manufacturing, refining, mixing, storing and 
keeping said articles, or any of them, in cellars, or upon the first 
floor of buildings, or in other suitable localities, in such quantities 
over one hundred gallons, and in such a manner as the board of 
aldermen may in each case determine, except that no license shall 
be granted for manufacturing, refining, mixing, storing or keeping 
said articles, or any of them, upon the first floor of any building 
in a greater quantity than one hundred gallons, unless the same 
be contained in metallic vessels securely closed, or the foundations 
and walls of said building be of brick, stone or iron, and the sills 
or walls of said buildings be built without apertures for a space of 
at least one foot above the floor. 

Secor. 6. There shall be expressed ‘in said license the name of 
the person or persons to whom the license is granted, and whether 
he, or they, are permitted to manufacture, refine and mix said 
articles, or any of them, or to store and keep them, or both, and a 
description of the place, building, or part of a building licensed, 
and any limitations upon the quantity of said articles, or any of 
them, which may be manufactured, refined, mixed, stored or kept 
therein, or upon the manner of manufacturing, refining, mixing, 


storing or keeping the same which the board of aldermen may in 


each case see fit to impose ; and any person so licensed may manu- 
facture, refine, mix, store or keep said articles, or any of them, 
according to the terms of his license, either on his own account, 
or on account of any other person. Any person holding such a 
license shall allow the chief engineer of the fire department, or any 
of the assistant engineers, or the inspector or inspectors appointed 
by the mayor and aldermen, to enter the premises described in 
the license, and take such samples of oils and make such exami- 
nations of the premises as said engineers or inspectors deem ex- 
pedient. Any violation of the terms of said license shall work a 
revocation of the same, and the board of aldermen may revoke 
any license, without cause, at any time. 
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Szct. 7. The chief and assistant engineers of the fire depart- 
ment shall make complaint to the municipal court of all violations 
of the provisions of chapter one hundred and fifty-two, and 
chapter three hundred and forty-five, of the acts of the year eigh- 
teen hundred and sixty-nine, and bring suits, in the name of the 
mayor of the city, against all persons who manufacture, refine, 
mix, store or keep for sale any oil, or fluid, composed wholly or 
in part, of the products of petroleum, without the license required 
by this ordinance.

CAMPHENE AND BURNING FLUID. 


Szor. 8. No person shall keep for sale, or shall store in any 
building within the city of Boston, any camphene or burning fluid, 
without a license from the board of aldermen, under a penalty of 
not less than one, nor more than twenty dollars, for each offence. 

Sect. 9. Every person desiring to obtain a license to sell or 
store camphene or burning fluid in said city, shall make written 
application therefor to the chief engineer of the fire department, 
stating in said application the place or building in which he de- 
sires to sell or store the said articles, and the manner in which he 
proposes to keep them, and the chief engineer of the fire depart- 
ment shall examine the premises and report to the board of alder- 
men his opinion of the safety of granting a license, and after his 
report the board of aldermen may act upon said application. 

Szcr. 10. All licenses granted under the provisions of the 
previous section shall continue and be in force from the time of 
granting them until the first day of April next succeeding. 

Sect. 11. Every person, at the time of receiving said license, 
shall pay therefor the sum of one dollar. 
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BONFIRES AND KILNS. 


ORDINANCE. 


Sect. 2. If any person shall make any bonfire or other fire in 
any of the streets, squares, commons, lanes, or alleys, or on any 
wharf within the city, without the license of the board of alder- 
men, he shall be punished by a fine not exceeding fifty dollars. 

Sect. 8. No person shall erect, make, or fire, or cause to be 
erected, made, or fired, within any part of the city, any brick-kiln, 
or lime-kiln, without the license of the board of aldermen, under 
a penalty of not less than one dollar nor more than fifty dollars, 
and a like sum for every week he shall maintain such kiln after 
notice to remove the same.

The Joint Standing Committee on Streets, to whom was 
referred the order requesting the Street Commissioners to 
lay out Wendell street on a new line at and near its junction - 
‘with Broad street, by removing the store numbered 105 
Broad street, and to whom was referred the petition of 
S. R. Spaulding, President of the Merchants and Manu- 
facturers’ Transportation Company, Francis Dane and Com- 
pany, and one hundred and forty-five others doing business 
on Pearl and High streets, asking the aid of the City Coun- 
cil to procure the widening of Wendell street, having care- 
fully considered the subject, beg leave to submit the follow- 
ing | 

REPORT. 

The present average width of Wendell street, between 
Oliver and Broad streets, is about twenty-eight feet. From 
Oliver street to Halfmoon place it runs in nearly a straight 
line. At that point, which is about one hundred feet from 
Broad street, it makes a sudden curve in a southerly direc- 
tion, which practically destroys the value of the street for 
business purposes. By cutting off a portion of the store on 
the northerly side to the depth of about twenty-three feet at 
the entrance on Broad street, an opening would be made 
directly opposite Wharf street, which runs into India street. 
This would give a front of about fifty feet on Broad street, 
and an uninterrupted view to Oliver street. The amount of 
land required is only 1,377 square feet. 
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After hearing the petitioners and remonstrants, the com- 
mittee are fully satisfied that it would be for the public 
benefit to make the improvement. The petitioners include 
many of the most prominent and enterprising business firms 
in the city, representing taxable property to the amount of 
forty millions. Not only the large owners of real estate 
and those doing business in the vicinity, but the citizens 
generally, so far as can be judged from the numerous expres- 
‘sions of opinion upon the subject, are strongly in favor of 
making this widening. 

From the best information which can be obtained, it is 
evident that the first cost of the improvement will not exceed 
thirty-five thousand dollars; and that a large portion of this 
sum will be returned to the city treasury from assessments 
for betterments to property in the vicinity. 

In view, therefore, of the public demand for this measure, 
the increased facilities which it will afford for the transaction 
of business, and the comparatively small expense involved, 
the committee would report that the order referred to them 
ought to pass.

The undersigned, a member of the Committee on Streets, 
agrees with the majority that $35,000 is a fair estimate of the 
- expense which the city would incur from the taking of store 
No. 105 Broad street; but is unable to concur with them in 
their conclusion, that the order, which was referred to them, 
ought to pass. 

In the view taken by the undersigned, it is not necessary 
to consider whether or not the public safety and convenience 
require that Wendell street should be widened in accord- 
ance with the prayer of the petitioners. We may hold that 
the present appearance of the street is unsightly and ought 
to be remedied; or we may hold that the street can never 
be anything but a wretched Jane unless it is widened 
throughout its whole length. Without committing one’s 
self to either of these opinions, it appears that there is solid 
ground on which one may stand and oppose the passage of 
the order referred to the committee ; it is this, that the City 
Council is not the tribunal to which the petition ought to be 
addressed. 

Since the passage of the Act of 1870, creating the Board 
of Street Commissioners, all the power possessed by the 
Board of Aldermen, concerning the laying out, altering, or 
discontinuing the streets and ways in the city was trans- 
ferred to the new Board. The Common Council, as is well 
known, never possessed any power concerning the laying out 
| ' 6 
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of streets, except what was given to it by the act just men- 
tioned, the third section of which provides that the Com- 
missioners, when they shall have adjudged that the public 
safety and convenience require the laying out of a street, 
shall, if their estimate of the cost exceeds $25,000, submit 
the order to the City Council for their confirmation or 
rejection. Such being the state of the law, what are the 
facts in the case? They are, briefly, that the subject of 
extending and widening Wendell street was, in one form or 
another, before the Street Commissioners during a great 
part of last year, an amount of time entirely disproportion- 
ate to its importance ; and finally this very proposition which 
is now urged upon the City Council, the removal of store 
No. 105 Broad street, was presented to the Commissioners, 
and formed the subject of an exhaustive hearing lasting 
through several days. The testimony was reported very 
fully and published. It is now a matter of common knowl- 
edge that the Commissioners, at this hearing, decided that 
the public safety and convenience did not require the 
removal of the store, and gave the petitioners leave to with- 
draw. The next expedient adopted was the presentation 
of the present petition to the City Council, on which the 
order recommended by the committee is founded. This 
petition, which is highly respectable both from the number 
and character of the signers, asks the Mayor and City 
Council to ask the Street Commissioners to widen the street 
according to the plan petitioned for last year. The question 
now before the City Council is, whether we shall accede to 
the petitioners’ request. The undersigned is of opinion 
that it is highly improper for the City Council to act in the 
manner requested. 
The City Council is in the habit of applying to the Street 
Commissioners for information on subjects within their 
cognizance, but never before, it is believed, has the City 
Council sent to the Commissioners such a communication as 
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is now recommended by the committee; certainly, the Street 
Commissioners have never before been asked to do an act 
which they, in the exercise of their exclusive jurisdiction, 
have previously decided, after a long and laborious investi- 
gation, not to do. The object of the proposed order can 
only be to browbeat and coerce the Street Commissioners,— 
an independent body elected by the people and responsible 
to them, and not to the City Council, — to retrace their steps 
and perform a judicial act against their own recorded judg- 
ment; or, in other words, to stultify themselves and admit 
their unfitness to perform the duties of the office to which they 
have been elected. 

In the opinion of the undersigned, such a course is not in 
accordance with good taste, or the dignity of the City 
Council, but is an innovation fraught with danger to the 
preservation of the good understanding between two co-ordi- 
nate branches of the government, which is_ essentially 
necessary to the successful administration of our municipal 
affairs. 

For the foregoing reasons, the undersigned would recom- 
mend that the order ought not to pass.

Dear Smr,— At a full meeting of the Association of 
Physicians and Surgeons of the City Hospital, held this day, 
in a response to a request from the Board of Trustees as to 
their opinion on the question of a medical superintendent of 
the Hospital, the following reply was unanimously Voted: — 

That although under some circumstances it might be de- 
sirable that the superintendent of this hospital should be a 
physician, the medical staff deem it inexpedient that any 
requirement to that effect should be incorporated in the or- 
dinances relating to the hospital. 

And in view of the fact that, in their opinion, no emer- 
gency exists requiring a change now, inasmuch as the duties 
of the office of superintendent, so far as the .medical staff 
are aware, are successfully and faithfully discharged by the 
present incumbent, for the best interests of the patients and 
the city, they are entirely opposed to any change, until a 
vacancy naturally occurs. 

They believe that the choice of future superintendents 
should be left wholly to the discretion of the Board of 
Trustees and the medical staff, who, from their familiarity 
with the economic and scientific wants of the institution, can 
best judge as to the qualification of candidates.

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The following communications were addressed to members 
of the Joint Standing Committee on Ordinances, in response 
to a request for the views of the writers upon this subject. 


Boston, March 8th, 1872. 
E..O. SHEPARD, Esq. :— 


Dear Srr,—In reply to your letter of the 4th inst., 
which I take the earliest possible moment to answer, I 
frankly admit that it has always been a matter of surprise to 
me that a non-professional gentleman should have been 
appointed at the outset as superintendent of a hospital es- 
tablished as a public charity, and devoted to the relief of the 
sick and wounded. ) 

As you have done me the honor to attach importance to any 
suggestions I may make, I will very briefly state the reasons 
which make it imperative, in my judgment, to place a well- 
educated and skilful physician at the head of such an institu- 
tion as the City Hospital. 

The appropriateness of such a choice is obvious. What 
would the common sense of the community think, if a physi- 
cian should be appointed to a seat upon the bench of the 
Supreme Court? In ordinary cases he might make very 
just and equitable decisions; but when points of law came 
up, is it not altogether probable that the medical judge 
would find himself at fault? So in case of the ablest and 
best superintendent of a hospital for the sick, who is not a 
physician, while fully competent for his post as a wise ad- 
ministrator, he would of necessity fail in entering fully and 
scientifically into everything that pertains to the general 
interior and exterior arrangements, whereby the best sanitary 
condition is obtained, and the highest interests of its inmates 
promoted. 

Indeed, there is not only an appropriateness in placing a 
physician at the head of such an institution, but it seems to 
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me to be an absolute necessity. The visiting physicians and 
surgeons are in attendance at the hospital only at specified 
hours of each day, and these limited to three or four hours 
at most, and even less, if their attendance is not particularly 

‘required. These visiting physicians and surgeons have 
private practice, and many of them reside at long distances 
from the hospital, and consequently are not easily accessible. 
Now there might be cases of idiopathic fevers, and symp- 
tomatic fevers, that is, fevers arising from local inflammation 
in the hospital. Such cases are liable to sudden changes, or 
crises, which may occur at any hour of the day or night, and 
which would require some specific treatment at the moment, 
upon the prompt and judicious management of which life 
often depends. In all such cases a skilful and experienced 
physician at hand would be of invaluable service. 

Again; there are cases of accidental injuries and wounds, 
brought to the hospital at other hours than those in which 
the visiting physicians and surgeous are in attendance. 
In such instances, if, in any way dangerous to life, it is 
possible, that, with professional skill at hand and ready to 
afford immediate relief, much suffering might be arrested, 
whereas delay might be fatal to the patient. 

I might go into the details of many other circumstances, 
relating to the matter, but to do so would be simply cumu- 
lative of similar and analogous facts. What I have said will 
serve to illustrate the general idea I wish to convey, of the 
benefits which might accrue to patients at a time and under 
circumstances which no human wisdom can infallibly fore- 
see. 

It may be said that the house physicians and surgeons are 
sufficient and competent to fulfil all the purposes indicated. 
But these are usually young men, and candidates either for a 
degree or practice. No doubt, in most instances, they are 
well-educated and theoretically understand their business, as 
well as most of us, at the same age and time of life; but it 
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is experience and practical tact that are needed, and this the 
candidates do not possess. It is, in part, to acquire those, 
that they seek and obtain ‘such positions. 

I wish I had time to go into this subject as fully as its 
importance deserves. To show how much importance is 
attached to this matter in some European States, I will add 
that at some of their best-managed hospitals, the chief physi- 
cian and chief surgeon are not only in constant attendance, or 
within easy access, ready to attend upon patients during the 
day, but have their residence or lodgings in the hospital 
and ready for any call at night, while at the same time there 
are several candidates, or as we name them, house physicians, 
and surgeons lodging there also. 

When such arrangements obtain in what are conden 
the best-conducted hospitals in Europe, it seems tome you 
could not do less than make a well-educated and skilful 
physician the Superintendent of our City Hospital, if you 
would insure its highest interest, and promote in the best 
manner the objects of its foundation. 

I can hardly have said anything which has not already 
occurred to the minds of the gentlemen who are considering 
the matter. If I have given any added weight to their 
convictions, I shail count myself happy in having helped on 

very good cause.

Dear Perkins, —I think a large hospital should most 
undoubtedly have a medical man for its head — one thorough- 
ly educated by book and experience — who will readily un- 
derstand the views, and sympathize with the demands of the 
medical staff, both working in entire harmony for the ultimate 
benefit and advancement of the hospital. 

A medical man is more alive to the necessity of pure air, 
of good drainage, of absolute cleanliness in wards, halls and 
sinks, and has a firmer control over nurses, and can, at a 
glance, see if anything is amiss in the service of award. He 
understands the evil of overcrowding, of using rooms for 
sick, in the basement, and near water-closets. He is con- 
versant with the management of kitchens, and the proper 
preparation of food for the sick; knows how drugs should 
be dispensed, and has a healthy control of the apothecary de- 


partment. Asa physician, he would have the entire respect 


and submission of the house pupils, and, in any emergency 
requiring medical or surgical aid, is on the spot. 

Ten or twelve years ago, the Massachusetts General Hos- 
pital turned over a new leaf, and turned out its superintend- 
ent, a retired sea-captain, filling his place by the appointment 
of Dr. Shaw, a graduate of Harvard. The Trustees and 
Medical Board are unanimous in their expression regarding 
the benefit of the change. 

The experience: of the medical department of the army, 
during the last war, shows the immense advantage derived 
from having a physician in charge of every large hospital as 
Executive Officer. ‘ 

Trusting what I have written will be sufficient to make you 
see the advantage of an M.D. at the head of any hospital,

Dear Sir, —I will reply to your letter in a general way, 
with your leave, or without special reference to any one 
hospital. 

There is no doubt in my mind as to the expediency of 
having a medical head to any hospital. This opinion is 
founded in part on the experience af our Army Hospitals 
during the war. Early in the war our government placed 
them under medical control in every particular, — this was 
done for the first time in history, — England, France, and 
Germany will, by and by, follow this example, for the wis- 
dom which prompted it has been as signally proved as any- 
thing can be. Never were hospitals so admirably managed ; 
never so free from the plagues and pestilences which all 
hospitals ¢end to engender; never before were such percen- 
tages of recovery known. 

The usefulness of any hospital depends on its freedom 
from the causes of disease generated within itself. ‘These can 
only be appreciated by a medical man, and they require his 
unremitting care. 

A head of a great hospital should have the respect of all 
its professional attendants, — a respect founded on his per- 
fect comprehension of their duties, their responsibilities, 
their cares. He should be able to decide all professional 
questions on the spot, and instantly, if the case demands it. 
He should also be its Admitting Physician. In this capacity 
he ought, of course, to have an assistant, but with him should 
rest the responsibility of admission or exclusion. 

How all this works in a civic hospital, may be seen at the 
Massachusetts General Hospital.

Dear Sir, —In reply to yours, asking an expression of my 
views in relation to the medical superintendency of a hospital, 
I would say, that I think its advantages more than its disad- 
vantages. 

The difficulty is to find a person competent for the place, 
for any salary which a hospital can afford to pay. 

Such a person is chosen for his administrative talent, and 
not, as the medical officers are supposed to be, for his medi- 
cal qualifications. Hence, so far as his authority exceeds or 
contlicts with theirs, the relation is a delicate one, and de- 
mands tact. } 

But a medical superintendent will supervise better than a 
non-medical one, all that pertains to 

Food. 

The purchase and abuse of medicines and liquors, ventila- 
tion and temperature. 

The selection and management of nurses, male and female, 
especially in their relations to the sick. 

He will better deal with the resident medical students, so 
as to ensure their steady and harmonious’action. 

The regulation of the sudden admission to the hospital, in 
cases otherwise pressing, but affected with contagious dis- 
ease, and of the isolation of those suddenly so seized in the 
houses, and also other medical questions suddenly arising, 
belong to a medical man.

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A medical superintendent sometimes stands to a‘vantage 
between the hospital and the community, medical and non- 
medical. He always does so if unbiassed, and possessed of 
good judgment between the medical officers and the ‘Trus- 
tees. But it is difficult to find a person possessing all the 
qualifications requisite to the harmonious and efficient admin- 
istration of so wide a range of minor duties, as I have before 
said. 


A medical superintendent should never, in my opinion, and — 


for obvious reasons, treat medically any patients, in the 


house or out of it.

It hardly seemed necessary to mention 
each item in regard to the influence of food, heat, ventilation 
etc., upon the patients where medical knowledge would be 
needed in the superintendent.

In the management or superintendence of a hospital is in- 
cluded the care of the grounds and buildings, repairs, alter- 
ations, etc., the governing of servants and distribution of 
work, the providing of fuel, provisions, clothing, bedding, 
etc., a general oversight of all the departments to see that 
the greatest economy is employed, and that nothing is need- 
lessly wasted or injured. All this, any one, who has the 
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proper business and administrative ability, can perform, either 
physician or not. . 

Besides these departments, the more immediate care of the 
patients, whose welfare is the object of the institution, de- 
mands a medical superintendent. A physician alone has the 
requisite knowledge of medicines and instruments, and he 
alone understands the necessity which sometimes arises to im- 
mediately procure some special appliance. He alone is qual- 
ified to superintend these items. 

Besides these, however, there are other subjects of equal, 
or even greater importance, relating to hygiene, which non- 
professional people do not understand, or do not estimate at 
their just value; such as ventilation, heating, lighting, clean- 
ing the wards, also the cleanliness of patients, and of attend- 
ants, the proper preparation of food and the quality 
thereof. | 

I have found few persons outside the medical profession 
who realized the importance of these items, and I believe 
that only a physician is competent to superintend a hospital 
in all that relates to the wards,.the ward attendants, and the 
care of patients. 

In my opinion, a medical man as superintendent, with a 
non-professional man as head steward or assistant superin- 
tendent, who should attend to the general management, yet 
be subject to the superintendent, would accord with the best 
interests of the hospital. I say put the physician at the head, 
because the hospital having the care of the sick as its object, 
their interests are of prime importance, and such little items 
as the proper kind of bedding or clothing, its proper cleaning 
and airing, as well as other questions of hygiene, may mate- 
rially affect theirrecovery. It is, therefore, essential that the 
medical superintendent should have at least some control 
over the servants and the providing of supplies, which he 
would not have unless chief. 
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I trust I have answered your question satisfactorily without 
going into details too jmuch. I have rather hinted at the 
most important reasons, than given them in full.

My pEAR Perkins: —I am forced to give you my opin- 
ion very briefly, much as I should desire to dilate on the 
subject at length. It is most unreservedly in favor of the 
appointment of a medical superintendent. The following are 
the principal reasons that now occur to me. | 

A medical man would understand and sympathize with the 
wishes and feelings of his professional brethren, who compose 
the staff of the hospital, better than a layman. A frequent 
cause of misunderstandings would thus be obviated. 

He would be capable of either wholly or in part taking the 
place of the admitting physician, thus ensuring a proper ex- 
amination and just appreciation of every candidate for ad- 
mission, at whatever hour he or she might apply. . 

There would be a competent medical authority in the house 
at all times, to whom might be submitted difficult or doubt- 
ful cases. This would relieve the surgeons and physicians 
on duty from occasional calls on their time out of the regu- 
lar visiting hours, and would take a weight of responsibility 
from the regular house students, who, at the time they enter 
the hospital, are rarely as expert in practice as in theory. 

In order, however, to ensure pleasant relations between 
the superintendent and the staff, 1 would suggest that he be 
their nominee.

My prear Mr. Pernins, — You ask my opinion in re- 
gard to a medical superintendent for the City Hospital, and 
I am happy to give it to you. 

Provided a well-qualified physician could be found to take 
the place, I think that such a change would be in every way 
conducive to the welfare of the institution. By well-qualified 
I mean one in whose professional abilities the profession has 
confidence, and who in addition is enough of a business man 


to take proper charge of the large expenses of such an estab- 


lishment. Such an one would not be easy to find, but that 
such exist, has been proved by experience in other hospitals. 

The hospital is built and carried on exclusively for the 
benefit of the sick, and no one is so well able to judge what 
is required for their welfare as the physician who is familiar 
with their diseases. Every branch of the establishment is 
closely connected with the patients and is strictly medical ; 
the food, heat, water, ventilation, grounds and buildings are 
all included here, not to mention the nurses whose services 
are medical, and who should be selected by some one familiar 
with their duties as only a physician can be. 

The staff must be, at least indirectly, under the superin- 
tendent’s control, and it is therefore necessary that he be able 
to understand their actions, motives, and needs; he should 
also have their confidence and be a man whom they can meet 
with pleasure. Such a person would be a valuable medium 
of communication between the trustees who manage the 
hospital, and the staff who have the direct care of the sick, 
for he could understand the needs and wishes of both 
parties.

Dear Sir, —In reply to your note received yesterday, in 
reference to the superintendency of the City Hospital, I 
would say that, in nty judgment, the superintendent of every . 
large hospital should be a medical man, and reside within its 
walls. | 

A few reasons for this opinion I will state briefly : — 

1. An educated and experienced physician knows the 
conditions and wants of the sick better than another. 

2. All hygienic and other arrangements can more safely 
be trusted to the discretion of a medical man. 

3. More harmonious, and consequently efficient, co-opera- 
tion may be secured with the attending physicians and sur-— 
geons by the selection of a medical superintendent. 

4, An additional reason is, that a medical superintendent 
may reside within the institution. Under present arrange- 
ments the care of the sick is committed, practically, to the 
assistants, throughout the day, except at the visits of the 
physicians and surgeons, and all of the nights. With all 9 
due regard for the ability and skill of these young gentlemen, ° 
I am confident that the responsibilities are too great for their 
experience. Emergencies and perils are constantly occur- 
ring, and an experienced head should be ever present, with 
authority to direct. For the preservation of human health 
and life, every possible precaution should be taken. 

Let-such an officer be clothed with large authority, allow 
him to develop his full capacity, but subject to constant 
supervision, and held to strict accountability to the Board

AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND AN ORDINANCE RELATING TO 
THE Crry Hospivra.. 


Be it ordained by the Aldermen and Common Council of the 
City of Boston in City Council assembled, as follows : — 


Section 1. The ordinance relating to the City Hospital, 
printed in the edition of laws and ordinances for the year 
1869, is hereby amended by striking out the third Section, 
and inserting in place thereof the following : — 

“Secr. 8. The said consulting and visiting physicians and 
surgeons, acting by a majority of the whole number, may 
annually, in the month of April, and whenever a vacancy 
occurs, nominate to the Board of Trustees some suitable per- 
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son as Superintendent of the said Hospital; and the said 
Board of Trustees shall either confirm or reject such nomina- 
tion within seven days after it is made; and in case of rejec- 
tion, the said physicians and surgeons may then make further 
nominations, subject, as hereinbefore provided, to the con- 
firmation or rejection of said Board of Trustees, and if no 
nomination is made by the said physicians and surgeons, or if 
their nominations are not confirmed within one month from 
the first day of April, or the occurrence of any vacancy, then 
the said Board of Trustees shall proceed to elect some suita- 
ble person as Superintendent of the said Hospital. The said 
Superintendent shall be a physician of good standing in his 
profession. He shall constantly reside at the institution, and 
shall not engage in private practice during his term of ser- 
vice. He may be removed at the pleasure of the said Board 
of Trustees, and shall receive such compensation as the City 
Council may from time to time determine.” : | 

Sect. 2. This ordinance shall take effect on the first day 
of April in the present year.

To his Honor the Mayor, and Aldermen of the City of Bos- 
ton: — 

GENTLEMEN, — The undersigned respectfully submits the 
following report from March 81, 1871, to March 31, 1872, 
inclusive : — 

The milk trade of Boston is divided into two branches, for 
which separate sets of books are kept at the office of the 
Inspector. 

Wholesale dealers are those who distribute to families, 
stores, etc., from carriages, and those persons who keep 
more than one cow, in the city proper, in the Sixteenth 
Ward (Dorchester), Boston Highlands, South and East 
Boston. 

Retail dealers are those who sell in small quantities from 
market places, stores, shops, and cellars.

For violations of the milk law there have been 
paid in the Municipal and Superior Courts 
fines and costs amounting to ‘ . ° $791.67 


The duties of this office have greatly increased within the 
past three or four years, not only by reason of annexation of 
Roxbury and Dorchester, but also from the interest which 
the subject of the adulteration of milk has awakened in the 
minds of our citizens, which has led large numbers to avail 
themselves of the services of the Inspector. Private families, 
stores, shops, and the milk stations, have received constant 
attention; and those interested will bear their testimony to 
the aid and assistance that have been rendered by this office 
during the past year. 

“A large proportion of our milk is distributed to the cus- 
tomers, by the milkmen, between the hours of 4 and 10 
o'clock A.M., and it is important that the Inspector should 
be attending to his duties in those hours, otherwise he can- 
not know the quality of the milk left. 


= 
“ 
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The general inspection of milk in stores and shops (where 
no complaint is made) must be attended to in the forenoon, 
as most of their customers are supplied in the early part of 
the day. | 

The milk law provides that Inspectors shall keep an office 
and books, for the purpose of recording the names and places 
of business of all persons engaged in the sale of milk, within 
their limits, and preper books. of account and record of all 
matters pertaining to the office. To this end the hours from 
two to five o’clock P.M. are devoted to the hearing of com- 
plaints in regard to the quality of the milk supplied, and also 
to receiving visits from parties interested in the milk trade of 
Boston. | 

Judging by the experience of the past two or three years, 
with our increasing population, the time is not far distant 
when additional assistance will be required in this office, more 
effectually to keep in check an evil which concerns the health 
of every family in the community. 

The establishment of this office — the first exclusively de- 
voted to the detection of, and conviction and punishment for, 
the sale of adulterated milk—has awakened in other parts 
of the country a lively interest in the subject; so that lengthy 
communications are almost daily received at this office, and 
many strangers sojourning with us for a short season visit 
the office for information. 

A number of large cities south and west have availed them- 
selves of our experience, and have established similar offices, 
which are now in successful operation. 

The following information, being useful from year to year, 
is inserted from my last report : — 

“The contracts forthe supply of milk are generally made 
twice a year, viz., on the first of April and the first of Oc- 
tober. | 

“The milk cans used for the conveyance and sale of milk 
by the dealers are of two classes. The large cans, which 
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hold nine quarts and a pint, are in general use by the milk 
trade of Worcester county, and by many of those who col- 
lect their milk in the towns in the vicinity of Boston. The 
smaller cans, which hold eight quarts and one-half pint, are 
mostly in use on the Fitchburg, Lowell, and Eastern Rail- 
roads, and no milkman is considered equipped for business 
unless he is the owner of two or three full sets of cans, either 
eights or nines, as above described, sufficient to contain the 
necessary milk for his daily route, one set being in use while 
the others are on their way to the country for a fresh sup- 
ply. 

“Many of the milkmen engaged in the family trade have 
small cans, holding from a pint to four or even six 
quarts, which they fill from the larger cans to suit their cus- 
tomers.” 

The subject of requiring that cans used in the wholesale 
trade, for the sale and conveyance of milk, be of a uniform 
size, and sealed as a measure, has nearly every season, for the 
past ten or twelve years, engaged the attention of our Leg- 
islature ; and there seems to be no sufficient reason why milk 
cans should be exempt from the restrictions placed upon 
other measures in daily use. It has often been contended 
that milk cans are not used as measures, but are only of a 
convenient size for the transportation of the milk, which is 
bought and sold by the can, without regard to the quantity 
which the cans hold. 

These cans, of a different size, may be found in stores, shops 
and every place where the milk trade is carried on; and 
most persons who sell or buy milk from these cans, year after - 
year, are disposed to believe that it makes to them quite a 
difference whether the cans hold nine quarts and a pint, or 
only eight quarts and one-half pint. 

It is evident that the time is not far distant when a law to 
remedy this defect will be enacted and enforced, which will be 
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greatly to the advantage of not only the milk producer, but 
all others engaged in the milk trade. 

In the retail trade of milk, many of our families prefer to 
receive their daily supply in small cans of a size to meet the 
wants of the family. To this arrangement none can object, 
provided the cans are sealed, showing the quantity which 
they hold. , , 

The price of milk last summer was about the same as in 
the year previous, viz.: At the farmer’s door, from thirty-three 
to forty-two cents per can, and at the depots in or near the 
city, after collecting and transporting it, from forty to forty- 
eight cents. This is sold to stores and shops at from fifty- 
four to sixty-two cents per can, aad is retailed in smaller 
quantities to families at eight cents per quart. 

Although the above prices are such as were generally agreed 
upon, yet many of the milk dealers, owing to the great 
competition in the trade, would buy and sell their milk at 
greatly reduced prices, governed only by supply and de- 
mand, the same as with other articles of family consumption. 

During the last summer a number of stores and shops 
were found which were supplied with good pure milk at forty 
cents per can, and families at six and seven cents per quart. 

April, 1871, commenced with warm, pleasant weather, with 
an increasing demand for milk. Cold or hot, wet or dry 
weather seriously affects the supply as well as the demand, 
and often the quality is entirely changed by the sudden va- 
riations in our climate. 

The middle of this month brought us considerable dull, 
unpleasant weather, with but little rain. 

The supply of milk fully equalled the demand, and the 
summer prices as arranged, appeared to give general satisfac- 
tion to those engaged in the trade. The last of this month 
afforded us a long, cold, north-east storm, with copious 
rains. : | 

During this month the Inspector’s time was devoted to the 
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general inspection of the milk at the Highlands, in stores and 
shops; and a number of private families, at their request, 
were visited in regard to the milk. 

In some of these places the milk was found far below the 
standard, and a number of the milk-and-water fraternity were 
introduced to “ His Honor,” the Judge of the Municipal Court, 
in whose opinion it was a heinous crime to adulterate milk, 
and who felt it his duty to sentence the violators of the law 
accordingly. 

A number of the cow-stables and cow-sheds at the Boston 
Highlands were likewise visited, and the arrangements gen- 
erally for the keeping of cows were found much better than 
either at South or Kast Boston. 

May, 1871. On the third of the month commenced a cold 
north-east rain-storm, which continued more or less violent 
until the sixth, when the earth had become well saturated 
with water. 

' The middle of the month was, with few exceptions, cool 
and pleasant, with an abundant supply of milk. The latter 
part was dry, with cool nights and mornings, if we except 
the 30th day, which was very hot. 

The general supply of milk fully equalled the demand ; but 
the average quality of the article at the north part of the 
city showed more adulteration than in the corresponding month 
of last year. 

About the first of this month, Messrs. Smith, Page & Co., 
with Mr. William R. Inman as agent, started a new milk 
car on the Eastern Railroad, with a terminus at East Boston. 

This car brought daily between two and three hundred 
cans of milk from North Hampton, Hampton, Greenland, 
Strathain and Rye, — towns in Rockingham County, New 
Hampshire. This milk, for purity and richness, was fully 
equal to the best received within the limits of the city. Dur- 
ing this month more than one hundred cans were inspected, 


before their removal from the cars, and, with the exception 
9

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of five or six.cans, the milk was found as it should be, pure 


and good. It is well known, however, that the quality of 
_ some of it was often materially changed previous to its being 


delivered in stores and families. 


Nevertheless, at the general inspection of the milk at East 


Boston in the month of September, places were found, even 


_after the milk had passed through the hands of the milkmen, — 


of the same good character as when examined on the cars. 

June, 1871. The first part of this month was warm and 
pleasant, with an occasional sultry, hot day, and sufficient 
rain to keep vegetation in good growing condition. 

The supply of milk was sufficient for all demands. On 
the eighteenth and nineteenth of this month, a cold north-east 
rain-storm greatly assisted the prospect of an average cfop 
of grass, which, owing to the small amount of rain last 
month, it was feared would fall short. 

The month closed with fine, cool, pleasant weather, and 
with milk enough to meet the wants of consumers. During 

this month: the general inspection of milk in stores and 
_ shops was at the western and central parts of the city; and 
the milk was found to compare favorably with that of former 
years ; nevertheless extended milk was found in some places, 
and where sufficient evidence could be obtained complaints 


were made to the courts, which, with one exception, were , 


settled favorably to the government. 


Visits were made this month to the milk stations, on the - 


arrival of the.cars from the country, and the milk was 
examined, but it was not always found extended to the 
amount expected by the parties interested as complainants. 
In some cases, however, it was clearly shown that cans of 
milk may be topped out with a little water previous to 


delivery to the consumer, without assistance from their milk-- 


man. 
July, 1871. As is-usual, at this season, many families 


left the city for more genial resorts in the country, which 


) 
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considerably reduced the demand for milk; and the supply 
from the country during the first part of Bs month was 
sufficient for the demand. 

The middle of the month was hot and dry, and even a 
few days wrought a great change in the supply of milk. The 
hot weather increased the demand. A few small showers 
afforded but little relief, and from some parts of the country 
the supply of milk was very limited. 

On the fourteenth and fifteenth of this month, Port Nor- 
folk and Neponset were visited, and the milk was found 
good, supplied, by two or three men, from carriages. There 
are, however, a few persons who keep cows and sell to the 
neighborhood. 

The latter part of the month gave us cool, pleasant weather, 
with some rain, which assisted in lessening the demand for 
milk, so that generally the dealers could again meet the 
wants of their customers. 

On Monday, July 10, at 4 o’clock A.M., the Inspector 
visited the neighborhood of Essex street, and found there a_ 
milk carriage standing near one of the tenement houses, 
from which the proprietor of the carriage soon emerged with — 
a large milk can, containing about one quart of milk. 

This appeared to be a favorable opportunity to test the 
quality of his milk; and to this end the Inspector made an 
attempt to obtaina sample. ‘To this the man objected, and 

said that milk was short with him, and that what he had was 
Sunday’s milk, bought of other parties on the street. These 
excuses only made it more apparent that the milk which he 
had been selling to these poor people was not only badly 
adulterated, but that he knew it to be so at the time of sale. 
A sample was taken from this can, and the analysis showed 
that water had been intentionally added to the extent of 
54.23 in one hundred parts; and that-:only 4 per cent. of the 
compound was cream. Well might some of his poor cus- 
tomers this morning exclaim, “Why, it took more than a pint 
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of his milk to color a cup of tay!” The good results of this 
morning’s labor did not end with the payment of a fine and 


cost; for some of his customers afterwards stated that 


through the summer they received of this man quite good 
milk. 

Friday, July 28th, in the afternoon one of our citizens 
visited the Inspector's office, and stated that an infant child 
of his was sick, and had been so for some time; that by the 
advice of friends he had obtained from one of his neighbors, 
who kept one or two cows, a supply of milk for the child ; 
but the child did not improve as the family had reason to 
expect, and some of them were disposed to believe that the 
milk was adulterated, as it failed to afford the required 
nourishment. 

_ He was advised by the Inspector to be present when the 
milk was brought to the house that night, and to retain the 


same in his possession until 9 o’clock P.M., at which time the - 


Inspector would be there to receive it. It was then and 
there received and examined, and, the day following, 
analyzed by the chemist, and found to contain 26.30 parts 
of water in one hundred parts, intentionally added, and 
only 6 per cent. of cream. When the time arrived for this 
case to be presented to the Grand Jury, for some reason un- 
known the principal witness was not present to testify; but 
the Inspector was present, and the jury did not hesitate to 
find a bill of indictment against the defendant, who was 
brought into the Superior Court, pleaded guilty, and paid 
his fine and cost, and was advertised in the newspapers as 
required by the statute in such case made and provided. | 
The child died about the middle of September following. 
It may here be observed that this is only one of many simi- 
lar cases to which the attention of your Inspector is called. 
There are others in the community besides this bereaved 
family, who think there is too much sympathy and tender 
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regard for “respectable” criminals, in the hearts of our 
people. 

_ There are laws enough, and officers to enforce them, but it 
is not often that violators of the law are looked upon by the 
‘community as they should be, and punished as they deserve. 

It is well known that the articles used in the adulteration 
of milk are not in themselves injurious to health, but, when 
placed in milk, the character of the milk is so far changed 
that it does not afford the nourishment required. 

The Inspector is often called to private families in regard 
to the milk, where the physician recommends the infant’s 
milk to be diluted with water before feeding. If it is 
pure, rich milk, this may be necessary; but it is not often 
that the article furnished by the milkman, however free from 
adulteration, is any too rich for even the infant stomach. 

Tn this connection it may be of service to families to know 
that very many of our physicians highly recommend the 
condensed milk for infants. 

This article is prepared by the “ Lewis Testor of this 
city, and sold in hermetically sealed cans, samples of which 
have been analyzed by the city chemist, and found sto be a 
pure compound of rich cream and granulated sugar, which 
can be diluted with water to suit the taste of the parent, and 
the necessary wants of the child. 

August, 1871. The first part of this month the weather 
was variable, with some hot, sultry days, and frequent rains. 
The supply of milk was very limited, and the unfavorable 
weather for keeping it created an unusual scarcity. Consid- 
erable adulteration to the milk was found in stores and shops, 
and many of the private families would plead for more, with- 
out regard to the quality ; but the dealers found it impossible 
to supply it at any price. About the middle of the month 
the weather was cooler, with an occasional hot, sultry day, 
and but little rain; the milk trade continued about the same 
as it had been. ‘The weather in the latter part of the month 
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was generally cool, with frequent rains, and closed with a 
short supply of milk. ; 

During this month a number of complaints to the cote 
were made against persons for selling extended milk, all of 
which were settled favorably to the government. 

September, 1871, opened with fine, cool, pleasant 
weather, and the milk trade gradually improved, so that 
many of the larger dealers were again enabled to furnish 
their customers with their usual supply. The middle of the 
month was very cold for the season, with short storms from 
the north-east, and an occasional moderate, pleasant day. 

On the 16th, an adjourned meeting of the Milk Producers’ 
‘Association, and the Association of Milk Agents and Dealers, 
was held at the Quincy House in this city. — 

After a long discussion in regard to the price of milk for 
the ensuing winter, it became more and more evident that the 
two parties would. not agree upon a price, the producers de- 
manding fifty cents per can, while the contracting agents and 
dealers were disposed to pay only forty-five cents. Pending 
this question the convention was dissolved. 

The last few days of the month were pleasant, very cool, 
and without rain, but with a fair supply of milk. 

Lhe general inspection of milk this month was at Kast 
Boston, in stores and shops, and some private families, at 
their request. 

Some complaints were made to the courts againist the vio- 
lators of the milk Jaw, but, generally, in places visited, the 
milk was found quite free from any adulteration. ' 

In visiting different parts of this ward in regard to the 
milk, an opportunity was afforded to visit the cows and the 
places where they were kept, which, with one or two excep- 
tions, were found in good condition ; probably owing to the 
strict watch kept over their owners by the officers in charge 
for the prevention of cruelty to animals. 

October, 1871. With few exceptions, the first part of this 
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month was cool and pleasant, with an occasional dull, lowery 
day, and but little rain. 

The general inspection of the ‘athe was at South Boston, 
where the milk has proved better in former years than in any 
other section of the city, if we except the Sixteenth Ward. 
But this season the scarcity of milk appeared to be owing to 
the failure of establishing a satisfactory winter price. 

For the first week of the month some of the milk dealers 
were hard pressed to supply the wants of their customers, 
and the milk furnished to stores and shops was found infe- 
rior to any examined in other parts of the city during the ~ 
summer months. 

It was said that some of the milk producers, in consequence 
of the low price, as they considered it, offered by the con- 
_ tractors, had refused to market their milk, as it would not 
pay to raise milk through the winter at the price offered 
for it. 

So far as the milkmen and their customers were concerned 
many of them adopted the last winter prices, while others 
sold their milk at a small advance on what they received 
last summer; but nearly all the retail trade to families was 
for nine cents a quart. 

The middle of the month afforded considerable dull weather, 
with some rain, and a few pleasant days. * 
~The inspection of the milk at South Boston was continued, 
but without showing much change for the better. The cow- 
stables and cow-sheds were visited, and found, with few ex- 
ceptions, in fair condition, considering the limited space and 
the many unfavorable circumstances under which the cows 
are kept. 

The latter part of the month gave us considerable rain, with 
wind from the north-east, and variable weather ; some days 
were quite cold and blustering, others moderate and pleas- 
ant. 

The month closed more favorable as to the demand and 
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supply of milk, and the record of examinations at Washing- 
ton Village was more satisfactory than at any previous time 
during the month. 

November, 1871. The weather during the first ten days of 
this month, with few exceptions, was fine: and pleasant. ‘ 
Although the contracting parties had failed to establish the | 
winter price for milk, yet sufficient was received at this time | 
to enable the dealers, generally, to meet the demand, and a 
better state of things existed than at any time during the last 
month. . 

The middle of the month, with the exception of a few days, 
was dull and stormy, with high winds and considerable | 
rain. 

The milk producers and contractors came together again, 
and it was said they agreed that on and after the first day of 
- December, 1871, to the first day of April, 1872, the price a 
of milk should be the same as for last winter, viz., fifty cents 
per can, delivered in Boston or Charlestown. 

Subsequent events, however, proved that, if the above | 
arrangement was agreed upon in regard to the price, it was | 
not satisfactory to both parties; for in the month of January, 
another meeting was held at the Quincy House, by the milk 
contractors, the object of which was to reduce the price of 
milk during the winter months. 

From the twentieth to the close of the month the weather 
was variable, with considerable rain and a number of very 
cold days. The supply of milk was again interrupted, and 
not sufficient quantity was received for the wants of the peo- 
ple, while the annual Thanksgiving served still more to in- 
crease the demand. 

December, 1871, with the exception of a few days, was 
very cold and blustering, accompanied by some rain and 
snow. | 

During the first part of the month there existed with some 
of the dealers considerable trouble in obtaining a sufficient 
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supply for their customers. On the fifth of the month another 
meeting was held by the Producers’ Association, in regard to 
the winter price of milk. 

Lhe month closed with a supply fully equal to the de- 
mand. 

The month of December was, as a whole, a very cold 
month; it was the coldest December in Boston for thirty 
years or more; more severe than the two succeeding, and 
commonly colder months, January and February. 

January, 1872, to the middle of the month, with few 
exceptions, afforded pleasant moderate weather. Another 
meeting of the Milk Contractors’ Association was held at the 
Quincy House, in regard to the scale of prices. The supply of 
milk at this time appeared more than equal to the demand, 
and the trade by many of the dealers was considered very 
dull, which is usual during the winter months; whereas in 
summer, and especially in hot weather, milk is freely used, 
and forms an important item of family consumption, and 
scores of laborers may be seen in stores and shops, drinking 
good cool milk in preference to either beer or whiskey. 

The latter part of the month was very pleasant winter 
weather, with but little snow or rain, and there was a good 
supply of milk. 

February, 1872. The weather during the first three weeks 
of this month was remarkable for its mildness, its freedom 
from storms of any sort, snow, rain, or wind, and its uni- 
formity, its many successive bright, unclouded days. 

From the most reliable information that could be obtained 
from those engaged in the milk trade it appears that the supply 
during the month was more than enough to meet the demand. 

The weather of the last week of the month was very blus- 
tering, cold and severe; in fact, the hardest to bear of the 
whole winter. | 

March, 1872. The first of this month was attended by very 
cold and severe weather, colder than at any time during the 
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winter months, the prevailing winds being from the west and 
north-west, with neither snow or rain. 

On the fifth a meeting was held at the Quincy House by the ~ 
Milk Producers’ Association, at which a number of contractors 
were present. It was agreed, that the price of milk from 
April first to October first next, should be forty cents per 
can at the cars, and eight cents per quart at retail; and that 
the price, delivered at each station on the railroad, and in the 
country, by the producers, should be communicated in a cir- 
cular, on or before March 15th. 

The middle of the month was alternately cold and moder- 
ate, with some snow and rain. The differences existing 
among the associations interested in the milk trade of Boston 
has had a tendency to lessen the supply, to a degree unusual 
at this season of the year. 

The month as a whole partook very much more of the 
character of winter than either of the three months of winter 
preceding ; it was the coldest month of March for a period 
of at least fifty, perhaps a hundred years; and was more like 
winter than the average of winter months in this part of the 
country. 

There are many persons in this city, and not a few in the 
country, who are disposed to believe that all mzlkmen are 
dishonest, and that they never furnish, to either families or 
stores, a pure, unadulterated article of milk. 

For information on this point, your Inspector was requested 
in course of the season to cause the analyses of a few sam- 
ples from private families, stores, and shops, to be made, so 
as to asertain the general amount of adulteration. 

The samples from private families were supposed to be 
adulterated when received for analysis, and the milk taken 
from stores and shops was for sale upon the counter at the 
time the samples were taken.

A meeting of persons interested in obtaining pure milk, 
was held in Boston, Tuesday, February 13th. An account 
of this meeting was published in all the daily papers of the 
city. The reports of this meeting represented the several 
speakers as stating that all the milk furnished the citizens of 
Boston was grossly adulterated; and in reply, the following 
letter from James F. Babcock, chemist, to this department, 
was published in the Boston “Daily Advertiser,’’ and copied 
into the other papers : — 


* PURE MILK. 
“To tHe Epirors oF THE Boston Dainty ADVERTISER : — 


“While I sympathize most heartily with the movement to secure 
pure milk, an account of which appeared in your issue of the 14th, 
I feel that it is due to the public that I should correct certain erro- 
neous statements there made, — statements calculated to convey a

false impression in relation to the purity of the milk sold in our 
city. 

‘¢ In your report of the formation ofan association to secure good 
milk, the statement is made by a committee, that milk ‘ is adulter- 
ated, not merely with water but with deleterious substances ;’ and 
again, in the heading of the subscription paper, the following lan- 
guage occurs: ‘ The artificial color, the added sweetness and dele- 
terious ingredients are so carefully blended, that many persons 
actually prefer the prepared mixture,’ etc. 

‘‘T have analyzed all the milk found by the Inspector of Milk of 
the City of Boston — Mr. Henry Faxon — to be adulterated, dur- 
ing the past three years. I have made a complete analysis of 
more than one hundred samples of adulterated milk during this 
time, and the result of these analyses enables me to say that I have 
failed to find any adulterations whatever, except water, caramel, 
sometimes a little salt, or perhaps bicarbonate of soda, to prevent 
souring. I have never found any deleterious ingredients carefully 
blended. The milk was diluted with water colored with caramel or 
burnt sugar, perhaps a grain or two in a pint. This is not delete- 
rious, any more than so much molasses. 

‘¢ The reports of the Department of Internal Health of New York 
City, fully confirm my statements. The analyses of Dr. White of 
this city and the late Charles T. Carney, on file at the Inspector’s 
office at City Hall, still further prove the facts stated. Sheep’s 
brains, chalk, flour, starch, poisonous or deleterious substances, 
so often alluded to in sensational articles on adulteration, are not 
practically employed for nor are they adapted to the adulteration 
of milk. 

‘* Water, to the extent of twenty, and as I have sometimes found 
it, sixty per cent. as an adulteration, is bad enough; but let us 
not frighten ourselves by making it appear worse than it is.

When families return to the city after a sojourn in the 
country, they at once notice the difference in the quality of 
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their milk, and it is difficult for them to believe even the cer- 
tificate of the chemist as to its purity. It is well known 
that the quality of the milk depends upon the percentage of 
cream which it affords and the solid matter which it con- 
tains. 

Generally, cows which are kept for family use are of that 
class which afford a medium quantity of milk, which is rich 
in cream. But where marketing the milk is an object, and 
cows are kept more especially for the improvement of the 
farm, it is certainly more profitable for their owners to have 
cows which will produce the largest quantity of milk, with- 
out regard to its quality. 

Hence it is, that not a little of our milk, when distributed 

to the consumer, however pure it may be, is poor and thin, 
and has the appearance of having been deprived of a portion 
of its cream, when in reality its quality is the same as when 
drawn from the cow. 

A great mistake is made by the friends of reform in the 
milk trade, whether they are in bodies or individually, in 
seeking changes of the law to remedy some particular or 
fancied irregularity. 

These changes work mischief both to dealer and consumer, 
and, when frequently made, defeat the objects of all law in 
relation to this vital subject. People hardly become aware of 
the existence of a particular section, before it is stricken out, 
and the dishonest dealer who has experienced one conviction 
escapes the extreme penalty of a second offence. 

Since 1859, several enactments in relation to milk have 
been passed. That of 1864 proved very effective, but influ- 
ence was successfully brought to bear for its modification, 
and it was rendered ineffective in certain respects. Two or 
three changes occurred before 1868. At this time the pen- 
alties were greatly increased, and it was thought that if the 
informer of the violators of the law should receive one-half 
of the penalty upon conviction of the offender, it would 
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effectually answer the purpose for which the law was 
enacted. 

Under this law a number of complaints were made to the 
courts, with but poor success. Two, however, were sharply 
contested, and after vibrating for nearly four years between 
the Superior and Supreme Courts, one of them has recently 
been settled in favor of the government; the other is still 
pending. 

It is a well-known fact that penalties, if they are severe, do 
not generally meet the approval of the community, nor of 
juries, so as to secure conviction. Again in the winter of 
1869, influence was brought to bear upon the law, when the 
act of 1864 was partially restored, and has since been instru- 
mental in driving unscrupulous men out of the business. It 
is to be hoped that the present stringent law will be retained.

“The method adopted in the analysis is the same as that 
described in your previous reports. I have found no new 
adulteration; water, caramel salt, and carbonate of soda, 
being the only substances ever used for this purpose. The 
statements circulated by the ‘Milk Consumers’ Protective 
Association,’ in regard to the deleterious and dangerous adul- 
terations practised upon milk, and their assertions calculated 
to convey the impression that all, or nearly all, the milk 
which comes into Boston is adulterated, are without founda- 
tion. The object of this Association is a worthy one, and 
deserving of success, but when statements contrary to known 
facts are persevered in for sensational purposes, to induce 
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people to obtain their milk through such an agency, the 
respect and support due the Association must, by all consci- 
entious persons, be withdrawn.

THE MILK ACT OF 1869.

AN Act TO PREVENT THE SALE OR EXCHANGE OF ADUL- 
TERATED MILK. 


~ 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives, 
ain General Court assembled, and by the authority of the 
same, as follows: — 

Section 1. Whoever sells, or changes, or has in his pos- 
session with intent to sell or exchange, or offers for sale or 
exchange adulterated milk, or milk to which water or any 
foreign substance has been added, shall, for each offence, be 
punished by a fine not less than twenty, nor more than one 
hundred dollars. 

Srcor. 2. Whoever adulterates, by water, or otherwise, 
milk to be delivered for manufacture into butter or cheese, 
shall be liable to the penalties provided in the preceding 
section. 

SecT. 3. It shall be the duty of every Inspector of Milk 
to institute complaint on the information of any person who 
shall lay before him satisfactory evidence on which to sustain 
the same. 

Sect. 4. Chapter one hundred and ninety-four of the acts 
of the year eighteen hundred and sixty-five, and chapter two ~ 
hundred and sixty-three of the acts of the year eighteen hun- 
dred and sixty-eight, and all other acts, and parts of acts, 
inconsistent herewith, are hereby repealed, but such repeal 


shall not affect any prosecution now pending.
